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Court clears way for paraquat spraying

A federal court in Washington, D.C., has cleared the way 
for Florida to begin implementing its controversial 
marijuana-spraying program. State law enforcement officials 
say that thtfwiU go aiMMtf with plans to spray illegally grown 
marijuana fields with paraquat, a Jc^li^erf^ herbicide, as 
soon as a suitable field is found. 

The National Organization for the Reformation of 
Marijuana Laws had hoped to prevent such spraying with a 
lawsuit. The suit claimed that using paraquat on marijuana 
would violate federal environmental regulations. When 
NORML filed that suit late in July, the district court issued a 
restraining order, preventing Florida from spraying until the 
court could consider the case. 

Last week, the court ruled that, because the paraquat 
program was state-initiated, and did not have sufficient 
federal input, federal environmental restrictions did not 
apply. The court's decision removed the restraining order 
and freed Florida to begin spraying. 

"We had not sprayed y^'tiit w«f hav^'t got anything 
stopping us," Bob Cumnungs, bureau chief of the Florida 
Department of Law Enforcement's Division of Local Law 
Enforcement Assistance said last week. "If we run across a 
field that meets our criteria, we will spray." 

However, Florida may not have the freedom to spray with 
paraquat for long. George Farnham, NORML's executive 
director, said his organization will file suit early this week in 
Florida court to stop the spraying. That suit, Farnham said, 
will be based on state environmental laws NORML feels 
would be violated by the use of paraquat on marijuana 
fields. 

Farnham said that he was "cautiously optimistic" about 
the outcome of the Florida suit. 

*'One reason for our concern is the individual who may 
smoke marijuana contaminated by paraquat that reaches the 
street," Farnham said. **Second is our concern over the 
damage that could be done to the enviroiunent of Florida by 
improperly sprayed paraquat." 
Health experts have long argued over the potential damage 
iraquat could do if inadvertently inhaled by a marijuana 



smoker. In 1979, a paraquat spraying program conducted in 
Mexican marijuana fields with United States federal 
assistance came to an abrupt end when the federal 
Department of Health, Education and Welfare issued a 
report claiming contaminated marijuana posed "a serious 
heedth risk." Subsequent studies have disputed the accuracy 
of the report, but generally concede that paraquat, if 
consumed in sufficient quantity, could theoretically cause 
hing damage to a smoker. Health studies conflict over 
whether a person could consume enough paraquat to do such 
damage by smoking contaminated marijuana. 

Paraquat is known to cause severe lung damage in 
laboratory animals, and is a potent poison. Under controlled 
conditions, however, paraquat is considered safe and is a 
widely used agricultural herbicide and defoiUant. Paraquat is 
used routinely on Florida crops like sugar cane and potatoes. 

Florida law enforcement officials have said they do not 
believe paraquat could cause damage to a marijuana smoker. 
Furthermore, law enforcement officials pledge, none of the 
contaminated marijuana wifi reach the street. They plan to 
monitor sprayed fields until the plants are killed by the 
paraquat. 

A marijuana plant will die about three days after it is first 
sprayed with paraquat. If it is harvested within those three 
days, it would appear to be normal, uncontaminated 
marijuana. Paraquat itself is tasteless, colorless, and 
odorless. 

Law enforcement officials also say they will take steps to 
imure the paraquat^ will not damage the environment. They 
plan to hire licensed herbicide spmyers to do the actual work, 
will not do any aerial spraying, and will not spray in areas 

close to water systems. 

"We're not interested in doing anyenvironmentaldamage, 
so we're not going to do any," said Don North, 
spokesperson for the Florida Attorney General's Office. "It 
will not be used in any area where it might cause 
environmental harm. " 

North said that the state may also take legal action of its 
own against NORML. When NORML first filed suit in 
Federal Court, it also filed a suit in state court. NORML later 
dropped the state suit to concentrate on the federal case, but

Florida had already begun gearing up to fight the case. North 
said his office would attempt to recover the expenses 
ilicurred m preparing for that defense. 

"We're sent a request to (NORML) for up to $3,500," 
North said. "If they don't respond to that request, we'll file 
suit." 

Farnham labeled that action "petty harassment " and i 
his organization would fight any legal action against it.

Some advice 



There are only two cities in the United States of America where you are 
more likely to be raped than in Tallahassee. 

You. Not the person beside you, not someone down the street. You. Think 
you're exempt because you're a student, or you're older, or you're a male? 
Sorry. Ugly as it is, it's just not that simple. Rape does not acknowledge social 
lines, or age lines, or sexual lines. 

Students are, in fact, hit more often than non-studoits. The youngest 
reported rape victim was ax months (dd, the oldest 92. Men are raped far less 
fr^uently than women— but that doesn't mean rape only affects females. 
How are you going to react when the woman who walks in the door and says, 
"I've just been raped," is your wife, your sister, your best friend or your lover? 
Face facts — no one is exempt. 

That doesn't mean you should hide under your bed. It simply means there is 
a problem in Tallahassee you need to be aware of, a problem you should do 
your best to eliminate. If you are a woman, it means yoit should: 

•Use your common sense. Ddn*t walk alone at night, don't let strange men 
into your home, don't accept a ride from someone you don't knowl Be 
prepared. Carry your keys in your hand where you can reach them quickly. 
Stay under the lights. Don't walk down dark streets. Think ahead when you 
park your car. It may be light now, but will you want to walk back to this.spot 
after dark? 

•Do not hesitate to act. Better embarrassing paranoia than victim of a violent 
crime. Do not hesitate to call police, or walk up to tL group of strangers and 

explain your fear. 

•Don't hesitate to say "no." If you don't want him to buy you a drink, go 
somewhere with you, or come to your home, say so. 

If you're a man: 

•Be aware of what your presence may mean. Walking a friend to her car 
may mean yoti miss a round of beer, but it may deter a rapist. Don't make her 
walk alone. " ^ 

•Respond to any signal for help. Whether or not you respond to a cry in the 

night may decide if someone spends the night at home— or in a hospital. 

•Be alert. She may not be anyone you know, but if she's walking alone at 
night, she is a target. It will not hurt you to stand and watch until she is safely 
in her car. 

•Make the offer. The woman in the apartment across the street may not 
know your last name, but havi^ your phone number on the wall may save her 
life. 

And if it does happen: 

•Again, the balance of responsibility falls unfairly on the woman. If you 
can face the challenge of testifying before a court — and to be honest, that will 
not be easy— be aware of the rules. Do not change your clothes, or alter any 
physical evidence that may be useful. Do not shower, or even sponge off. Call 
the police. Tallahassee's law enforcement agencies have built a good 
reputation for helping rape victims. Let them help you. 

•If you can't face the police, by all means contact one of Tallahassee's rape 
counseling services. Th^ will help. 

If you're a man: 

•Understand: you may be outraged, but your emotions are nothing 
compared to hers. The last thing she needs right now is to be around another 
violent male. Be calm— her needs musr come first. 

•Do not pressure her. You may want the police in the picture right away, 
but think. It's not you that will have to appear in court. 

•Stay with her. This woman's relationship with you, with every male, is now 
profoundly altered. Her attitude towards you, and towards any intimacy you 
may have shared in the past, will change. Understand that, and give her the 
time she needs. The last thing she needs now is to be abandoned by the ones 
she needs most. 

Rape is a violent, ugly crime. It is not the easiest thing to read ifibout, or 
think about. It is very easy to ignore. Please don't. Don't be a victim. Don't 
let the people around you be victims. 

Be smart. Be strong. Be safe.

While Florida State University this year 
celebrates its 125th anniversary, we at the Flambeau 
will be passing a mile post of our own. Ten years 
ago this summer, the Flambeau severed its o^icial 
ties with the university (some would say we were 
kicked off campus) andstruck out on our own. 

Anniversaries, of course, are worth what you 
make of them, but the tradition of ten years of 
independence will weigh heavily in our minds as we 
work this coming year. Particularly in my mind, 
since on September 1, I will take over from Chris 
Brockman the duties of Editor. That means 1*1! be 
responsible for the Fhmbeau *s editorial product. 

The prospect is not a little intimidating, given the 
challenges the paper faces. Independence has meant 
a gradual process of change for the Flambeau. No 
longer are we simply a "college newspaper.** 
Increasingly, we have realized that FSU is just one 
part of the Tallahassee community, and that if 
Florida State students hope to prosper during their 
stay in Tallahassee, they*ll have to be well informed 
about off-campus as well as student issues. Indeed, 
decisions affecting students are as often as not 
decided at City Hall and the Capitol— not just at 
Westcott. 

The attention we*ve paid to off-campus issues 
has at the same time won us a growing non-student 
audience, as well as better, credibility. We take 
ourselves a little more seriou^ now, as do many of 

our readers. 

The key now is to maintain that credibility while 
striking a balance between our campus and 
community coverage. We are the only newspaper in 
Tallahassee that regularly covers FSU Student 
Government, for example. SG traditionally has 
been all but ignored by FSU students, and 
consequently has been plagued occasionally by self- 
serving politicos. Public scrutiny can prevent 
improper use of SG resources. 

We plan to provide that scrutiny. 

At the same time, the day-to-day affairs of 
students at Florida A&M University and 
Tallahassee Community College are all but ignored 
by Tallahassee's media. We hope to expand our 
coverage of those institutions. Beyond that, we 
plan to exploit to the fullest our unique position 
among Tallahassee news sources in our community 
coverage. We are not the newspaper of record in 
this town; that means we can have more freedom to 
choose the issues and forums we cover and provide 
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more depth— and a little less reverence— than bur i 
competitors. 
All that will take a lot of work; fortunately, the i 

Flambeau approaches the year with the mo^i \ 
experienced editorial staff we've had in a long time. : 
Dianne Gregory, who served as assistant news 
editor last year, will be taking a year's leave from ; 
her work toward a Master's Degree in History to ; 
anchor the news desk. The essential pragmatist, | 
she*s well equipped to handle the news i 
editorship — the most difficult job in the newsroom. | 
Staff writer John Holecek will be on hand toj 
assist Gregory. • 
Michael McClelland, one of our most ^ 
experienced writers, will serve as Managing Editor. 
He'll counsd the scores of new writers who fik 
through our door each year and help out during our 
campaign coverage this fall. 

Arts and Features writer Deborah Barrington will 
move to the sports desk this fall. Her predecessor in 
that post, Curt Fields, will bring his own peculiar • ' 
sense of humor to the A&F editor's job. Wayne 
Deas will continue to write his sports prediction 
column and will cover the occasional game, but , 
he*tl be spending more time in the office this firil as

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POWER POLITICS 

This fairs elections may well decide the future of Tallahassee

Two loosely organized coalitions are 
currently groping for political 
supremacy in Tallahassee, bi^ internal 

strife and a lack of leadership have prevented either from 
taking charge. * , : . 5 

While those two coalitkMis g^«^ for power, a handful of 
moderate elected officials and civic leaders who walk the line 
♦by managing to gain the confidence of both groups often end 
up making the final decisions. 

But the elections this fall, as well as those scheduled for 
1984, could easily alter that political equilibrium by sweeping 
candidates from one side or another into the school board 
county commission and state Legislature and forcing those 
moderates to take sides. 

Those moderates will likely determine not only whether 
one coalition or the other will be in a position to dictate local 
government's policy-making direction, but also whether the 
city and county governments will ever consolidate. 
That's the overall consensus of a score of local elected 
^officials, poUtical consultants and civic and business leaders 
a month before what all agree is a very important fall 
election. 

After the debris from the September primary is cleared 
away, the October and November elections will likely pit 
candidates directly supported by those two coalitions in one- 
on-one races for seats on the school board, county 
commission, U.S. House of Representatives and the Florida 
House and Senate. 

Since those races will likely be ampng the most hotly 
contested races for those seats in the past decade, their 
^ outcome could easily set a trend for Tallahassee politics 
which the 1984 election could cement. 

As it stands now, no clear trend exists. 

"The poHtical climate in Tallahassee is a very unstable 
today," said Mallory Home, former Senate president and 
now a private attorney. "The whole state is about where 
California was 20 years ago — trying to find itself.** 

"The political system in Leon County has been in flux for 
the last 15 years," added Florida State University 
government professor Doug St. Angelo. "There's so many 
new people voting in each election that each one is a free-for- 
all." 

^ Blacks and whites alike, and business people and 
progressiveness alike, are quick to blame the lack of direction 
on an absence of strong leadership. And while one group is 
moving to provide that leadership for the progressive 

coalition, that effort is meeting a lot of resistance. 

With the two coalitions both suffering from internal strife 
and leadership problems, most observers aign't willing to put 
their money on anyone. 

"Both sides are keeping each other on their toes,*' said 
political consultant Jim H^sley. "I don't see either side 
getting an edge." 

« But leaders of the Leon County 
Democratic Executive Committee, 
, which is rapidly emerguig as a cohesive 

force in the progressive coalition, are confident they can 
defeat business-backed candidates across-the-board in local 
races in the coming years. 

To do that, they will have to find a way either to oust the 
moderates who have managed to walk a tight rope between 
the two coalitions — people like Gayle Nelson, Bob 

* Henderson, Hurley Rudd and Herb Morgan — without 
offending the supporters they have gained in the liberal 
commanity or niidgiiig them to the left. 

At the same time, after a period of inactivity and defeat, 
business leaders are ready to go back on the offensive. In the 
face of the progressive coalitions's recent electoral successes 
and the resulting passage of local legislation, they found 
particularly offensive the business coalition rallied around 
58-year-old optometrist Judd Chapman in the February city 

m commission election and powed in the bulk of the $47,000 



that got Chapman elected. 

More recently, the Tallahassee Chamber of Commerce 
opted to refuse any financial support from the city and 
county, so it can become more politically active. 

Most observers repeatedly emphasize that these coalitions 
are loosely organied, amorphous groups that are really hard 
to define. A few even reject any classification at all. 

But most agree with the analysis of St. Angelo, who called 
Tallahassee's political scene an example of a "classic two- 
party system," without the official partisan lables. 

Who are the people in these coalitions? What are their 
common goals? And what internal conflicts and external 
forces are keeping them both from gaining an edge? 

The bulk of the business coalition 
comes from the traditional commercial 
and development areas one wonld 

expect. That means developers, bankers, merchants and 

lawyers. 

Those business and professional people don't get together 
under one banner, but you'll find them in professional 
groups like the Tallahassee Board of Realtors, the 
Tallahassee Builders' Association and the Chamber of 
Commerce; in civic groups Uke the Springtime Tallahassee 
Committee, Rotary, Kiwanis and Ji^cees; and in churches 
like First Baptist, Faith Presbyterian, St. John's Episcopal, 
Trinity Methodist and Temple Baptist. 




regulations. If the local governments drastically raise taxes, 
revamp existing regulations or add new ones, while a 

develoment is underway, that destroys their calculations and 
sometimes turns their investment into a money-losing project. 

Those regulations vary from a city ordinance which 
requires builders to put sidewalks on both side of the stre:t in 
new subdivisions, to a county ordinance which forbids 
builders from cuttmg down certain size trees. 

With the homebuilding industry getting squeezed and what 
builders see as local government's high taxes and excessive 
regulations, the high price of houses is quickly driving many 
potential homebuyers out of the market. The result is a deep 
recession in the local homebuilding industry, which 
developers are quick to blame on government at all levels. 

At the very least, developers want to see people in political 
office whose votes can be predicted and who will at least 
listen to the builders' side of the story. That means they may 
sometimes support longtime Tallahasseans— who they know 
will listen to them— and incumbents— whose votes they can 
usually predict— even if those candidates have no ties to the 
developmenrcDmmunity. 

And the developers keenly interested in the decisions of 
local governnient include not only those who actually 
construct homes, but also the realtors who sell them, the 
agents who insure them, the bankers who mortgage them, the 
architects who design them and the engineers and land 
surveyors who help plan them. 
Thus the development community is a tangled web which

The business people usually most active in politics are the 
ones who are leaders in their respective fields — men like 
E.G. Allen, founder of the Mobile Home Industries and 
WECA-TV; Mallory Home, former House speaker and 

Senate president; Millard Noblin, realty executive; Broward 
Davis, engineering executive; J. T. Williams, president of 
Killearn Properties; Dubose Ausley, a lawyer and chair of 
the state university system's Board of Regents; Bob Bryson, 
president of Investors Realty; John Koelemij, president of 
Orange State Construction Company; Godfrey and Julian 
Smith, officers in the Capital City Bank Group; and 
attorneys Elliott Messer and John LaCapra. 

But in some ways it's misleading to classify this as a 
business coalition, because its supporters are by no means 
confined to the business community. Indeed, on individual 
issues and for individual candidates, the coalition can often 
count on the support of legislative lobbyists, top-level state 
and university admhiistrators, leaders of the more organized 
neighborhood groups and conservative black leaders — 
people who many associate with the progressive coaltyon. 

Of all those groups, business and non- 
business, it is the development 
community which is most vitally 

concerned with the decisions of local government, observers 
agree. And what that community wants, more than anything, 

is stability and predictability in government. 

When a developer sits down to decide what kind of 
develoment to build on a given property, developers agree, 
he must consider the cost of following local governmental 



envelopes much of the business community. And it's not just 
the developers who are hurting. In just the past week three of 
Tallahassee's larger businesses— Bill McKemie Chevrolet, 
Capital Electric and the Wayne H. Coloney Company— all 
effectively went bankrupt. 

Put together, those diverse grdups feel local government is 
cheating them out of too much of their money through high 
property and utility taxes, intruding too much on their 
businesses through excessive regulation and changing too 
fast and erratically as people they don't know and who hold 
different ideas displace their friends in elected office. And so 
you have a bunch of angry business people dead set on 
regaining complete control over Tallahassee's political scene. 
Right? 

Not necessarily. Consider these factors: 

•With the business ^nd development community reeling in 
the face of a deep recession, many business people say it's all 
they can do to just keep their business from going under, 
much less play political games; 

•The business community lacks the kind of cohesive 
leadership and organizational strength that groups like the 
Council of Neighborhood Associations and the Democratic 
Executive Committee provide the progressive coalition. The 
Chamber of Commerce is the group closest to those in the 
business community, but it has yet to take an active role in 
local politics; 

•The business coalition has no easy way to elect a 
candidate because it lacks the numbers necessary to actually 
canvas for campaigns.

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Notes on surreptitious cartography

Surreptitious map reading. If there is one problem 
common to all university freshman it's surreptitious map 
reading. There is no experience more humiliating than 
trying to sneak a look at the map hidden in your notebook 
and having it fall, in all its multi-colored glory, before the 
contemptuous eyes of smug upper-classmen who already 
know where they are going. But even if you haven't 
dropped your map recently — read on. You are about to 
get some answers to questions you were afraid to ask. 

Let's look, first* of all, at the proper, care and feeding of 
faculty members.

intimidating students. Others are simply shy and get 
nervous in the classroom. You should try to distinguish 
between these two types because the shy ones will be really 
pleased by any attention they get from students. The others 
should probably be avoided whenever .possible. Always 
remember that despite the best efforts of the instructor, you 
can usually find something interesting about a class if you 
will simply look for it. 

Now that you have a better idea of how to deal with the 
faculty, you should remember a few rules about your 
relationships with other students. Always remember that 
there are some students who will actively work to make 
certain you don't do any better in class than they are doing. 
This type will kid you about being a bookworm, insinuate 
that people who study too much are not very popular, and 
insist that having a good personality is more important than 
classroom knowledge anyway. Never, never, allow this 
individual to talk you into a study session just before an 
exam. 

One point about administrators. There is nothing to be 
gained from shouting at the harried worker who, after you 
have waited in line for 45 minutes, appears to have lost 
your financial aid form, misplaced your registration data, 
arbitrarily decided you should have been in a different line 
or informs you that you are at the wrong university. In the 
first place, you will always be yeUing at the wrong person. 
The person who probably deserves to be attacked is 
barricaded somewhere in Westcott Hall and will remain 
completely unknown to you. In the second place, these 
mistakes are never personal. Difficult though it is to 
believe, there is no evil spirit somewhere in the university 
who has singled you out for harassment... it only seems that 
way. 

Oh yes, about the map. Tape it to the back of your 
notebook.

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The Book md Record Co-Op once offered a mix of bargains and politics. No longer. 

Weep for the Co-op, for it is dead

Co-op Books and Records, Tdiahassee's hiaveii for leftisi 
literature and co-operative music, has officially abandoned 
its battle against overwhelming financial difficulties. The 
Co-op, deeply in debt and sharply limited in its ability to 
procure new merchandise, plans to formally go .out of 
business in the very near future. 

"We can't afford to Stay open,** s^|d Co-op general 
manager BUI Scheb. "We Would like to close bur doors by 
the end of the month.'* 

The Co-op owes approximately $175,000, Scheb said. 
That debt is thinly spread among about 400 different 
companies. The Co-op plans to sell off as much of its 
remaining merchandise as possible, pay off whatever debts 
it can, and quietly close its doors. 

Most of the debts incurred by the Co-oi^ are corporate 
debts, Scheb said, and will no longer be vali4 when the Co' 
op dissolves. 

Some other debts — notably some $6,000 owed to the 
Internal Revenue Service — are not corporate debts, and will 
have to be paid regardless of the Co-op's status. Those 
debts may well fall on the shoulders of the Co-op officers, 
Scheb said. 

The Co-op was founded in the early 1970s and has always 
reflected the ri^cal emphasis of those times. The mooiid of 
the country has since shifted to the right. The shift, Scheb 
said, contributed to the Co-op's financial straits. 



"You don't have that kind of interest in politics 
anymore, *' Scheb said. **^l%ere's more interest in gettmg a 
degree and a job. 

"We had a professor come in once and told me that a 
student had stood up in class and said that he would never 
buy his textbooks at the Co-op, because of 'that communist 
joint!' With that kind of impression of the bookstore, it 

hurts it for everybody else." 

The Co-op was also damaged, Scheb conceded, by 
ideological differences within its own membership and 
directors. 

"Fighting always hurts,*' Scheb said. "You spend most 
of your time with individual concerns and you don't have 
time for the overall business. You can't see the fores for 
the trees.** 

The main cause for the Co-op's financial problems, 
Scheb and others have maintained, is poor financial 
management on the part of prior administrators. When 
Scheb took over as general manager early this year, he 
inherited an organization already deeply in debt. 

"I thought I could turn it around, but I didn't have the 
full picture of how bad things are yet," Scheb said. "1 
thought 1 could turn it around, but I was wrong. 

"A lot of people came here to buy books they couldn't 
buy other places, because a lot of places don't deal with the 
small publishers we deal with,** Scheb said. "It*s it loss to 
the community."

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Has the student investment 
in the civic center paid off?

Students from Tallahassee's two 
universities paid more than one third of the 
$33.8 million spent to build the new 
Tallahassee- Leon County Civic Center. Yet 
one year after it first opened its doors to the 
public, student and university leaders are 
still debating whether the 
investment was worthwhile. 

Florida State University 
has, since the center 
opened, played its varsity 
basketball games and staged 
concerts by the Beach Boys 

and Starla Vaughn at the facility. FSU also 
plans to hold registration in the civic center 
this week. Florida A&M University used the 
facility for its commencement exercise, for 
a Caribbean conference, and for two 
basketball games last year. 

But of the 160 **use-days** allocated to 
the universities, officials nid not all were 
used simply because it costs too much to use 
the center. Although the civic center waives 
the $2,500 arena rental fee for each use-day, 
the universities must pick up the tab for 
other expenses like ticket takers, ushers and 
security guards. 

Officials at both universities noted that 
these staff costs, which run around $1,500 
for basketball games and more than $3,000 
for a major concert, prohibit them irom 
staging such events at the civic center. 

Civic Center Director Larry Updike 
acknowledges that the staffing costs 
prevents the universities from using the 
civic center as often as they'd like. But 
during a two-hour interview last week he 
continually stressed that he intends to run 
the civic center as a business and will not 
tolerate management strategies that might 
cause the facility to lose money. He did, 
however, indicate some slight changes 
could be made in the way the universities 
are allocated use^ys. 

The history of ttie dvic center is filled 
with both fact and legend. Six different 
governmental agencies— FSU, FAMU, the 
City of Tallahassee, Leon County, the State 
of Florida and the federal 
government —had a hand in its 
development. The political maneuvering 
and backslapping between these 
six— including promises made and broken, 
bids for personal glory, simple 
misunderstandings and changes in scope 
and design, have plagued the center since its 
inception sometime in the late 1960s. 

Before then, the area was a quiet 
neighborhoofd much Kke Frenchtown, with 
its thriving club nexus along the 



southwestern edge of what is now the civic 
center parking lot. Bulldozers flattened the 
neighborhood during the glory days of 



urban renewal as plans for the civic center 
gradually congealed. 

The March, 1976 construction contract 
called for a 13,500-seat arena building with 
an exhibition hall and meeting rooms 
downstairs. It also provided for a 2,200-seat 
auditorium and a 1,000-car parking garage. 
The total package was to cost $24 million,

with FSy paying $9.7 million and FAMU 
$2.3 mfilion from student fees. The city and 
county were to kick in $6 million cash. 

Shortly thereafter, House Speaker 
Donald L. Tucker of Tallahassee rammed a 
bill through the Legislature naming the civic 
center after himself. The name, although 
official, never caught on. 

In September of 1978, a month before 
construction was slated to begin, inflation 
and cost overruns forced a change in the 
plans. The auditorium and parking garage 
were axed, and the total cost was upped to a 
more realistic $33.2 million. 

The change in scope sent shock waves 
through the project. The county threatened 
to wiUidraw its $6 million. Student leaders 
at FSU and FAMU called for a halt of the 
construction and demanded their money 
back unless the auditorium was put back 
into the plans. They filed suit against the 
Qivic center authority. 

The suit was evoitually dropped, and 
after the state Department of General 
Services contributed $6 million and the 
federal government threw in an equal 
amount, construction was finally 
completed last fall for a total cost of $33.8 
million. The Board of Regents also pays 
$250,000 per year to the dvic center. 

The deletion of the auditorium 
disappointed many at FSU. Since Tully 
Gym and Ruby Diamond Auditorium were 
inadequate to handle the myriad of student 
activities fighting for time and space in 
those two facilities, FSU had plans to add 
to Tully Gym already on the drawing 
board. When the civic center deal appeared, 
however, FSU instead threw its moiiey imo 
that project, lured by the promise of the 
auditorium. Once the auditorium was cut 
from the civic center plans, FSU was left 
holding the bag— it had paid its $9.7 
million, but had to do without one of the 
key ingredients in the original bargain. 

Now Tully Gym is as overloaded as ever. 
Intramural basketball games start as late as 
11 p.m.

FSU's tVestcott BuiUing: worth the cost 

Tallahassee's universities: 
Investments pays dividends

If you spend any time at all in Leon 
County, chances are you fmd yourself 
saturated at least Hiree-quarters of iStt ytta 
with the vestigest of academia. It may only 
be the radio advertisements that scream 
"students! students!" in your ears, or it 
might be the housing shortage you have to 
deal with each Fall which attest to the 
student presence. 

It should come as no surprise that Florida 
State and Florida A&M Unhrersities and 
Tallahassee Community College are big 
business in Tallahassee. 

Students from FSU, FAMU, and TCC 
spend roughly $8,000 apiece each year, 
according to Fred BeU, an FSU economics 
professor who is conducting a survey for 
the Big Bend Educational Consortium. 
That translates imo rou^y $220 million 
generated direetly to the oomraunHy, Bell 
said. 

Bell's study will be complete by the end 
of September, and is being prepared in 
(wder to identify the economic impact of 
higher education m the three counties of the 
consortium— Leon, Madison and Bay. 

"All the time, you hear people saying, 
what will the impact of budget cuts be on 
enrollment," Bell said. "Basically, we are 
compiling tangible evidence so that 
merchants and educators can assess policy 
Changes currently going on at the state and 
federal levels." 



Bell's $220 million figure does not 
include durable goods, such as cars, stereos 
and major household appliances purchased 
by students. It does include rent, utiUties 
and textbook costs. 

Part and fiiB-time students are counted hi 
Bell's study, accordmg to Bob Leeworthy, 
Bell's research assistant— that includes full- 
time state workers who take classes at one 
of the three local learning centers. 
Leeworthy pointed out that at some point. 
Bell's study would have to separate the 
part-rime from the full-time students 
because money spent by certain part-time 
students couldn't be attributed solely to the 
influence of the universities and TCC. 

According to Richard Barr, marketing 
analyst at the Tallahassee Chamber of 
Commeroe, the students' actual economic 
impact is triple that of the ori^nal 
figure— or about $660 miHicm. The reason 
has to do with a **trickIe-down** effect, or 
the plain economic fact that money spent 
on somethings generates more money^ said 
Barr. 

How else do the city's three learning 
centers affect the community as a whole? 
Obviously the mterrelationship has many 
dimensions besides an economic one. 

As the hub of governmental activities for 
the state— and a region of rich natural 
beauty— Tallahassee is a unique setting. 
Students are able to gain hands-on

The main goal behind a new peace 
studies course to be of fered at Florida 
State University is to carefully examine 
the mentality behind the nuclear arms 
race and to consider constructive 
alternatives to what may many people 
consider "nuclear madness," 
according to John Carey, Religion 
professor and faculty coordinator for 

The course, entitled Peace, Justice 
and Conflict: Survival in a Nuclear 
Age, will be offered this fall, ^and for 
the first time in FSU history, students 
will have the chance to read and write 
seriously about various topics relating 
to world peace as a part of a formal. 



academic curricula. 

The course will combine lecture 
formats with small group discussions 
and will feature a myriad of speakers, 
including Kurt Waldheim, former 
Secretary General of the United 
Nations. An official from the 
Pentagon will speak "to counter the 
supposition that only a starry-eyed 
group of poets are concerned with 
peace issues," said Carey. In addition, 
a Soviet Embassy official will appear 
as a guest weaker. 

A major feature of the course, 
according to Greg Phifer.one of seven 
faculty members from different 
disciplines including Education, 
Anthropology, History, Social Work, 



Government, Religion and 
Communications, will be its use of 

films.

Faculty union jumps ship; row continues

The members of the United Faculty of Florida, the 
statewide union of public higher education faculty 
members, have . broken their membership with the 
American Federation of Teachers and have jomed the 
National Education Association, the country's largest 
educator*s union. 

The UFF decided to join the NEA when UFF members 
voted overwhelmingly in an April referendum to do so. 

The break was due primarily to financial disagreements 
which led the AFT to sue the UFF to recover $250,000 in 
allegedly unpaid dues. 

UFF originally planned a countersuit. However, 
according to Greg Phifer, Florida State University's UFF 
chapter president, the AFT's suit has been dismissed. 

"They may still decide to refile," said Phifer, "But I 
really don't think they want to expose their dirty linen. They 
had written financial promises, but they undercut us." 

However, if the AFT does decide to refile, the UFF will 
file its own countersuit, according to Phifer. 

AFT's executive council voted to cancel the UFF's 
charter— making the UFF an independent union—shortly 
after UFF members voted to leave the AFT. 



UFF members voted overwhelmingly to seek affiliation 
with the NEA. 

••I think the NEA has a lot of advantages for us," said 

Ken Megill, president of the UFF. "They take the issue of 
higher education seriously, whereas the AFT did not. They 
also provide a better financial agreement and better political 
lobbying activity and research opportunities. They are also 
a larger and more sophisticated group. 

AFT spokesperson Jim Geiser has charged that the UFF 
is not a truly representative union, pointing to the relatively 
small percent of faculty who are members of the UFF. The 
AFT also daims that in addition to not paying dues, the 
UFF was guilty of poor organization and misuse of AFT 
funds. 

AFT Secretary/Treasurer Bob Lee confirmed AFT's 
plans to organize a competing union on Florida campuses. 

"We are organizing a committee of those members of the 
UFF who have become disenchanted with Megill's pious 
reign." Lee said. "We think we will present competition to 
the UFF, since they do not have a lot of members and some 
members may decide they want an alternative in leadership. 
We've designed this to challenge the UFF— and especially 
to challenge Megill." ^

Graham names 
Tim Meenan 
to regents post

Tim Meenan, former student body president at Florida 
State University, has been named the next student member 
of the Florida Board of Regents. As a member of the 13 
member board, Meenan will help decide the course of the 
Florida university system in the coming year. 

Meenan was chosen by Gov. Bob Graham from more than 
a dozen applicants for the regency. He is a senior at FSU, 
muring in political communications. Meenan was FSU's 
student body (M'esidcnt 
from 1981 -'82. 

If Meenan's appointment 
is confirmed by the Florida 
Cabinet, he will be the first 
FSU student to serve as a 
regent. 

"It's a mixtufcirfdi^ini 
and fear," Meenan said of 
his appointment. "You 
have a lot of responsibility. 
It's no longer 23,000 
students (FSU's 
enrollment). It's more than 
120,000 (an the students in 
the university system). 
You're responsible for 
all of them on the Board of Regents." 

Meenan said he was particularly concerned about a 
possible change in the process for increasing tuition 
propose in a recent higher education consultants' report, 
and that he continued to be concerned about the 
deteriorating student financial aid pictiue. 

"Look at student costs, how those costs are rising, and 
the cuts in federal financial aid," Meenan said. "We're 
going to see if student needs are being met. If more cuts 
come down (from the federal level) we've got to be? able to 
find something to replace them with." 

Meenan's appointment to the board must be confirmed 
by the Florktai CMwt. If the Cabinet confirps the 
appointment when it meets on Sept^ber 7— as it is very 
likely to do— Meenan will begm his one-year term as a 
regent on September 20. 

Sinking library fixed

Construction on Florida State Univerdty's law Ubi^ary 
has been resumed after a six-week delay this sununer caused 
by the sinking of the main support columns on the 
northeast side of the building. The cost of corrective 
measures to date total about $150,000, according to B.J. 
Hodge, vice-president for Administrative Affairs. 

All construction on the library was halted in mid- July 
after workers discovered that the building's northeast 
foundation had settled about two inches. The precise 
reason for the damage was never determined, but it is 
thought to be a result of soil problems peculiar to this area. 
Other buildings at FSU have had structurally related 
problems, such as the Sandels and Fine Arts Buildings, but 
officials say the problems at the law library are unrelated. 

"We believe that the damage was caused by a bank of 
sand that drifted mto the well that was drilled for the air 
conditioner, which left a void," said Hodge. **The cracks 
that appeared in the Sandels Building are not structural, 
but cosmetic." 

The foundation of the Sandels Building settled earlier in 
the year, causing cracks in the floors and walls, but the 
damage did not endanger the entire structure. 

The extra corrective expense for the new law libr^ary is 
being paid out of the contingency fund for the project, 
which is budgeted into the total cost of construction projects 
to provide potential emergency funds should an unforeseen 
event occur. 

Both the damages in the law library and in the Sandels 
Building are being repaired in the same manner . 

"We have decided to treat the problem by putting grout 
down the hole (in both foundations)," said Hodge. "We 
believe that we can stabilize the buildings with grout and 
pressure and a minimal expenditure."

According to Deputy Civic Center 
Director Ron Spencer, civic center officials 
originally estimated the center's first year 
would mean $15 miffioii to the community 
in total economic impact. 

''Whether our bottom line shows profit 
has nothing to do with total economic 
impact," explained Spencer. He added that 
conventions have been the center's biggest 
single money generator thus far.

In turn, the universities and TCC, with a 
firm support base in the community, are 
able to provide many substantial 
contributions in terms of education, 
research and service. 

For histance: 

•Faculty and staff are active in numerous 
civic clubs and other community 
organizations; 

•Members of the academic conununity 
fill major roles in local churches, frequently 
providing leadlership asMinbters, tey 
Ministers, Sunday School teachers and 
Elders; 

•Because of their cultural contributions, 
FSU, FAMU, and TCC serve as a selling 
point for attracting new businesses and 
clean industries to the city. 

And when public service, education and 
information are considered, the realm of 
community-learning center interaction 
becomes still tiTore overwhehning. 

But, to focus for a moment on student 
spending, a recent Flambeau marketing 
survey revealed that the four biggest-tidtet 
items for faculty, staff and studente on a 
per month basis were clothing and 
cosmetics, netting $2,607,151; 
entertainment— including movies and 
concerts— at $1,235,343; insurance, at 
$1,227,731; and vehicle parts and repair, at 
$1,151,080. 

Non-text books, newspapers/mapudnes 
and records/tapes account for nearly 
$760,000 in a typical month, while home 
consumption of alcoholic beverages rakes 
in $402,798. 

Bigger still is the monthly grocery tab, 
reeling in over $3 million. The catch-all 
"hobbies'* category, amassing $878,698 per 
month, is another bi^e.

The 
Conference Center, a $4.2 miUion all-cedar 
building, will be operated by FSU's Center 
for Professional Development and Public 
Service. 

Arsonists destroyed the original 
conference building which was to have 
opened m early 1981. The new facility is 
expected to d<mble participation in FSU's 
adult education programs; a whopping 
25,000 people participated in those 
programs just last year. 

•*You might think, 'Big deal, 498 
programs attract 25,000 people to CPD,'" 
said Mary Pankowski, CPD Director. "But 
when you consider that 40 percent of these 
people were from out of town and were 
only here for those programs, you get an 
idea what the addition of the conference 
center will mean to the community." 

In March of 1983, for instance, a 
computer-graphics seminar is expected to 
attract between 900 and 1,000 participants 
each of whom will spend, according to 
Spencer's figures, tpproximately $55 per

Other programs associated with the 
universities bring money and excitement 
into Florida's capital city. Last year, for 
example, the tenth Inter-American 
Congress of Philosophy, a meeting of 
phitosophers from throughout the Western 
Hemisphere, met in TaOahassee to discuss 
human rights. About 415 people from 34 
countries stayed in ten Tallahassee hotels 
and ate in local restaurants for one week. 

But as the congress' organizing 
committee chairperson David Gruender put 
it: 

'*It was the first time in 34 years the 
congress has met in the United States,'* said 
Gruender. "Obviously, its importance 
cannot be measured simply in economic 

terms." 

This past April, FSU's College of 
Communications and Student Government 
oo-sponsored the Natioiial IntercoUegUite 
Debate Championship, ivhidr brought 250 
people to Tallahassee for five days. This 
event— which coordinator Marion Young 
of the Communications Department called 
the premier event in intercollegiate 
debate— marked the first time the 
championship has beenheld in a "true 
Soiifiieni state. 

MMgh sohool and coUegt debate 
tournaments are held annually at FSLf and 
bring in a total of about 600 students for a 
total of about six days, said Young. 

'*The primary contribution we make is 
just by being here," said TCC's public 
relations director Jim Nash. 

««B«t whU^ W iM^ In ^ positidn 
to make actual dollar contributions to 
causes, we have saved the dty millions of 
dollars by setting up and operating wMsnk 
academic programs for credit." 

Nash said TCC's most salient program to 
result in cost-savings to the taxpayers was 
its Emergency Medical Technician 
Program, "which hdped transfom our 
city's emergency medical sorvices from a 
pick-up-and-delivery service to a 
sophisticated service using training 
ambulatory attendants. 

"The hospital provides the ambulance," 
said Nash. "All we do is train the 
attendants. But we developed the 
curriculum; we hired the professors to 
operate the EMT program^*' 

The atheltic departments at both FSU 
and FAMU operate on independent 
budgets, or monies separate from the state 
revenues, contracts and grants which, for 
the most part, fund the universities. 

According to Joe Labat, FSU Athletic 
Department budget manager, the FSU 
athletic department spent about $S.5 
million last year (1981-82)— "and it goes up 
every year." 

Ticket sales are the number one source of 
revenue for FSU's athletic department, 
pulling in $3 million just last year. The next 
highest source was guaran tees monetary 
assurances from (Nit-of-town schools that 
FSU will play at these schools— at $1 
million, followed by booster contributions 
and student fees at $725,000 and $594,845, 
respectively. 

FAMU's athletic d^ttftiamt revenues 
break down in similar form, with ticket 
sales accounting for $716,000, or over half, 
of the total $1.2 million spent last year. 
Guarantees were negligible at FAMU but 
student fees and contributions adcled up to 
$133,000. 

Bell pointed out the difficulty in breaking 
down these budget figures into monies 
generated firom in-town, ia-sta^ and out- 
of-state sources. However, he estimates 
that athletics from FSU alone bring in 
100,000 out-of-towners per year and about 
36,000 ovemighters. Each visitor spends 



between $55-60 per day during the period 
they are here-*-or about $6 million per year 
in Tallahassee. 

TCC offers no intercollegiate athletics, 
aside from intermural programs. However, 
a $3,75 million physical education complex 
currently under construction, which 
includes a gymnasium and a swimming 
pool, is expected to enhance TCC's appeal 
for p(H|ptial students. The faculty will serve 
primarily student athletic needs, but will 
probably branch out to serve various oth^r 
athletic groups and organizations in 
the community as well, according to Nash. 

TCC's operating budget was over $6 
million in 1981-82, with 4,511 students 
enrolled last fail. FAMU's operating budget 
topped $22 million in 1981,82, with 4,964 
students, and FSU's operating budget 
quadrupled FAMU's at $91.8 million with 
22,363 students enrolled Fall semester. 

Operating budget figures include 
expenditures for salaries and wages, 
expenses, equipment and library 
bookr-^not building construction. 
Operating budgets, excluding contracts and 
grants, are funded by two sovces: state tax 
dollars, or general revenue, and incidental 
income, generated from student tuition and 
application fees. Salaries and wages 
accounted for over 70 percent of all 
expenctitures at FSU, FAMU and TCC. 

Tuition income and application feet, Or 
in^i^ntal revenue, accounted for 15 
percent of FSU's 1981-82 budget funding 
sources, 14 percent of FAMU's and 30 
percent of TCC's operating budget for the 
same year. 

"This incidental revenue is money 
fitMm pay mm eones badt hi to suppwt 
the university," oplained FSU's Turrisi. 

Yet, despite all the money spent and 
brought in by the universities and TCC, 
there could be at least one thorn in the 
community's side this fall. 

Tighter admission standards could bring 
about a decrease of aknost 1,000 students 
enroikl m. FSU this fall, according to Betty 
Titeon of FSU's office of bud^t and 
analysis. 

"It's in the area of incidental income that 
the budgetary impact will be felt," said 
Tilton. "And of course, the money that 
these absent students— if they are in fact, 
absent— won't be able to filter into the 
commun^. But there are those who argue 
that w^ tmemploynient the way it is, more 
people will be coming back to school, and 
hence, our overall admission might go up 
instead of down. It just dq)end| on who 
you talk to." 

Vice President of Academic Affairs Gus 
Turnbull summarized the situation this 
way: 

"The Legislature and the Board of 

Regents are only funding a cerain number 
of students at FSU this year," TumbuU 
said. 

"The long range goal is that there is 
fewer students who are better qualified 
acadoaiically. But no one is very confident 
in enrollment estimates. And past 
experience shows that as we have decreased 
enrollment at the FSU, the community 
college has increased its enrollment. It's not 
a tight one-to-oe relationship— but this is 
the way it has happened in the past." 

Je^ Stobera, Director of Instutional 
Da^faqnncm at TCC, said one fact in 
particular seems to indicate FSU 
enrollment caps could be offset by more 
Students being diverted to TCC. 

"Between adademic year 1979-80 
through 1982-83— from when the initial 
caps have been in effect— TCC will have 
experienced a 4S percent growth rate," said 
Shimbera. "You see a contrary trend 
(elsewhere)— the overall statewide 
community college enrollment declined 1.8 
percent for the same period. ' '

Night after night, American television 
viewers have been confronted with the 
horrors of war in West Beirut. For many, it is 
abstract, just another film fiUed idth 
violence. 

A decade and a half ago, Americans 
watched similar carnage in Saigon. But then 
it was more horrifyingly real, because 
American soldiers were fighting ^nd 
dying— and also because President Lyndon 
Johnson had made VletiaaB liis inff, aaid his 
foreign policy. 

By contrast, President Ronald Reagan has 
gone to great lengths to avoid being publicly 
identified with U.S. actions on Lebanon. 
Aside from issuing a few short statements, he 
has left the key public spotlight trained on 
negotiator Philip Habib. 
the presidem ani hli adviam have deafly 
undtfstood that while presidents must more 
alkl m<Mre play the role of commander-in- 
chief in foreign policy, only political grief can 
come from any prominent identification with 
that role in the public eye. They are painfully 
aware that the Korean War undid Harry 
TYuman*8 presideacy; that Dwight 
l^enhower^s apparent weaknesses abroad 
doomed Richard Nbton's 1960 preddential 
hopes; that Vietnam destroyed Lsfodon 
Johnson, and Iran Jimmy Carter. 

It is no secret to anyone in the media 
business that, except for a specialized 
constituency, Americans are turned off by 
fmign affairs. Most newspaper readers 
quicfcly flip over the first pages to read stories 



they can immediately relate to. An initial 
explanation might be that this is just 
American ethnocentrism: if news clearly isn't 
about Americans, then by and large it is not 
of any concern to us. But there is another 
explanation, deeply rooted in American 
history and also deeply linked to this nation's 
basic economic policies. 

From the founding of the republic, 
Americans have been convinced that we were 
a special island in the world, destined by God 
for special things, and blessed as well with a 
peace and material abimcbuiee that were 
id>sent elsewhere. 



communism and China in the late •40s and 
early '50s demonstrated the danger of 
disregarding that principle. So did the 
Vietnam debate. But despite a few cries of 
anger from neo-conservatives after our 
defeat in Vietnam, no true debate on foreign 
policy has since erupted in the U4ted 
States — not over Iran, only mildly ov«r the 
huge Reagan defense budget, and now 
virtually none over Israel. What could have 
been such a debate over Central America has 
for the moment subsided, and Congress 
voted on a nuclear freeze proposal but 
scarcely debated it.

George Washington's policy of avoiding 
entangling alliances led to a lasting devotion 
for isolationism that, with a brief break 
during World War I, was not abandoned 
unto the United States had become a global 
power through victory in World War II. 
Nevertheless, while the U.S. government 
became drawn deeper and deepe r into more 
far-flung parts of the world, the older wall 
separating our domestic concerns from 
foreign affaurs was maintained. 

The bitter domestic controversy over 
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It is almost as if there were a tacit 
consensus between the president, the 
Congress and most journalists that no such 
debate arise in the U.S. poBtical arena. 

Thia tonsmsus has been butressed, 
moreover, by carefuQy engineered economic 
struts. All recent administrations have done 
their utmost to cushion American consumers 
from economic effects of foreign origin. That 
was easy in the early postwar years, when 
foreign economic pressures were trivial. It 
was much harder from the late '60s on. 



When oil prices were quadrupled in a four- 
month period from October 1973 to February 
1974— OPEC's response to the Yom Kippur 
War — the Nixon administration moved fast 
to create an intricate web of "entitlements" 
designed to prevent domestic oil prices from 
reflecting the 400 percent leap. Despite long 
gas lines as then energy czar William Simon 
put "mandatory allocations" in place, we 
still paid far less at the pump than the full 
price boost. 

Now, as our economy becomes ever more 
tightly enmeshed with the world economy, 
warding off all sneh foreign economic 
pressures grows increasingly more difficult. 

One thought surely must be on the 
president's mind as he watches those TV 
images (tf West Beirut: What if the fragile 
Lebanon settlement collapses, leading to a 
new oil crisis, with Saudi Arabia drastically 
curtailing production— or worse, pulling 
their billions out of the world's financial 
institutions? U.S. oil prices are now virtually 
decontrolled, and the mechanisms of Nbcon's 
time that kept thm controlled are gone. And 
with thehitemational banking system already 
weakened, a Saudi financial move could 
bring about the much.ffared chain reaction 
of defaults. 

The wall between American citizens and 
foreign affairs has grown very fragile. Today 
it depends more on illusion and inertia than 
on strength. This explains why the president 
was so desperately anxious to have a 
Lebanon settlement, and also why he tries to 
look so removed from the process. 
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problems. 

•The business coaltion has no easy way to 
elect a candidate because it lacks the numbers 
necessary to actually canvas for campaigns. 
The one resource business does have — 
money-molten offefs diminishing returns and 
image prob|ems. 

That was the case in last year's city 
commission election when the incumbent 
mayor made the tactical error of spending a 
large sum of money on a last-minute "Red 
Scare'* media bUtz which backfired, helping 
to put his progressive opponent into office, 
and in a 1980 county commission election 
when a progressive incumbent defeated his 
opponent, a realtor, by publicizing his heavy 
contributions from the development 
community; 

•Many business leaders no longer view 
political office as an attractive outlet, and 
thus it's sometimes difflcalt for the business 
community to come up with qualified 
candidates who share their concerns. 
Financial disclosure laws, a more activist, 
investigative slant by the press and the stigma 
many business leaders perceive to be 
associated with pditks all serve to drive them 
from the poUtcid arena. 

But it's not just external factors that hurt 
the business coalition. Two important 
conflicts divide the development and 
financial communities, and that division is 
hurting them politically. 

The development community is by no 
means united in its perception of local 
government. In fact, some of the more 
affluent developers like Davis and WiQiuns 
actually helped devise such controversial 
measures as the city's minority business 
policies and the tree removal ordinance 
business people are complaining about so 
vocally. 

And some developers readily admit 
simple economics has a lot to do with it. 

"Every time the county commission passes 
another ordinance I tell them they're just 

giving me more business," said Davis, whose 
engineering and land surveying firm helps 
developers deal with the myriad land use, 
landscaping and drainage ordinances. 

"But I abo tell them they've inflated the 
price of house 60 percent without improving 
the product one ounce." 

Davis and other developers also concede 
that local development regulations help the 
larger construction companies — firms like 
Century Construction and Collins Builders 
— by increasing the amount of capital 
needed to finance projects and thus driving 
snudler competitors out of business. 

Most developers agree regulations have 
become necessary in some cases, but they 
disagree on the point at which regulations 
move from necessary to excessive. 
Capital City vs. Barnett 

While that philosophical conflict among 
developers is basically m response to recent 
local government initiative, the conflict in 
the financial sector originated a quarter 
century ago. Ahhough most of the handful 
of long-time residents who will talk about 
that conflict insist it has disappeared, at least 
one sees evidence of it in this year's elections. 

To understand that banking split, you have 
to delve into the history of Tallahassee 
politics. Although no one can agree on the 
details of the story, sorting through the 
accounts of various participants the 
following account emerges: 

Before the second World War, when 
Tallahassee was a sleepy Southern town of 
less than 20,000 people, the downtown 
merchants and the town's one bank, the 
Lewis State Bank, ran the local political 
scene. 

Every year the merchants and the bank 



would tap' a couple of their "best young 
men" to take turns at serving in public 
office. Candidates could not get elected 
without the support of those two groups and 
families like the Proctors and the 
Hendersons, so there were almost never any 
contested elections. 

But as Tallahassee began to grow during 
the late IMOs and 19S0s, a split began in the 
banking community and spread into the 
political spectrum. The local political 
structure has been divided ever since. 

That split began when former Gov. Millard 
Caldwell and some of his associates formed 
the Tallahassee Bank and Trust Company, 
which is now the local Barnett Bank. Soon 
the Smith family founded a third bank. 
Capital City National Bank, and banking 
competition in Tallahassee became a reality. 

When Lewis State Bank's decision to offer 
banking services to blacks drove many of that 
bank's largest customers away, the two new 
banks emerged as directfy competing forces.

As that competitive busmess spirit spread 
to the political arena, the town's whole 
political structure eventually revolved around 
the two banking groups, and their attorneys, 
friends, clients and relatives. 

On one side was the Capital City Bank, 
with its founders, Godfrey and Julian Smith, 
Oov. Leroy Collins (always controversial for 
his pro-intergration stance). Sen. Charles 
Ausieyttid his son, Dubose Austey, atong 
with much of the growing univinrsity 
community. 

On the other side was the Tallahassee 
Bank, with Caldwell and his law partners, 
Sen. Wilson Carraway. and Home. 

The Capital City bunch tended to be more 
liberal than the other group, but by and 
large, this was a persona^ conflict based on 
a split in the banking community. 

As the years went on, new people arrived 
in Tallahassee, new issues arose and the 
banks became less of a political power 
source. But it was that banking split, some 
observers argue, that paved the way for those 
new groups ~ the moderates who currently 
stand at the top of the polkical seoen — to 
steal the show. 

Has the banking conflict disappeared? 
Most people think so. With the resurgence 
of Lewis State Bank, the arrival of a host of 
new banks and the evolution of savings and 
loan associations, like Tallahassee Federal 
and Sun Federal, Capital City and Barnett 
are no longer alone. 

And the onslaught of foreign elements — 
first and now the liberals of the lates 1960s 
and early 1970s, the evolution of the 
progressive coalition — has almost forced the. 
two business factions together. 

But old grudges die hard, Mallory Home 
says, and this year's District 5 Senate race 
dononstrates that. That race features two

The Progressive Coalition 
While the business coalition has been plagued by 
disagreement and division, the groups which make up the 
progressive coalition are even more diverse, most observers 
agree. 

The bulk of support for this coalition comes from the 
more environmentally concerned neighborhood associations 
and the liberal black community. Add teachers' groups, 
labor unions and the state employees they represent, 
protessors at Tallahassee's three colleges, women's groups 
and younger lawyers and professionals, put them all under 
the wings of the Democratic Executive Committee, and 
you've got the coalition that put George Anderson and 
Richard Merrick on the school board, Carol Bellamy and 
Kent Spriggs on the city commission and Jim Crews on the 
county commission. 

Most progressives are steadily streaming into the 
Democratic Executive Committee. That means people like 
Jon Ausman, an urban planner who chaurs the committee; 
Donna Harper, former president of the Tallahassee 
Federation of Teachers; Jack McLean, executive director of 
Legal Services of North Florida; Willie Tolliver, a top 
campaign official in the McLean and Al Lawson campaigns; 
Ion Sancho, campaign manager for the McLean campaign 
and for Allan Cox's congressional campaign; Paul Downing, 



an official with the Florida Teaching Profession Union; and 
Ane Mcrriam, a former Council of Neighborhood 
Associations board member. 

Of course, many important figures in the progressive co- 
alition stay out of the Dem^ocratic committee. Ypu'll find 
those people on the boards of organizations like CONA, the 
Tallahassee Urban League, the Telephone Counseling and 
Referral Service and the Tallahassee Housing Foundation; in 
groups like Tree Watch, Common Cause and the National 
Organization for Women; and in churches like Holy 
Comforter Catholic, Unitarian Universalist, First 
Presbyterian, and the United Church in Tallahassee. 

Just as with the business coalition, however, the 
progressive coalition often enlists the support of people not 
usually associated with the left wing, since better-educated 
developers and business people sometimes back progressive 
stances or candidates. This is the case when Davis and 
Williams push the proposed new tree removal ordinance or 
when a handful of builders support Jim Crews' Senate 
candidacy. 

The coalition's strength lies in its ability to mobilize large 
numbers of people around both candidates and issues. That 
means providing people to staff phone banks and go door-to- 
door for progressive candidates as weU as organizing crowds 
to converge on a commission meeting in support of, for 
instance, Tree Watch's proposed tree removal ordinance 
or expansion of the Urban League's housing rehabiUtation 
program. 

The various elements of the progressive coalition share 
three basic political goals — to involve more people in the 
political process, to force local government to serve the 
minority and low-income groups it has ignored in the past 



and to protect the quality of life in Tallahassee. 

That issue orientation often puts them in opposition to the 
other segments of the business coalition, especially on issues 
like sign or tree removal ordinances, the city's minority 
business policies, energy conservation, sidewalk 
requirements, school taxes or human service funding. 

Despite these shared objectives, the progressive coalition is 
handicapped by internal conflicts just as serious as those 
which beset the business community. 

Those conflicts center on the controversy over the role 
played by the unifying force in the coalition — the 
Democratic Executive Committee — and the diversity 
within, and mutual distrust between, the two key elements of 
the coalition — the neighborhood associations and the black 
community. 

Again, to really understand those conflicts, you have to 
take a look at the history of the progressive movement in 
Tallahassee. 

Growth and Political Change 

During the late 1960s, Tallahassee began the accelerated 
growth which continues today, primarily because of the 
expansion of state government . 

That growth brought whole new groups of people to 
Tallahassee with no connections to the existing political 
structure, often from a different political perspective. 
Among the incoming residents were attorneys, professors, 
state workers and professionals — usually more liberal than 
long time residents — and people from the outlying rural 
counties looking for work — typically conservative people 
who nevertheless were neither particularly pro-business nor 
anti-progressive.

But in the end, it was division in the black 
commoi^ that htirt McLean ju^ as much as 
division among the neighborhood groups 
did.

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win in one race in February— but many committee 
members are active in two other races, working for the Al 
Lawson and C. Bette Wimbish House campai^s and Allan 
Cox's Congressional campaign. 

Even if the committee isn't successful this year, its leaders 
say they're putting their money on the 1984 elections, when 
they hope to gain majorities on this city conunission and 
school board and put another dent in what they see as the 
development community's stranglehold on the county 
coinmission. 

Annexation, consolidation and politics 

One factor which could prevent that from happening is the 
proposed annexations of the Lakeshore and Kiilearn areas. If 
those annexation proposals pass in the October election, they 
will bring in 6,000 new voters from affluent, suburban areas 
which backed President Reagan in the 1980 ele^on. 

Progressive leaders are worried about those 
annexations— and even more about consolidation of city and 
county governments. The dilution of the black and 
progressive vote they fear will result from the annexations 
would be multiplied several times by consolidation, bringing 
in both rural and affluent Leon County conservative votes 
which would likely destroy the inroads the progressive 
coalition has m«le in the local political structure. 

The only way the progressive coalition will support 
consolidation, progressive leaders say, is if the combined 
commission were to include at least some commissioners 
elected from single-member districts. In that way, black and 
progressive candidates would still have a good chance of 
getting elected, they reason. 

When the business community refused to consider the idea 
of a mixed commission, elected partially at-large and 
partially from single-member districts, during the last 
negotiations on consolidation in 1980, progressive leaders 
simply asked the area's legislators to oppose the proposed 
charter before the Legislature, which must approve any 
charter changes. To the surprise of both sides the area's 
delegation did just thitt. . 

So until the business community either gives in on single- 
member districts or eliminates the progressive coalition as a 
poUtical force, consoUdation may never take place. 

Electoral trends 

The coming fall election will likely provide an interesting 
prelude to the 1984 showdown. Look for Ave head-on races 
between business-coalition and progressive-coaUtion 
candidates in this October's Democratic run-off and 
November's general election, which most observers predict 
will pit: 

•Earl Yancey, an insurance agent, former Tallahassee city 
commissioner and longtime residen^ against the Re v. A.J. 
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Richardson, the black pastor of Bethel A.M.E. Church, who 
has been endorsed by the Democratic committee, for the 
county commission seat vacated by Jim Crews; 

•Scott Etailey, an FSU administrator receiving financial 
support from the business community, against George 
Anderson, a Department of Education consultant and 
incumbent school board member who won his seat with the 
help of the Democratic committee members and has won the 
committee's endorsement; 

•Pete Everett, an FSU professor and longtime Tallahassee 
resident receiving support from the business community in 
his campaign to retain his school board seat, against Donna 
Harper, a former teacher and member of the Democratic 
Executive Committee;

•One of two black candidates,— insurance agent Al 
Lawson or attorney C. Bette Wimbish —against one of two 
business-backed * candidates— real estate executive Rocky 
Bevis or former Leon County Sheriff Ken Xatsaris— for the 
open House District 9 seat; 

•Crews against one of the two bankers. Grant or Sutton, 
for the open Senate District 5 seat; 

•Cox, who is receiving financial and volunteer support 
from the progressive community, against incumbent U.S. 
Rep. Don Fuqua, for Fuqua's Second Congressional seat. 

Those last three races are important because they mark the 
first time the black conununity has attempted to get someone 
into the Legislature and the first time the progressive 
coalition as a whole has tried to get someone into the state 
Senate. 

If the progressive coalition is successful in either of those 
races, it will signal a definite shift away from the "good old 
boy" politics which has dominated North Florida since 
Reconstruction. 

Along with the outcome of the local races, the election will 
also set a trend for the 1984 election— a trend which will 
likely either return control of the political structure to the 
business conununity or sweep the progressive coalition mto 
po wer. /

Florida State 's first woman SG head in over 30 years lays it on the line

It is the best of jobs, it is the worst of jobs. 

It brings great prestige, great 
responsibilities and a great deal of work. 
How well that job gets done will directly 
affect the lives of some 23,000 students at 
Florida State Umversity, and indirectly affect 
students across the state. 

The job is the FSU student body 
presidency. For Jill McConnell, who won the 
presidency late last spring semester, the job 
may be even harder than usual. 

McConnell, a 21 -year-old senior English 
migor fh>ih Pensacola, is the first woman to 
hold the presidency since FSU went co- 
educational, almost 3& years ago. To 
McConnell, winning a high office 
traditionally held by men was not especially 
impressive. It was something, she says, that 
just, "came naturally." Still, she readily 
concedes that it may make one of the most 
important parts of her joh— lobbying with 
the state L^shiture for pro-student projects 
and money — even harder than usual. 

"A lot of times when you're dealing with 
legislators they flirt, and they don't take you 
seriously at all," McConnell said in a recent 
interview. "Some of that could be to my 
advantage. If they flirt with me, I might be 
able to get them to go my way. But it's going 
to make me very mad— I can't stand to be 
treated that way. 

"For the most part, I don't think I'm 
going to be as credible as most men. That 




meant 1*U end up working four times as hard 
to be as credible. I will have to work much 

harder to get my ideas across . " 

McConnell also ran into some trouble with 
another traditionally largely male outfit — the 
Florida Student Association board of 
directors, made up of student body 
presictents at the nine state unive^ties. 

**They wanted me to be a secretary, but we 
got that straightened out quickly enough," 
McConnell said. "I have never been a 
secretary, nor will I be. . 



"I haven't had anybody just faint because 
I was a woman. At the same time, I really feel 
I need to do a good job because a lot of 
women are afraid maybe if I can be some 
kind of good example... well, that would be 
good." ♦ 

McConnell has quite a list of objectives for 
her year-long term. Tops on the list is 
improving campus security. Toward that 
end, McConneU plans to lobby the FSU 
administration and, if necessary, the 
Tallahassee community for money to add to 



the soon-to-be-constructed FSU Blue Light 
Safety Trail. McConnell is also working with 
the FSU Women's Center to have peep-holes 
installed in university dormitories. Those 
peep-holes, McConnell said, would probably 
be funded by student government. 

•'That'a kind of a maybe-type thing," 
McConnell said of the peep-holes. "It may 
not stop rape, stop crime, but it's a 
preventive." 

Second on McConnell's list of objectives is 
upgrading what is perhaps the most 
frequently ci^ddzed part of FSU's— and th^ 

entire state university 

system's — administrative services: academic 
advisement. McConnell is on a university 
sub-committee examining ways to improve 
advisement. The sub-committee, McConnell 
says, is looking towards ^ the creation of 
"acadicAile ad^ng centers;" 

"There'll be three professionals in each 
academic building," McConnell said. 
"University professionals. Whether they'll be 
faculty or not is still up in the air. They'll be 
there for academic advising, all day long. 

"That's one of the worst problems— I 
know who my advisor is, but whether I get to 
see her or not is up in the air. A lot of 
Students have that problem. This way, I'd 
just go right in and there would be 
professionals, ready to help."

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an undecided-major advisement center FSU 
has used successfully in the past. McConnell 
thinks the advisement centers will be 
instituted eventually. 

"It's going to take a lot of money, and a 
lot of support from the administration, but it 
looks like what our sub-committee comes up 
with will be implemented," McConnell said. 

McConnell found a surprise ally in her 
drive to improve the university's financial aid 
program. Officials of the United States 
Student Association, a nationwide student 
lobbying group centered in Washington, 
D.C., have selected FSU as one of the 
campuses at which they will sponsor a study 
of financial aid. The USSA study— directed 
at FSU by McConnell aide Laura 
Thorpe — will conclude by suggesting ways to 
improve the aid system. 

"After that, we're going to dd awrything 
we can to get our improvements 
implemented," McConnell said. "We know 
we've got a good financial aid office, but the 
problem is it needs to better be able to tell 
students, 'No.'" 

McConnell also plans to work with the 
Florida Students Association, the statewide 
loM^it^ group for stud<mts in the state 
university system, to increase the amount of 
state financial aid available. 

"We're going to try to get more state 
money to offset the federal financial aid cuts. 
If we don't, each year thousands of students 
are not going to be able to go to school." 
McConnell said. 

McConnell has repaid the USSA in 
advance for its assistance on financial aid. 
She and her predecessor, newly appointed 
Board of Regents student member Tim 
Meenan, have been strong advocates for the 
USSA within the FSA. Despite that, the FSA 
voted narrowly earlier this year to leave the 
USSA and join a newly formed national 
student lobby, the American Students 



Association. McConnell has kept FSU's 
membership with thit USSA, and hopes to 

convince the FSA to rejoin. 

The FSA pulled out of the USSA largely 
because the USSA has in the past taken 
stands on social issues, such as abortion and 
El Salvador, rather, than limit itself solely to 
educational issues. McConnell and Meenan 
both argued that the USSA took virtually no 
direct action on social issues and that the 
organisation was much more effective than 
the fledgling ASA. 

"I went along with the board and we 
committed ourselves to the ASA, and went to 
their convention in Washington," 
McConnell said. "Their organization just 
wasn't working." 

The ASA was crippled, McConnell said, 
by weak by-laws that place overwhelming 
power in the hands of the group's president. 
While at the convention, FSA representatives 
got together with members from several other 
states and re-wrote those by-laws. Those 
changes have given McConnell more hope 
for the ASA's future. 

"I see some light in the organization, the 
ASA, because they will be lobbying — but not 
'til February," McConnell said. "I fell like • 
the USSA and the ASA are strong 
organisations. ASA. is the one with the 
momentum, and they're going to be able to 
pick up states because they don't have any 
affiliation with social issues. At the same 
time, USSA is doing a dynamite job with 
fighting financial aid cuts. So right now I'm 
strongly with both. I see no problem with 
haying two strong student organizations, so 
I'm going to be a member of both." 

McConnell has had one problem to deal 
with that no prior FSU president has ever had 
to face. Thanks to the Florida Legislature, 
FSU has a new campus — a branch campus at 
Panama City, formerly a part of the 
University of West Florida. The branch 
campus has it's own student government, 
called the Student Council, which now is 
loosely under McConnell's control.

McConnell and the student council have 
already begun work on the transition from 
UWF to FSU administration, McConnell 
said. 

"I went down once last semester," she 
said. "They were worried: were we going to 
take all their money, free their funds and 

not allow them to do any programming? 
That was completely untrue. They'll have full 
autonomy with their money. The only thing 
we'll hold back will be the legalities: the FSA 
dues, and the Title IX money. The rest of it 
they generate, they spend. 

"What I'll try to do is give them some 
ideas on how to use their money. So far 
they've got a $36,000 budget with nothing to 
spend it on. They take trips to the beach. 

"As far as elections go, it doesn't look like 
they'll be voting in our elections. They want 
to, and they may, vote in the student body 
president elections. There's a problem there, 
in that someone could go over there and take 
the election by taking that campus. I don't 
know how that will go yet," McConnell said. 

McConnell also has a shot at becoming the 
president who oversees the birth of a dream 
long-held by student government and 
unvcrsity officials alike: the construction of a 
replacement for the university's overcrowded 



and aging student union building. Student 
affairs officials had hoped the 1 egislatuic 
would allocate money to begin planning the 
new union last session. Instead the 
Legislature earmarked that money for 
construction of a new athletic fieldhouse. 
This year, McConnell hopes, things will work 
out differently. 

"Hopefully, we'll get (money for a new 
union) this year. 1 don't see any problem with 
it," McConnell said. "Last year was just a 
mess-up, getting that athletic fieldhouse. I'll 
never understand it and I don't think anyone 
else will either. 

"The ground work has already been done, 
and it should be no problem. It should be just 
a matter of me getting to the people who 
promised and make sure they come up 
with...wellj I guess it's just going to be 
planning money at first. (Rep.) Herb Morgan 
especially, because he's the one that basically 
promised it, and he is head of the 
Appropriations Committee," McConnell 
said . 

Even if the union money doesn't come 
through, McConnell plans to liven up the 
existing union through the creation of a 
public forum reminiscent of London's

which expected to be able to practice in the civic center, has 
had trouble getting into the facility because of scheduhng 
conflicts, according to Head Coach Joe Williams. 

'*There were days last year when we had to practice in 
high school gyms," Williams said. ''We even had to 
practice at the E.C. Allen Christian Life Center one day." 

Former FSU Student Body President Neal Friedman, 
who was in office when the auditorium was axed from the 
plans, notes that the opening of the civic center has had 
only a negligible effect on freeing up Tuiiy Gym. 

"I think the situatiQiii tiould be more fair to students if 
the basketball team was allowed to practice in the civic 
center, and if there was more say-so for students (in civic 
center management)," Friedman, now Executive Director 
of the Florida Public Interest Research Group, said last 
week. 

Two of 11 Civic Center Authority members are students, 
while two of eight m embers of the Use-Dny Committee are 
students. The universities get 80 use-days per year in the 
arena, 24 in the exhibition hall and 56 cUtys in the center's 
meeting rooms. Au%-day runs from 8 a.m. to S p.m., or 
from 5 p.m. to midnight. The committee decides when 
FAMU and FSU will have access to the facility. 

The committee receives requests from both campuses for 
an opportunity to use the civic center. The conunittee then 
weighs each request, considers whether the evoit could be 
held on campus and whether it*s worth the $1,50D-$3,IKX) 
cost, then approves or denies the request. 

According to FAMU Vice President for Student Affairs 
Tim Langston, a member of the committee, neither FAMU 
nor FSU used all the use-days to which they were entitled 
last year because they couldn't afford the center's fees. 

"For FAMU, basketball is primarily the tl^ that costs 
money,*' Lan^ton said. '*We'd have to have abdut 6,000 
people to break even. For commencement you don't need 
ticket takers, so it's not as expensive. 

"I'm hesitant to speak for FAMU as a whole, but the 
added expenses that go along with each use-day FAMU 
might not be happy with. The meeting rooms don't cost 



nearly as much," Langston said. 

Former FAMU Student Body President Arthur Collins 
echoed Langston's concerns. 

"I won't say I'm satisfied with the way it is, because 
students on campus are not satisfied. But while sitting as an 
authority member (during my term), and with my business 
background, I realize the civic center had ta operate as a 
business. We could give it away 365 days a year, but we 
can't go bankrupt," Collins said. 

Updike points out that the use-day formula was in the 
original contract. The Board of Regents voted to pay 
$250,000 per year for 40 years in return for a guaranteed 
amount of use-days. Once the auditorium was scratched, 
the number of use-days for the two schools was increased'. 

"Our original agreement was that any event in the 
building where tickets were sold couldn't be a use-day — the 
full rental fee would be charged. I reworked the agreement to 
waive the $2,500 rental fee for the schools and also allowed 
them two concerts a year each in addition to the use-days," 
Updike said. "I don't think a better situation could be 
worked out, in view of the total civic center package, 
considering the whole community and not just the 
students." 

Updike also said that even though the arena sits empty 
many days of the year, that is no reason to begin giving 
away time for free. 

"The building is here to be rented. The first time you give 
it away you've been had. Everybody's got a cause, all with 
good intentions, but you've got to draw the line somewhere 
Our policy is fairly stable, although I wouldn't say it was set 
in stone," he added. 

Updike did admit he is considering a new plan that might 
allow the universities, FAMU in particular, to use the civic 
center more often. The new policy would allow the schools 
to trade off use-days instead of paying for ushers and ticket 
takers and other costs associated with rentuig the arena. 
That might allow FAMU to schedule a few more basketball 
games in the arena. While FSU pkiyed all its men's games in 
the arena, with an average attendance of 3,756, FAMU 
played there only twice (aside from its game against FSU), 
drawing less than a thousand people each night of the 
Capital City Classic tournament.

the union courtyard. Any student who cares to will be able to 
pick up the mike and rap on about whatever is on his or her 
mind. 

"That should be interesting, and could cause a little 
controversy. It could get people thinking about some issues 
they don't normally think about," McConnell said. "We're 
not sure if we're going to try to name a topic ahead of time, 
or just have it up to you — whatever you want to talk about 
when you get the mike. If we get 30 or 40 people up trying to 
talk, we may have to start limiting time, maybe limit the 
topic, which would limit the speakers. Hopefully, though, it 
will be free of any intervention from us.** 

McConnell raised some eyebrows early in her 
administration when she appointed Franco Oennaro to her 
cabinet. Gennaro had run against McConnell in the 
campaign, placing a distant fifth . That in itself was not unusual 
— McConnell has often talked about using the most involved 
students available in her administration — but Gennaro, a 
vocal religious fundamentalist, has been in the forefront of 
some controversial issues. He is a frequent participant in 
anti-abortion demonstrations. Gennaro also testified at a 
Legislative hearing in favor of the ill-fated Trask-Bush 
Amendment that would have banned homosexual 
organizations from state university campuses. At the time of 
that hearing, Meenan, with McConnell at his side, had been 
fervently lobbying against the amendment.

**1 really didn*t have many people apply for my cabinet 
like i thought I would, and I still don't know the reason," 
McConnell said. "Franco didn't actually apply, but he did 
come to me after the election and say he wanted to be 
involved in student government. I put any of my thoughts of 
issues behind me. I am strongly opposed to many of his 
issues, and he knows that. But I fed like if someone who 
wants to put his time and his enthusiasm into hdpiBg 
students and student government, by all means, let them. He 
is not a paid member of the cabinet. 

"1 would be very careful, if an issue comes up that I'm 
opposed to, or the FSA is opposed to, especially while the 
Legislature is in session, that cabinet members also be 
opposed to it,** McConnell said. *'0r at least keep their 
Riilithsshut.*' 

McConnell, and Meenan before her, are both members of 
the Students Party. The Students Party was founded on a 

premise of including students from every section of campus 
greeks, independents, women and minorities. Recently, 
however, the Students Party has become more and more 
dominated by members of the fraternity and sorority system. 
Thai's a trend McConnell says she is not happy with. 

'*rm a Httle disappoimed with what's happening in the 
Stutots Party,'* McConnell said. Tm loyal to the Studants 
Party — 1 have to be — but when it first started it was really 
m<xt independent than greek. I was one of the first greeks to

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join. Now I've seen it go a little towards Action (a disbanded 
student government party, very largely freek, known for its 
power politics). 

''That's a terrible thing to say, I know, but it is. The 
sororities and fraternities are getting a lot of influence in the 
party. But just lately, I've started noticing a lot of 
independents jcnning the Students Party, and Tm hqping 
they can equal out, because I don't want to seen one party 
dominate. 

•*I will not raise the greek issues at all — 1 don't think that 
would be fair to the students. Most issues that come before 
me are from independent students. Greeks seldom have large 
issues, except at budget time," McConnell said. 

McConnell has inherited at least one issue from previous 
years; the question of agency status for student 
organizations. Currently, only a handful of student 
organizations are considered to be agencies, but several other 
groups — notably the Jewish Student Union and the 
Hispanic Student Union — have been lobbying for agency 
status.McConnellsays she has no objections to such a change 
in status. 

**! see no problem with expanding the number of 
agencies," McConnell said. "I have never understood why 

people have such complete heart attacks when that does 
come up. 'Agency' just means that an organization has a lot 
more publicity and a lot more freedom. It does not mean a 
lot more money. I think that's why people are so against 
agencies, 'cause they think we're going to have to give them 
hundreds of thousands of dollars. 

••1 will be supportive of any group that wants to become an 
agency," McConnell said. 

McConnell may find opposition within the student senate 
on the agency question, however. This summer, the senate 
seriously considered several changes in the agency by-laws, 
changes most agency members and supporters claimed would 
greatly Ifanit the agencies' autonomy and effectiveness. Those 
measures were stopped largdy beouise of strong opposition 
by McConnell. 

"The agencies and I got together and decided I would go 
with whatever the agencies wanted," McConnell said. "They 
wanted to continue being called agencies, and not programs, 
and they did not want me to appoint their directors, which I 
agreed with totally. Because we were so strongly together on 
what we felt, it wfts very easy to defeat it in the senate. That's 
the way 1 think it will go throughout this year. When an issue

comes up, and it affects any of the agencies, or myself, we'll 
get together and stand united." 

McConnell may also occasionally find herself battling the 
single most powerful entity on campus: the FSU Athletic 
Department. Meenan spent the last weeks of his 
administration fighting with the department over student 
football ticket prices and use-time in TuUy Gym. In the past, 
money battles between SG and the Athetic Department have 
been routine. McConnell is hoping that tradition will not 
continue. 

"I think there's a problem with people in the position I'm 
in seeing athletics as the enemy at times, because we do give 
them so much money." (SG is required by law to give the 



Athletic Department about $425,000 from student fees every 
year.)" So far, though, I've had nothing but support from 
them. They know that cooperation can be as beneficial to 

them as to the students. I don't see any major fights coming 
up. But 1 will fight against anything they do that goes against 

the students." 

McConnell is also taking aim at improving the Tallahassee 
-FSU concert scene. She has largely abandoned her hope of 
getting discounts for students at the Tallahassee/Leon 
County Civic Center — the center is not doing well 
financially, McConnell points out, and its contract with the 
universities does not allow much room for maneuvering. 

McConnell does hope, though, to bring in major acts to 
FSU by blockbooking — that is, assuring a performer of 
several dates in the region — with other Florida schools. 
McConnell also pledged her support to the various agencies 
on campus that bring in concerts, and said she hoped to put 
on as many free SG sponsored concerts as possible. 

"Every concert that I have anything to do with will be 
free," McConnell said. "I can't see making students pay on 
their own campus. 

"I've never been too thrilled with the concerts we've had," 
McConnell added. "I've never felt that UPO (the Union 
Program Office, SG's entertainment agency) does a 
particularly good job of getting in the kind of concerts 
students want, along with Homecoming. Homecoming half 
the time isn't even for students. I'm going to work with that 
also. We're not getting Dolly Parton after all tor 
Homecoming. We're going to get, 1 think, Al Jarreau 
instead. Hopefully that'll be a little more student oriented 
than Dolly Parton." 

McConnell has several other projects in mind for the 
coming year, some of them already begun. She wants to 
complete SG's long-delayed physical fitness trail and begin 
holding security forums in the dormitories. She wants to 
bring in an independent company to revise FSU's on-again, 
off-again yearbook, and hopes to improve both the SG 
course guide and book exchange. She has already instituted 
student interest surveys at registration and orientation 
designed to put students in touch with people and groups 
with common interests. Finally, she wants to continue 
student voter registration drives, and help students get 
involved in local government campaigns. By involving 
students in the democratic process, McConnell feels, she can 
improve not only FSU, but the community and state that 
sunoundsit. 

That would be quite a job indeed.

So you found a nice place to live. You've 
shopped all the malls and garage sales in 
search of items to put in it. Finally your 
stereo and cable TV are set up. You sit back 
in a daze of pride and exhaustion, dreaming 
of what hot spot to hit tonight. Without a 
care in the world you dress, jump into your 
car and head into the night. All good things 
must come to an end, though, and when you 
return you find your new abode has been 
robbed of all your worldly possessions. Then 
your new roommate staggers in — mugged. 
Can't happen to you? Think again. 
With all the rush and good times that fall 
semester brings, you can forget a very 
important aspect of life in 
Tallahassee— protecting yourself and your 
possessions. Failure to safeguard your 
belongings can be costly, yet avoiding this 
trauma can be a matter of common sense and 
a few simple precautions. 

A l^on of pamphlets will be distributed 
and programs presented during the first 
weeks of classes to inform students, 
particularly women, on how to combat 
sexual assault. Rape continues to afflict 
Tallahassee with 38 reported so far this year, 
according to the records of the Tallahassee 
Police Department and the Leon County 
Sheriffs Office. 

All women are potential victims at 
anytime, any place. However, the risk of an 
unaccompanied woman being attacked is 
greatest during the hours of 9 p.m. and 3 
a.m., according to Florida State University 
police. Potentially dangerous locations at 
night include remote vacant lots, public 
park6, alleys, stairwells, beaches, 
laundromats and shopping centers. 

Critical to understanding what prompts an 
attack is that a sexual assault is an act of 
violence and hostility, not a means of sexual 
gratification. Rapists seek to overpower and 
degrade their victims as a vent for pent-up 
hostilities, according to police and rape 
counselors.

Eating cheap is the key to 
basic economic survival, 
but it's not always 

convenient to cook at 
home. The hot plate 
corrodes, Mr. Coffee goes 
on holiday, the roaches get 
the munchies, dishes get 
dirty. Sometimes, a healthy, 
home-cooked meal is more 
trouble than it's worth. 

So, eat out. Tallahassee 
has an embarrassing 
number of diners and 
restaurants, fast food joints 
and posh bistros. The 
trouble is, you've got to 
discover those with that 
certain elan for serving fine 
food at decent prices — and 
still preserve a pleasing 
aesthetic ambience. 

Here's a list of sure bets 
for meals at anytime of the 
day. 

Breakfast 

Carcla's: 

Famous for cheeseburgers and Braves baseball. Garcia's 
best bet is the Early Bird breakfast special served, curiously 
enough, between 11:30 a.m. and 7 p.m. daily. For a buck- 
fifty, they'll serve you up a tasty slice of fried ham with two 
eggs, french fries and. Cuban bread. Add four bits for 
coffee and it's the cheapest meal on Bast Tennessee Street. 

Ro-Dans: 

Formerly a teen game-room, this surprisingly little 
restaurant is the only place in town that serves pizza for 
breakfast, which must make it some kind of ultimate 
college eatery— -especiall)^ since it's located on West 
Pensacola Street, home of endless high-density stu4ent 
complexes. They also have conventional breakfast specials 
for a buck, and even better lunch-time offers. A homey, 
laid-back atmosphere belies the fast-food architecture of 
the building, and, as an added bonus, black beans and rice 
come with the lunch specials. 

Steak & Egg Kitchen: 

Not especially cheap, but it's open 24 hours a day, has a 
hit-packed jukebox and a $2.70 student special which is 
amply filling and visually pleasing. At times, the easily- 
heard, overlapping conversations sugge^ a warped Robert 

Altman film, but don't worry. The smaller confines make 
for more, ah, intimate breakfasts, as opposed to the 
sprawling layout at Jerry's or HoJo's. 

Lunch 

Angelo's: 

Service is a tad slow, but the fancy interiors and^ lunch 
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plates make it a happy compromise between crowded 
campus-side lunchspots and cheesy, uptown elegance. Best 
is seafood, usually fresh from the coast and usually more 
than filling. For. lunch on a budget, try a simple tossed 
salad, which at Angelo's tends to be larger than usual and 
loaded with feta cheese and cucumbers. 
' Chez Pierre: 

Irresistible, light and ever-so-tasteful lunches here make 
for relaxing meals and happy chatter. Giant salads are 
$1.50, as is the soup of the day. Combined, they make a 
fme pair-^not heavy on the belly and very pleasing to the 
palate. Great crepes and fresh Mked bread, too. Friendly, 
attractive waitresses and a mellow, Francophilic decor add 
to Chez Pierre's appeal. 

Lindy's Fried Chicken: 

Fast food with a difference. Less than $2 buys a two- 
piece dinner with fries and soft drink, and frees you from 
burger-mania. Conveniently located at Lafayette Street.

Thai specialties are its claim to fame, with more than 100 
different dishes to choose from. Prices vary too, but $5

Tallahasseeans, particularly the city's immense and 
immensely thirsty student population, consume a 
remarkably steady river of beer every day. Tallahassee's 
business folks, a notably 
sharp lot, have long been 
aware of the potential 
profits in slaking thirsty 
throats, and have filled the 
city with a bewildering 
array of bars and night- 
clubs, all ready and waiting 
to fulfill your alcoholic fan- 
tasies. Rather than throw 
you newcomers helpless and 
blind into the Tallahassee 
night, the Flambeau has 
ass^bled this guide to the 
city's most popular 
watering holes. No doubt 
you will eventually stumble 
into (or out oO most of 
these little gardens of 
delight. This guide is inten- 
ded only to give you some 
ideaof where to start. 

Most of these spots are a 
short drive or a long walk 
from Florida State Univer- 
sity, and they all have soft

•Poor Paul's— 6W/2 W. Tennessee St. Open 12 p.m. to 
2 a.m., seven days a week. Beer and wine, good popcorn. 

Frequent specials, but the most 
fun is their Wheel of Fortune, sort of a roulette wheel 
awarding drinks and discounts if your color comes up. 
Plenty of pool table&iipd video games, too. 

•Bullwiiikle*s — 620 W. Tennessee. Open 4 p.m. to 2 
a.m., everyday. Serves beer, wine, liquor (no liquor on 
Sundays). Live music every night, usually rock and roll 
inside with acoustic group on the outside deck. Cover 
charges ranges from free to $2.50, depending on the night 
and the band. Daily specials; best is the Thursday and 
Wednesday two-for-pi^ drinks from opening; 'til U. Nice 
place, but you pay for the atmosphere— pitchers are $3.50 
and up. Spacious deck out back is one of the few spots in 
town where you can drink in the open air. 

•Everybody's — 666 W. Tennessee. Open 11:30 to 2 
a.m., Monday through Saturday, 4:30 p.m. to 2 a.m.

Many organizations at FSU are entirely 
directed and operated by students.

The following is a 
partial listing and description of some of 
the major groups of this type on the FSU 
campus. While certainly hot all inclusive, it 
should serve to illustrate the wide variety of 
interesting organizations at FSU. 

•The Center for Participant Ediicaiton.* 
CPE is a student government agency and 
serves two functions. It operates as a free 
university and ii brings progressive speakers 
to campus. As a free university, CPE offers 
classes in everything from modern dance to 
solar heating systems, and any interested 
person can teach a class. The group 
provides the opportunity to involve others 
in your field of interest and also provides a 
forum in which to do it. 

A catalog of classes is published and is 
available at the FSU, Florida . A&M 
University and Tallahassee Community 
College campuses, the malls, and many 
businesses in the area. Anyone interested in 
working for CPE or teaching a class should 
visit their office at 251 Oglesby Union.

Spanish-speaking students into the 
university. UnUke past Hispanic groups on 
campus, HSU is non-political. They plan to 
hold parties and concerts as well as a film 
and speaker series this fall. HSU is 
currenlty recruiting officers and is always 
"in need of suggestions and volunteers," 
according to spokesperson Graciele Cielo. 
They operate out of the CPE office and the 
phone number is 644-6577. 

•Florida Public Interst Research Group. 
FPIRG is a student-funded, student-run 
research and advocacy group that works on 
a variety of consumer, energy, housing and 
environmental issues. Funded by a $2.50 
optional fee paid alohg with tuition, the 
group has a professional staff of lawyers 
and researchers who work along with 
volunteers and interns on specific projects. 
FPIRG was instrumental in encouraging the 
Tallahassee City Commission to adopt 
conservation efforts as a major part of its 
energy plan. 

FPIRG offers students the "opportunity 
to have an impact on state and local 
issues," according to Neil Friedman, 
executive director of FPIRG. This fall the 
group will be focusing on the issues of 
hazardous waste, consumer problems and 
government reform. The group also plans 
to lobby the state legislature. Students 
with knowledge in this area are needed and 
will be given the opportunity to "flex their 
political muscles," according to Friedman.

In Tallahassee, there's not much choice

Are you new in Tallahassee and have no 
idea who can turn you on? Where are the 
best deals to get hooked up in Tallahassee? 
Well folks, you don't really have much of 
a choice, but help is at your fingertips. 

All the necessities of life, or if you 
prefer — electricity, telephone and cable 
television — can be had in Tallahassee by 
making a few phone caUs and visiting a 
few offices around town. If you haven't 
already done so, here are a few helpful ivpn 
on how to get hooked up. 

First of all, if you are a student at 
Florida State University, you can get out 
of paying most of your phone deposit by 
joining the FSU Alumni Association. All 
you have to do is take your validated FSU 
IP card and>3Kilir iiSvers liceiise to room 
114 Longmire building, located across 
from Bryan Hall, and pay your $15 
Alumni Association membership fee and 
fill out a form. Then you take the form to 
the Centel office nearest you and they will 
take care of the rest. The Alumni 
Association is open Monday through 
Friday from 8:30 a.m. to 4:00 p.m. and 
Centel offices are located at the Westwood 
Shopping Center, the Tallahassee Mall and 
Governor's Square Mall. 

The Alumni Association will guarantee 
$100 of your phone deposit if you are a 
member of their organization, so all you 
have to pay is any part of the deposit 
beyond $100, $14 to get your name on 
their billing list and in the phone book and 
$13 to get your phone turned on. If there 
isn't a telephone jack already installed 
where you live you will have to pay $13 
more to get a jack installed, for a total of 

If you're a student at Florida A & M 

University you're simply going to have to 
pay the entire deposit yourself because, 
although Centel is trying to work out a 
similar arrangement for FAMU students, 
it is still in the works, according to Len 
Taliaferro of Centel. 

Now that your phone problems have 
been solved, what about cool air for those 
long hot afternoons, and heat for those 
long chilly nights, not to mention hot and 
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cold running water? The City of 
Tallahassee runs the utility operation in 
this town, so a visit to the temporary City 
Hall at 202 Blount St., on the comer of 
Blount and Bronough, is the place to go. 
Their office is open Monday through 
Friday from 8 a.m. to 5 p.m. 

Once you're there, take your first right 
after the first floor entrance and you will 
find a receptionist waiting to help you. 
The receptionist will set you up with a city 
representative who will make an 
appointment to get your electricity turned 
on. 

As with a phone, you will need to 
present your validated FSU ID card and 
drivers hcense. The deposit is $81 for 
electricity and water, or $107 for gas, 
electricity and water. Even though most 
apartm^ts already come furnished with 
water, the cost is the same. When you 
leave your humble abode the deposit goes 
toward payment of the final bill, and 
whatever is left over will be refunded to 
you. 

Since Tallahassee only gets three 
television channels, you may want to get 
cable TV or even Home Box Office, if you 
like to be entertained at home. If so, you 
need to go see the people at Group W 
Cable at 2520 N. Monroe St. It is best to 
visit their office, open Monday through 
Friday from 8 a.m. to 5 p.m. for faster 
s^ce. If you want you can write a letter 
enclosing a check for the hook-up charges, 
but in either case after you place the ordo: 
an installation date will be set up. 

The fee is $21 for a cable connection for 
one outlet plus $9.97 each month for 
service, so, the total charge for the first 
month will be $30.97. If you want HBO 
the connection charge is $26.25 and an 
additional $9.45 each month, so the total 
charge for the first month would be 
$35.70. If you want both cable and HBO it 
will cost $66.68 to get hooked up.

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Sick? Here's where to go if you need medical care

Whether you've caught the flu from your 
roommate, twisted an ankle playing 
inlramurals, or are buckling under the 
pressure of finais, there's help available ai a 
number of places both on and off campus. 

If you're a student at Florida State or 
Florida A & M University one of the best 
deals around might be your campus health 
center. 

At FSU, the four story University Health 
Ce/?/e/- building is located in the heart of 
campus, adjacent to the swimming pool and 
tennis courts. Each term the Health Center 
treats half of all FSU students, according to 
Frank Gagliano, director of Student Health 
Services. Visits last year totaled over 70,000. 
All currently enrolled students, their 
spouses, and dependants 13 years or older 
are eligible to use the Health Center on 
either a fee-for-service or pre-paid basis. 

The Health Center, open from 8 a.m. to 4 
p.m. Monday through Friday and 9 a.m. to 
1 p.m. on Saturday, provides a myriad of 
services for students. Its Trauma Clinic 
treats injuries, lacerations, burns, sprains, 
and strains. Many procedures, such as 
wound dressings, laceration suturing, and, if 
necessary, transportation to a hospital are 
provided at no extra cost. 

The walk-in clinic treats minor illnesses 
such as colds, sore throats, headaches, 
rashes, and stomach aches. Immunizations 
and TB testing are also available. 

Minor emergency medical problems 



occurring after normal working hours can be 
treated at the Health Center's night clinic, 
open from 4 p.m. to midnight. 

The Dental Clinic at the Health Center 
offers examinations and diagnosis by a 
dentist, and for a small fee, prophylaxis 
(teeth cleaning) as well as X-rays. 
Appointments must be made in person and 
since there's often a wait of several weeks, 
it's a good idea to plan your appointment in 
advance. 

The Health Center Pharmacy can fill both 
brand name and generic prescriptions and 
birth control devices as well as provide 
vitamins, suntan lotions, and other non- 
prescription items, often at a reduced rate. 

Other Health Center Medical Services 
include Gynecology, Crothereapy (wart 
removal) and Allergy Clinics. Minor 
surgery, physical exams and X-rays are also 
available. 

At Florida A & M the Student Health 
Service is also set up to treat student's 
minor injuries and illnesses. Located next to 
the administration building northeast of 

campus, the FAMU clinic is open from 8 
a.m. to 6 p.m. weekdays during the school 
term. The Student Health Service also 
provides X-rays, laboratory work, dietary 
counseling,, immunizations, marriage 
certi&»tes, reproductton control and 
teachers health certificftte&. It does not 
provide dental care. 

Officials at both schools strongly 
recommend students not covered under their

Member: F.DIC. 
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University counseling center provides a needed friend

Your lover left you? Pulling your hair out worrying 
about grades? Your parents pressuring you? Have ideas no 
one will listen to? Perhaps you should check out the 
services offered to full-time Florida State University students 
at the Student Development and Counseling Center, once 
called the University Mental Health Center. 

The doors are kept open to folks who just need someone 
to talk with, or a supportive environment, as well as for 
those who feel they need help in coping with a serious 
problem. 

The center is committed to creating a positive and 
supportive network that will eventually extend into the 
university environment, thus preventing the need for 
professional counseling, according to Dan Montgomery, 
director of the SDCC. 

**We pick (clients) up in a crisis, help them through a 
crisis, hopefully to prevent future crisis," Montgomery 
said. 

Located on the third floor of the Student Health Center, 
the SDCC is a sunlit, spacious area with a reception desk 
and comfortable waiting area. The counseling offices are 
lined with large windows, and are decorated in lively, warm 
colors. The effect is friendly and inviting. 

A walk-in clinic is one of the major services offered by 
the SDCC. A walk-in client is met by an intake counselor, 
who will then find another counselor suitable to the client's 
needs. Other services include the Biofeedback and Wellness 
Program, group therapy, study skills, Gay Peer Volunteers, 
Minorty Peer Volunteers, and Medication and Psychiatric 
Evaluation. 



The Biofeedback and Wellness Program teaches skills 
that "assist in the long-range development of stress 
management" and physical awareness which are "the basis 
of the well-being preventative approach, according to an 
SDCC publication. Musidans and athletes are frequent 
users of this program, for relaxation and to refme motor 
coordination. 

Montgomery said only 10 percent of the clients have 
serious emotional problems. Thirty percent of the students 
counseled have chronic adjustment problems, and the rest 
are "normal, healthy" students trying to manage through a 
temporary crisis. 

The main problem areas for clients tend to be academic 
difficulties, problems with a lover or spouse, or a lack of a 

supportive environment, according to Montgomery. Eating 
disorders are a frequent problem for female clients, he 
said, and cases of bulemia, a disorder of binge- vomiting, 
have especially increased during the past few years. 

Women used the facility more than men last Fall, 
according to an evaluation report written by the SDCC. 
The report said that this is not unusual for mental health 
clinics, and is probably "due to the greater stigma males 
feel toward seeking help from mental health professionals." 
Most students who used the center were seniors or graduate 
students. Clients were represented by a disproportionate 
amount from Arts & Sciences, and less by Business minors. 

From June 1981 to May 19^, the SDCC made 5,464 
contacts with walk-in, repeat, and biofeedback clients, 

according to the evaluation report. There were 1,334 
contacts in outreach programs. The "contacts" were made 
between the clients, and the eight staff therapists and 
fifteen student interns.

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University threatens to crack down on illegal parking

Parking violators, especially repeat 
offenders, may face stiffen penalties than 
tickets and fines this^^oming year at Florida 
State University. 

A new towing policy awaiting final 
approval has a "pretty good chance'* of 
being implementod this academic year, 
according to Parking Services official, 
Marcia Carney. 

FSU currently slaps parking violators with 
fines ranging from $5 for overtime parking 
to $25 for parking in fire lanes. Students 
who fail to pay parking fines within 10 
working days also receive a $10 late fee. 

The university can withhold the schedule 
or diploma and transcript of any student 
who owes parking fees. 

Despite these penalties, an average of 500 
parking violations occur at FSU each day. 

City fines for parking violations are much 
lower — $1 for overtime parking and $2 for 
more serious offenses. 

AU parking offenders under the city's 
jurisdiction are subject to a $14 towing 
charge, however. That figure Ruy change in 
October when the Tallahassee Police 
Department opens bids for the year-long 
wrecking company contract. 

If approved, towing at FSU wouM be 
used principally on parked cars which pose 
safety hazards or for repeat offnuiers, 
whose cars would be det^aated "priority 
tows," Carney said. 



The Parking Services Advisory 
Committee approved the concept of a 
towing policy last spring, Carney said, and 
details are being worked out on a final 
plan. The policy will also need the 
approval of Vice President for 
Administrative Affairs, B. J. Hodge. 

A long-range study on FSU parking 
completed in July recommended a stricter 
enforcement policy for parking violations, 
includii^ a towing policy and higher fines 
for repeat offenders. 

The study, conducted for the 
Department of Businesses, said 
enforcement of parking regulations and 
lack of parking spaces for students in the 
central and eastern parts of the campus are 
two of the most serious parking problems. 

While parking spaces on the main part 
of campus are limited, the study observed 
Campbell Stadium parking lots further 
from campus could easily accommodate 
many more cars than they presently do. 

To encourage more students to park at 
the stadium, the study si^ested the 
university increase the Seminole Bus 
service to the stadium and offer stadium 
parking permits at half or less of the price 
of other parking permits. 

FSU also needs to re-route its bus 
service, the study concluded. Under 
current routes, buses arrive at Campbell 
Stadium during peak hours already full.

Escaping the tedium of tired feet

Tallahaissee can seem tike an awfiilly 
large city if you don't have a car. Walking 
and bike riding are cheap alternatives, but 

can become time consuming, a safety risk 
after hours, and just plain tedious to tired 
feet. 

Many students are unaware of the several 
bus and taxi services available to them — 
some of which cost little or nothing. 

Taltran operates the four bus services 
that circulate throughout Tallahassee. The 
Seminole Express, which runs solely in the 
vicinity of Florida State campus, is used by 
many students who wish to save time or 
avoid the weather when traveling from class 
to class. The Seminole Express runs evety^ 
ten minutes from the sodium throughout 
the hours of 7:30 a.m. to 5:30 p.m. It goes 
to central campus locations: Dodd Hall, the 
Music Building, the Union, and back to the 
stadium. There is no charge for the 
Express. 

Another service is available at no cost to 
those whp travel hetwc^n Florida State and 
Florida A&MUniveraty campuses. The bus 
runs twice every hour — leaving the FAMU 
campus every half hour from 7:30 a.m. to 
5:30 p.m. The FSU-FAMU Shuttle and the 
Seminole Express are both funded by the 
Board of Regents. 

Taltran's City Transit service is available 
at the cost of 30« and travels to most central 
employment, entertainment, and residential 
areas in Tallahassee. Buses run at different 



times depending on location. For exantple, 
the bus that commutes between FSU and 
Governor's Square Mall leaves at the Sweet 
Shop bus stop at every twenty minutes to 
the hour. Anyone who ivishes to have 
access to a full schedule of all of the bus 
routes and times can call Taltran and ask 
them to mail you one. City Transit is 
funded by revenue collected by fares, 
Charter Systems, and the defldt gc^s to ^e 
Urban Mass Transit System. 

The Capitol Shuttle, a free service used 
by students and workers who travel to from 
and between the downtown area, campus, 
and residential areas, provides two routes 
that leave from the downtown bus terminal 
every ten miiiutes. The Tallahassee City 
Commission decided in a hearing the 
shuttle's cost had to be cut, so route 
traveling between FSU and downtown will 
become inactive beginning in September. 

For those who need to travel after bus 
hours or to specific locations, three taxi 
services are available, all of which stay 
open twenty-four hours, a day. Quick 
Service taxis charge $1 for the first quarter 
mile and 20c for each additional quarter 
mile. Yellow Cab taxis charge the same 
rate. Pita taxis charge 85<r for the first 
seventh mile and IOC every quarter mile 
after. Pita taxis offers a discount for 
senior citizens —• 85C for the first sixth of a 
mile and lOc for each additional sixth of a 
mile. All three services charge extra for 
traveling out of the city limits, extra 
passengers and waiting time^ , ;

Lawrence, "an average new textbook cost 
about $9.95.

Occasionally, a professor will order a book 
and then cancel the order after the book has 
come in. The bookstore managers are then 
stuck with deciding how to get rid of those 
books and must pay "freight in'* and "freight 
out" charges as well. However, the 
University store is obligated to order any 
number of books a professor reqiiests, while 
Bill's may or may not take an order 
depending on the owner's judgement. 

"1 don't like it when the book people 
decide to cut my book orders in half," saki 
FSU religion professor Leo Sandon. "Then 
the students get hurt. Ideally, a professor 
should be able to order an estimated number 
of books for a given class and everyone in 
that class should be able to obtain that book." 

The Tallahassee Book Co-op had handled 
textbook orders from professors for the past 
few years, but is currently in the process' of 
selling an its stock due to enormous tax deb^ 
and other fmancial problems with creditors. 
The Co-op will close its doors this fall. 

Chances are, if you are a student, you get 
caught up in your own specific bookstore- 
buying problems— from having to spend 
whole afternoons in outrageously long lines, 
to having to spend too much money for 
books you may lONvt use again. In fact, the 
bookstores too are buyers, who deal in cycles 
with three main suppliers: publishers, 
wholesalers and students. 

"1 think of it (the textbook business) as a 



cycle that blreaks three times a year," said 
Reynolds. "We're halfway through our cycle 
for fall. The fdl rush is actually anti-climatic 

for us."

it is not unusual in the textbook business 
that the majority of book business takes 
place in only five weeks, Reynolds added. 
That period consists of two weeks in 
September, before M; two weeks in 
January, b<^ore winter and one week ui May 
before summer. 

•Buy back. If the bookstore knows a 
certain class using a specific book is being 
offered, the bookstore is supposed to pay 
students 50 percent of the current list price of 
that particular book, on return. Does it really 
happen? 

"We pay the most amount of money for a 
particular book if it's to be used in a class here 
and we^ haven't already bought the book 



"It's conceivable that a student could go 
through college paying 25 percent for used 
books,"' said Lawrence. "For instance, we 
might sell you a used book for $15. If the 
price of that book goes to $20 between the 
time of original purchase and the time of 
return, you still get $10 back when you sell us 
the book — in other words, you have paid $5 
for it." 

•Buying trips. Customarily, both 
bookstore managers fly all over the country 
to procure books from various wholesalers. 
Sometimes securing necessary books is a 
matter of being at the right place at the right 
tune. 

•Whatever has not been procured 
through Telex, buy-back or buying trips is 
then ordered from the publishers. Hemling 
the list of publishing companies are McGraw- 
Hill, Prentiss-Hall, and Harper & Row. 

Ever wondered what the difference is 
between bookstores dealing in primarily texts 



and commercial bookstores? 

"Like very other business, we have a rate 
at which we do business," said Reynolds. 

"But basically, we pay more (than 
commercial bookstores) to make less." 

Reynolds explained that commercial 
bookstores operate by carrying long-discount 
merchandise, or merchandise that allows for 
a 40 percent gross margin, rather than the 20 
percent, short -discount margin allowed to 
textbook dealers. For example, a book sold 
by a commercial dealer can be obtained for 
$6 and sold for $10, whereas textbook dcaiers 
would buy a textbook for $10 and sell it for 
$8. 

Both bookstores accept checks with 
minimum identification; usually a student ID 
card is sufHcient. You may also use Visa or 
MasterCard to buy books and materials at 
either place. But, as both managers point 
out, ''We do prosecute for bad checks." 

Between six and eight bad checks a day, or 
over 100 per month, come through Bill's, 
said Reynolds, And if the average check is for 
$75, that figure translates into $7,500 in 
monthly losses, if the money is not recovered. 

There was a time when the friendly 
management at Bill's would make the calls 
and handle the paperwork concerning bad 
check writers. Not so anymore, said 
Reynolds. Bill's has in recent months 
arranged foir the state attorney's office to 
take over "the dirty work." At the 
University Bookstore, the state 
Comptroller's office gets the stores* bad 
check lists.

A number of off-campus facilities also provide help with 
physical and emotional problems. 

The Crisis Center, a division of Apalachee Community 
Mental Health Services, offers free 24 hour telephone 
assistance for problems with drug and alcohol overdoses, 
depression, child and spouse abuse, and other emergency 
mental health problems. To reach a counselor call 487- 
2930. (For more information, on counseling services, see 
story, next page.) 

Two Tallahassee based organizations deal specifically 
with women's health maintenance. 

The North ilorida Wonen's Health aad Coaineling 
Service, open from 10 a.m. to 5 p.m. Monday through 
Friday, offers free pregnancy testing, evening gynecology 
clinics, pre-natal education, adoption referrals, herpes and 
other venereal disease updates, psychological counseling, as 
well as a Saturday abortion clinic. The center can be 
reached at 877-3183. 

The Feminist Women's Health Center, founded in 1974, 
is a non-profit, community health organization. By 
computing fees on a sliding scale basis based on income it is 
able to offer health services at low cost. The center, open 
from 9 a.m. to 6 p.m. Monday through Saturday, provides 
birth control, abortions, V.D. screening and pre-natal care. 
Call 224-9600 for more information. 

The community-based C.W. Quinn Clinic takes a holistic 
approach to medicine. In addition to providing general 
medical care, this unique facility offers treatments as varied 
as acupuncture, hypnosis, and herbal therapy. Other 
services include fa^i^ and marriage counseling, sports 
medicine and nutrition for the athlete, weight control and 
stop smoking clinics, help with drug and alcohol abuse, as 
well as individual and group psychotherapy. Fees are based 
on the individual's ability to pay and patients can also barter 
for services. Located east of Florida A&M on S. Adams 
St., the clinic is open from tl a.m. to 6:30 p.m. Monday 
thru Friday and from 9 a.m. to S p.m. Saturday. Cidl 224- 
9489 to set up an appointment. 

Emergency medical treatment is available 24 hours a day 
at the Tallahassee Memorial Regional Medical Center's 
emergency room, located at 1300 Miccosukee Road, or at 
Tallaha'rec Commanity HospiUl at 2626 Capital Medical 
Blvd. Dial 91 ' ^or emergency ambulance service. 
iSw^assce Memorial, a 771 bed, dty owned hospital

An alternative to Tallahassee Memorial's emergency 
room is the Walk-In Emergency Center, located at 1661 
Phillips Rd. The Center can treat injuries such as bums, 
lacerations, and broken bones as weU as minor ilhiesses. 
Because the center handles only minor injuries and 
illnesses, it can provide non-critical emergency medical 
trMtment cheaper and with less waiting time than 
l^illlihassee Memorial, according to a spokesperson at the 
center. The center, open from 10 a.m. to 10 p.m. 365 days a 
year, accepts insurance policies under certain circumstances 
but otherwise requires cash.

If any incoming students wonder why they 
are required to come to Florida State 
University a full week before classes start, 
they will soon find out as they begin the 
process of wading through the bureaucracy, 
red tape and seemingly endless lines which 
must be endured to become a full-fledged 
student in Tallahassee. 

During this week you should be prepared 
to stand in lines, lines, and more lines, most 
of the time to spend money. You have to wait 
to register for classes, wait to pick up class 
schedules and, if you don't get the classes 
you requested, (not an uncommon occurrence 

at FSU), wait in any number of drop/add 
lines. Be comforted .hat everyone will have 
to stand in lines to get books, and many 
others will join you to get a parking permit 
and to turn your utilities on at City Hall. 

FSU Oriei^tation, for those who have not 
gone through Early Orientation, began 
yesterday and ends tomorrow, and academic 
advising begins today. All students classified 
as "Basic Division" are required to have 
their advisor's signature on their schedules, 
which means students must track them down 
either today or tomorrow since schedule 
turn -in is tomorrow. In order to work out a 
schedule, you can pick up course registration 
booklets in the Suwannee Arcade. With an 
FSU ID card you can aL o pick up an '82-'83 
Florida Slate University Bulletin there, which 
has handy general information and outlines 
classes. 

This year, schedules have to be turned in at

the Civic Center tomorrow and picked up 
there on Friday and Saturday, August 27 and 
28. Students may get student identification 
cards at the Civic Center, and fees may paid 
at the time you pick up your schedule, but 
must be paid by September 3. If you don't 
pick up your schedule by 4:00 p.m. Saturday 
it will be cancelled. Late registration is 
August 30 and 31. 

In order to get to the Civic Center, you can 
Walk three blocks from the main gate or ride 



the Capitol Shuttle. The shuttle leaves every 
ten minutes from the corner of Copeland and 
CoUege Street, and goes downtown and then 
past the Civic Center. A special shuttle 
between the Union and the Center will run 
every fifteen minutes between 9 a.m. and 4 
p.m. during registration. 

Those unfortunate many who do not 
receive all the hours they desired, or who 
change their minds about the classes they did 
receive, must go through drop/add, which 
begins on the flrst day of classes, August 30. 



If you should find yourself in this 
predicament, beware of skipping the first day 
of classes, for some schools reserve the right 
to automatically drop a student who misses 
the first session. 

A good rule to remember at FSU is to keep 
all receipts, whether from drop/add, paying 
a Hbrary or parking fine, tuition, the health 
center, or any university-related transaction. 
These receipts can be a good defense against 
possible computer errors and can be 
invaluable when trying to prove that you 
really took a class for which you received no 
credit, or that you paid a fine. If you don't 
pay a fine, your diploma and transcripts can 
be withheld or you may not be allowed to 
register for classes. 

Since the dorms are full for fall semester, if 
you haven't already made living 
arrangements, there are several options open 
to those who are apartment or house- 
hunting. Near-campus apartments began 
getting sparse around late June, but the 
classified ads abound with people looking tor 
roommates and realtors willing to fili 
student's needs. The Campus Housing 
office, located in the University Union, also 
provides students with help in finding 
roommates or living quarters. 

For those moving into dorms, you 
probably have been introduced to the most 
widespread pastime at FSU during the week 
before classes — standing in lines — as you 
wait either for an elevator to move your 
belongings in or to get a key, which also 
requires a deposit.

•Women's Center.The Women's Center provides services 
and support for women on the FSU campus while it works 
to create a better understanding of women and their 
problems. "The o^Jy requirement for joiiung is wanting 
to," says assistant director Sharon Adams. The group does 
not exclude men. 

Among the many services that the group provides is a 
child care co-op that operates Monday thru Friday and is 
available to students, staff and faculty of the university. 
The women's center also provides support groups, rap 
groups and an information referral service.Plans for the fall 
include sponsoring Rape Awareness Week and hopefully 
the beginning of a running club, Adams said. Concerts such 
as the Chris Williamson concert scheduled for September 
19 in Diamond Auditorium are also sponsored by the group. 

The (xnter always welcomes ideas from students and 
offers work study positions. Volunteers are welcome and 
letters of recommendation are available. The office is 
located at 1 12 N. Woodward. 

•Student Community interaction. This is FSU's volunteer 
opportunity center. It works as a liason between students 
an4 the community by placing students who want work 
experience in volunteer positions.

$10, compared to the $14 "W" permits 
for on-campus student parking. 

'•W*» stickers allow students to park in 
lots reserved from 7:30 a.m. to 5:S) p.m. 
and marked by signs and/or white lines. 

Parking lots marked "R" or designated 
by red lines are reserved for the full-time 
faculty and staff of FSU. Blue lines 
designate spaces for handicapped persons. 

Motorcyclists may purchase "M/C" 
permits for any spaces reserved for 
motorcycles. 

In addition, three pay lots on 
Woodward street may be used by any 
vehicle bearing an FSU parking sticker. 

Between 7:30 .m. and 3:30 p.m. vehicles 
are required to have permits to drive on 
campus. 

The recently completed study suggests 
raising the price of parking permits may be 



one way to raise more money for the 
maintenance of FSU*s transit system. 

Parking Services currently generates its 
own funds from fines, permit fees and 
meter/gate receipts from pay lots. 

While eligible for capital improvement 
funds, parking improvements are usually 
the last priority i^t these funck, the study 
noted. 

The University could charge Seminole Bus 
passengers, but retain free service for those 
who buy parking permits, the study 
suggested. 

With the current system, motorists who 
buy parking permits ai-e subsidizing free 
bus service for the rest of its usersr said 
Neal Friedman, executive director of the 
Florida Public Interest Research Group. 

Carney says university officials have not 
had a chance to discuss the 
recommendations of the long-range study 
and could not comment on whether any 
of the suggestions yaH be adopted.

Literally thousands of students and non-students alike will 
be signing housing agreements in Tallahassee in the next 

couple of weeks. 

But most of those renters will be making agreements 
without any idea of what their rights and responsibilities as 
.renters will be. And most won't read their lease agreement 
over carefully, if they even get one. 

As a result, many renters will end up dissatisfied, with 
unreturned deposits, unrepaired deficiencies and brbken 
promises. 

But many of those problems can be avoided if renters only 
take the time to read their leases, find out their rights and 
take the appropriate legal action when problems do arise. 
" That's the analysis of a local attorney who has been 
researching rental laws and advising unhappy renters for the 
piist six months. 

•'Most people are unfamiliar with their lease and the rights 
they have as renters under the law," said Steve Keller, staff 
attorney for the Florida Public Interest Research Group, a 
consumer-oriented organization funded and run by 
students at Florida State University. 

Local renters are handicapped by the failure of most 
landlords to comply with state laws which are already slanted 
in the landlord's favor and by their own ignorance, Keller 
said. 

Consider the following carefully concealed secrets in the 
Florida Residential Landlord and Tenant Act, as drafted in 
1973 and amended subsequently: 

•Most landlords must tell tenants what they've done with 
their security deposits soon after the rent period begins and 
return the deposits, along with any interest earned, when the 
rent period ends; 

* A landlord must set down in writing the cost of actual 
repairs done after a renter's departure to deduct any money 
from the deposit. He can't blanketly refuse to return the 




deposit; 

•If a renter fails to pay rent on time or violates some other 
part of the lease agreement, by keeping a forbidden pet or not 
keeping the place clean, the landlord can't immediately evict 
the renter. In most cases, the landlord must give the tenant 
time to make up the violation; 

•A landloi'd can't prohibit a tenant from using a waterbed 
or getting cable television service. The most the landlord can 
do is require the tenant to buy insurance to cover any damage 
from a faulty waterbed. 

A local survey conducted by FPIRG officials this past 
spring showed that many landlords ignore these and other 
provisions of the law and frequently included illegal 
requirements in lease agreements, Keller says. 

Keller has just finished writing a handbook for renters 
which should be out early next month. And since April 



FPIRG has been operating a consumer hotline geared 
especially for the dissatisfied renter. 

The biggest complaint most callers have is with landloi ds 
who keep their security deposits, sometimes for questionable 
or even illegal reasons, according to Keller. The second most 
common complaint is with landlords who fail to repair 
appliances and structural deficiencies, and the third is with 
landlords who visit the property without notice or without 
good reason. 

To prevent those and other problenis, Keller suggests a 
• handful of hints for renters about td get into a new rental 
agreement: 

•Read the lease agre,ement carefully before you sign i:. If 
you don't understand or disagree with any part of it, ask the 
landlord about it or have it changed. And make sure you get 

a copy of the agreement; 

•Make sure you get any promises the landlord makes to 
you outside of the lease, like promising to replace the carpel, 
in writing; 

•Insist that the landlord tell you what he has done with 
your deposit, as he is usually required to do by law, and when 
he will pay you interest on it, if he is earning any; 

• Inspect the place before you move in, writing down the 
condition of all major appliances, doors, windows, and sn 
on. Then get the landlord or some other witness who is lun 
related to you to sign your report. Repeat the process just 
before you leave; 

•Insist your lease agreement allow the landlord to visit the 
place only at a reasonable time, with your permission. Then 
when you move in, write to the landlord what you think 
"reasonable" is — namely, during regular daytime hours, 
in your presence and after one day's notice. 

If problems continue, always first assume the landlord is 
aware of the problem and simply write him about it, Keller 
suggests. If that fails, more drastic action, like filing a 
comiplaint about a housing code violation, demanding rent

The Bourbon Paradox: The more you pay the less you get

Cruise Tallahassee's bar circuit for a short while and a 
significant pattern becomes apparent. The ritzy— or perhaps 
rperely costly— joints that charge $2 a drink aren't there to 
cater to sodden drunks. The drinks exist for polite sipping, 
over pre-prandial repartee. Ice glimmers as it gently bobs in 
amber fluid, which contains a proper shot of alcohol, 
measured by one of those digital spout gauges that insure 
owners a healthy profit margin. 

You'll enjoy a couple of drinks, and wind up with a hefty 
tab to put on Pop's Visa card. If Pop's revoked your credit 
already, you'll be in trouble and have to leave a driver's 
license in lieu of payment, and without a driver's license, 
you'll neycr be allowed into another Tennessee Street beer 
hall. 

Actually, that could be a blessing, but that's beside the 
point. 



Unlock the secrets of the Bourbon Paradox and you'll find 
yourself in synch with Tallahassee's lazy, drunken mood and 
fiercely sweltering climate.

There are dangers inherent. Potential DDI's or auto 
collisions, habitual drinking, that sort of thing. But if you're 
19, you're an adult and you can ruin your hfe however you 
wish. 

Once you've done that, you can drown your sorrows at 
Kent's, 1133 Thomasville Rd. Drinks average a buck, are 
bracingly strong, and blend well with the lounge's perpetual 
shadows. Three of 'em will cripple you so watch out. A 
country-oriented juke box adds to the laid-back flavor of 
Kent's, but be cautious when you leave— the sheriff's 
department is next door. 

Fred's Back Door is legend among FSU 



undergrads— especially freshmen who first discover it, pack 
it in hordes, and implode the bar with boozy, hormonal 
overload. An infamous meeting place for young singles and 
not-so-singles, Fred's is also popular with working-class 
Southern folk and post-football game crowds. Drinks are 85 
cents for standard Bourbon and Coke. And an expanded 
interior means fewer must stand outside. Not for 
claustrophobics and those w ho disdain frottageas a sociable 
behavior. 

Fred's Dry Dock is considerably more mellow, attracting a 
smoother, state-worker crowd and young couples. More 
intimate, its prices are comparable to the Back Door. 

Bullwinklc's— Hit Happy Hour— somewhere between 1 
and 7 p.m., and a tastv double is but $1.50. Not great, but 
not too bad. Plus there's usually hip tunes on a cassette 
deck, Talking Heads, Marshall Crenshaw, Clash, et al 
boomi ng i n the beer garden .

be reduced, withholding rent or taking the 
landlord to court, is possible. 

FPIRG has a variety of forms and 
informational materials available at its 
office in Room 215 of the Student Union. 
FPIRG officials will also counsel tenants on 
their consumer hotline at 644-4884. 

But most of those steps require a fairly 
detailed knowledge of the state law and 
other regulations, and Keller urges tenants 
to consult a lawyer when necessary. 

"For instance, there's a formal 
procedure you have to follow for 
withholding rent," Keller said. "If you 
don't follow it, you could lose 
automatically and, if your lease requires it, 
be forced to pay your landlord's attorney's 
fees." 

FSU students who can*t afford to go out 
and hire a private attorney for $50 to $75 an 
hour can call Student Legal Services at 644- 
1811 and be referred to a lawyer who will 
advise students free of charge. 

You can also call Legal Services of North 
Florida at 224-6375 to obtain legal services 
for no cost or at reduced rates depending on 
your income. 

But probably the most powerful action a 
dissatisfied tenant can take- is to get 
together with other dissf^sHed tenants, 
according to Keller. 

Several dozen tenants at Regency Realty 
Corporation's Carolina Place Apartments 
marched on Regency last month, making 



public their demands in a meeting with 
company officials. 

•*Well coordinated and widespread 

tenant participation can make a rent strike 
successful, using tenants' most powerful 
remedy — withholding rent," said Keller. 
"The landlord can be forced to remedy 
problems where large numbers of tenants 
join in the rent withholding." 

Even with the power of tenant 
organizing, the disadvantage most 
dissatisfied renters suffer is that the law was 
written to protect the landlord, not the 
tenant, Keller says. 

"The law puts a lot of obligations on 
tenants," he said. "The burden is usually 
on the tenant to take action, when the 
landlord is the one who has the 
information." 

Landlord/tenant laws in other states are 
more fair to tenants, Keller says. 

What's more, in Florida the law is 
frequently so ambiguous that it can be 
interpreted many different ways or, in 
many cases, just i^ored completely, he 
says. 

A bill passed by the Legislature in April 
clarified several sections of the act, but 
FPIRG plans to lobby the Legislature to 
tighten up the rest of it and add more 
consumer-oriented provisions in the next 
few years. 

FPIRG lobbyists will probably try to beef 

up guarantees that tenants get interest 
payments for their deposits during the next 
legislative session, FPIRG executive 
director Neal Friedman said.

'Edie': high speed glamor and a fast drop

Edk: An American Biography, by Jean Stein, eiUted with 
Geoife PHmptOB, Alfred A. Knopf Inc, 19S2, $16M. 

Save for a year of high-glare glory, a fleeting, voguish, 
flash-bulb moment in the Pop-Art netherworld cultivated 
and manipulated by Andy Warhol, Edie Sedgwick might 
never have mattered. 

Product of a venerable — and monied — American 
family, she zoomed to celebrity in 1965 as one of Warhol's 
superstars — curiously invented personalities whose presence 
in the giddy New York City boho-art scene resonated the air 
of royalty, of instant fame and en^^ possMlities. 

The star of such underground film documents as Vinyl said 
Kitchen, Edie was a product of New England breeding and 
Warhol's Factory, a crazy-quilt loftspace that spawned a 
succession of 60s pop-celebs: Viva, Ingrid Superstar, Baby 
Jane Holzer, Paul America — and Nico — whose dark 
presence drifted like a coil of smoke over the first, great 
Velvet Underground album, another project launched 
through Warhol. 

But Edie's spark was brief. After a year of fame as Queen 
of the Warhol court, she took a skydive into amphetamine 
oblivion. The Sedgwicks were a family notorious for 
emotional disturbances, and Edie followed in the blue- 
blooded family tradition. In and out of posh mental homes 
as a teen-ager, she began a six-year descent at age 22 that 
would take her through a sericfs of seedier institutions. 
Already addicted to speed, later dependent on barbituates, 
she declined rapidly from Vogue model to helpless waif, and 
would die in 1971 from suffocation provoked by an 
accidental overdose of sleeping pills. Another casualty of the 
60s. 

In Edie — An American Biography, author Jeaii Stein — 
with George Plimpton — unearths the sordid, sad, riveting 
details of Edie*s4*fe in a mantter that expands the scope of 
tim oml biography beyond pop necrophilia. Unlike, say.

Elvis, where Albert Goldman wallowed in purple prose about 
Presley's epic perversions and drug abuse, Edie avoids 
exploitative sleaze. Stein spent a decade after Edie's death 
conducting the 250-plus interviews that comprise this book. 
Collated, edited and weaved into a near-seamless oral 
narrative, these voices offer a variety of perspectives — not 
only on Edie, but on the 60s, the American Dream and 
celebrity, a$ well as provide fresh glimpses behind Warhol's 
aluminum curtain. 

There's a compulsive appeal to Edie, something in the way 
its narrative doggedly consumes its reader, that marks it as 
more than this season's best-selling coffee-table totem book. 
There's a fascination, a glow about Edie's life that echoes 
that famous quote from On The Road where Keroauc wrote 
that **Theraty people for me are the mad ones, the ones who 
are mad to live, mad to talk, mad to be saved, desirous of 
everything at the same time, the ones who never yawn or say 
a commonplace thing, but burn, burn, burn like fabulous 
yellow roman candles exploding like spiders across the stars 
and in the middle you see the centerlight pop and everybody 
goes *Awww.* " 

'*Edie had so little to work wi^," observes her older 
sister, Saucie. "How small the furniture of her life was. She 
grew up with a total lack of boi«ndaries, a total lack of a 
sense of scale about herself." 

Edie was the debutante of the New England Sedgwicks, 
whose roots ran back to Judge Theodore Sedgwick, who 
settled in Stockbridge Mass. shortly after the American 
revolution. Her great-grandfather founded the upper-crust 
Groton school, a great-uncle was an editor at Atlantic, her 
father Fraiicis, who resettled the family on a California 
ranch, wa^ a Harvard graduate who failed at his greatest 



ambitions, but became successful as a rancher. Called Fuzzy, 
Francis distinquished himself as a sculptor, wrote an 
undistinguished novel, and sired eight children by his wife, 
Alice DeForest. Fuzzy had a history of nervous breakdowns 
and manic-depresaon, and doctors advised the couple never 
to have children. They should have listened. 

Fuzzy's spirit looms over Edie like something larger-than- 
life, as much the subject of the book as his daughter. A 
macho, fitness freak who looked like "a cross between Mr. 
America and General Patton," recalls a visitor — one of 
Saucie's friends — to the Sedgwicks' Rancho Laguna. 

"Duke Sedgwick reminded me of something from Mount 
Olympus... that was the feeling. It was a stud farm that 
house, with this great stallion parading around in as little as 
he could. We were the mares. But it wasn't sex, it was 
breeding..." 

Fuzzy (or Duke as he was known) had a domineering, 
oversexed attitude that contributed to the later troubles of his 
sons Minty and Bobby, who would die in their 20s, suicides 
in drug-hazed asylums. 

Edie claimed Fuzzy always tried to seduce her, and family 
members recall that he frequently enjoyed flings with other 
women, even made passes at his son's dates. He was 
unrelenting in his expectations, even cruel, and on his death 
bed, says Edie's brother Harry, "Fuzzy suddenly realized 
that he had destroyed people. He sent out a Christmas card 
with some Greek saint, or some character in song and story 
who apparently had destroyed his children. Killed them all. 
Alice stopped the mailing but a few got out." 

For Edie, studies at Cambridge were her first chance to 
escape her father's domination. Less concerned with school 
than with her first flashes of social glory, Edie's court was 
the brightest lights of the school's homosexual fringe. 

"Edie loved the very nitroglycerine queens, the really 
smart ones who knew everything. She wanted high, very

sophisticated brilliant faggot friends who posed no threat to 
her body," remembers a Cambridge associate. 

That was 1964, and Edie was only a skip away from New 
York City. In early 1965, she found a new circle, a new 
father-figure in Andy Warhol. 

A voice recalls: "When Edie me( Warhol, it was this 
immediate thing. They were going to make movies. Andy 
started escorting her... any time the camera was turned on, she 
would gravitate toward it like Gloria Swanson at the end of 
Sunset Boulevard. " 

Saucie adds that: "(Warhol's) deadly banality made Andy 
a final weapon against my father. There was no way my 
father could get to Andy Warhol.'* 

In 1965, Patti Smith saw a picture of Edie 4n Vogue as a 
"Youthquaker." A picture shows her arabesqueing on a 
leather rhino in her bedroom, wearing black tights and a 
boat-necked sweater, an anorexic beauty "with anthracite- 
black eyes and legs to swoon over." To Patti Smith she 
"represented everything... radiating intelligence, speed, being 
connected with the moment..." 

And so Edie was for the moment. There were movies. 
Drugs. Wild, non-stop, round-the-clock sex. More drugs. 
Visits to "drug doctors" like Dr. Roberts, who popped a 
needle into her rear containing cocaine, or speed, or heroin, 
or vitamins, or acid. Edie quickly became a speed freak, 
someone who "was very nervous, very fragile, very thin, very 
hysterical. You could hear her screaming even when she 
wasn't screaming —> this sort of supersonic whistUng.*' 
Warhol recalls that her hands crawled and fidgeted in her 
sleep, and another remembers that "Edie's success as a drug 
geisha was based on her ability to handle high-speed drugs 
and high-speeds... she was only really beautiful when she was 
running not just at 15 miles an hour... but at 1500."

Soon after leaving Warhol, in 1966, Edie started to slip. 
She almost fit in as a model for Vogue, but the drugs didn't 

mesh with the magazine's policies. Her timing was off. 

There was an infatuation with Dylan, countless sexual 
encounters, overdoses, bedroom fires, admissions to 
hospitals, accidents. In a year, she had slid from the 
limeligh't. 

In 1968, she went home to California, barely able to walk, 
her X-rayed brain looking like swiss-cheese. There were more 

hospitals, silicon injections, a fast slide to nowhere 
chronicled in the failed, sleazoid film Ciao Manhattan 
(which has just been re-released to cash in on Edie's best- 
seller status). 

A poor little rich girl betrayed by her fathers, perhaps. 
But these flat details are made poignant, endlessly fascinating 
in Edie. There's a cold, objective feel to this book that leaves, 
one with the feeling of having missed something. A more 
intimate, personalized, subjective sketch of Edie's life, 
perhaps. But how honest would that be? 

Stein's compilation-job connects the fragments of a 
generation, uniting them in a shattered, yet clear, reflection

of a furious period in American life. 

In Edie, the 60s dazzle like an incandescent firebomb, 
zing like a speedbail shot in the mainline, and then crash 
down in ruin. 

It's a dizzying trip. '

There's even a program of early TV, for 
those who CBN's line-up fails to coddle. 

Saturday's series, auspiciously dubbed 
Special Events, offers the most mteresting 
stuff. Topping the Saturday nite flicks are 
Michael Powell's lovingly perverse taping 
Tom (A personal favorite of Martin (Taxi 
Driver) Scorcese, Fellini's 55^, the acclaimed 
LA punk documentary The Decline of 
Western Civilization, and other intriguing, 
downright interesting stuff. 

The Humanities Series, surprisingly, is one 
of the cultural bright spots of this semester. 
Of course, there are the expected jillionth 
screenings of Potemkin, Cabinet of Dr. 
Caligari, and Citizen Kane, but there's quite a 
few seldom-seen flicks (at least for 
Tallahassee). Try yawning at Hitchcock's 
The Lady Vanishes (Orson Welles' favorite 
film). Odd Man Out (suspense extravaganza a 
la Sir Carol Reed), Cavalcanti's Nicholas 
Nickelby, Keaton's The General, and the 
Ladykillers (demented mid-50s British flick). 
See how far that gets you. 

For those dark and dreary moments, 
there's a series of Chekhov films. Three 
Sisters, Uncle Vanya, The Shooting Party, 
etc. Sure hope it's better than Mainstage's 
attempts at presenting Chekhov. 

All in all, not the most exciting program 
UPO or FSU has ever offered, but, for 
whatever it's worth, Tallahassee's cultural 
oasis is once again open for busiaess.

Rude boys go universal

It was culture night in Brixton. The 
Casbah Club was in operation at the Fair 
Deal. The caravans of cool boys and girls 
were out. Back-combed hair and sparkle- 
dancing. Yeah, everybody down south of the 
river to see the Clash. Four Horsemen. 

The Fair Deal is a nice venue. One of those 
thirties cine' -palaces with ice cream-sculpted 
coUimns and all manner of baroque loopings 
and grottos and classical vistas stuck up next 
to the roof and lit with velvety-blue light 
It's got carpet on the floor so you can dance 
bouncy. There are no seats — who needs 
seats? And it's just across the road from the 
Tube, just down the road from the Kentucky 
Fried, in street-credibility Capital of the 
World Brixton. 

Home of riots and Clash gigs. The boys 
like to play here. It*s instant sharp. Ticket 
prices are low and you can decorate the place 
with Rastas and the sound system plays 
nothing but reggae and besides it's fun to 
make the middle class kids come somewhere 
interesting. 

Just standing around before the show, 
listening to Mikey Dread before the lights go 
off, you can see that a Clash audience is a 
catholic audience. Time was you just got 
spikey hajr and chains and bondage trousers. 
Well, they're still here,. God bless 
them— persecuted exotic minority like 
Maoris. But there arc skinhead youth. North 
[ oiidon upper-middle-classniks in nice 
.laegar shirts and jeans from Harrods, black 
kids into disco, black kids into Jali, 
American kids rigged out 'a la prep (are they 
losn) ar\d trendies of many faiths. 

Oh dear. 1 think the boys have gone and 
got a universal following. Like the Beatles. 
Like the Stones used to have. And the New 
Musical Express has staited referring to 
them, sideways but not sarcastically, as the 
Greatest Rock and Roll Band in the World. 
Well, well. It's a long way from "White 
Riot." 

Is it? One does not pogo as much as one 
did. One does not gob. One does not snarl. 
This is the audience. We jump about. But it*s 
not just poHte. It*s not dead. It's different. 
People seemed to feel switched-on no less 
than they ever did. So when Strummer and 
Co. opened with "White Riot" the audience 
went with them in the present tense. The song 
isn't just a relic of the Golden Age of Punk. 



The potential is still there, the edge of 
focused discontent is still there. But after all 
these years of Thatcher and whatnot, 
violence is something that erupts, not a 
recreation, not just for fun on a Friday night 
in Brixton. 

The Clash are no less serious than they ever 
were.Their ideas have gotten more varied, not 
less intense. Look at the new album. What a 
collection of stuff, what a range — "Red 
Angel Dragnet" intoned by one very serious 
Paul Sunonon to the splendid Stones pastiche 
df '^Should I Stay^or Should I Go?". Both 
great songs. 

Ah, but, you say, in the Glory Days of 
1977, the Clash would never have bothered 
with non-utilitarian stuff. No fun. 
Commitment. "Police and Thieves." "I'm 
So Bored with the USA." Revolution. 

Well, that little revolution didn't exactly 
work, did it? And the band that stays still will 
die (D.K.'s Shark Law). We're into 
subversion, now. Much subtler. Much more 
fun. The Clash have moved on. But they 
remember where they came from. So in the 
show on Friday night we had "Garageland" 
as well as "Ghetto Defendant" off the new 
album. We had the British revolutionary 
anthem "Clampdown" (Let fury have the 
hour/ Anger can be power/You know that 
you can use it!") and the sentimental- 
autobiographical "Stay Free" which 
everyone is ashamed to love. 

You know, nasty bad Bolshies that they 
are, the Clash come right out of the English 
music hail tradition. You sing along in a 
Clash show — always in the same 
places— "Where'd you go?" in "Safe 
European Home," the oh-oh-ohs in 
••Remote Control" and **1 live by the river! ' 
in "London Calling." It's an aspect of them 
that is familiar and safe, incongruous not 
ruinous. The audiences' grandparents used to 
sing along at concerts, too— "Berlington 
Bertie from Bow" in all the right places. 

This does not diminish the effectiveness of 
the Clash. You still dance like a maniac. You 
still come out of a Clash show feeling dry- 
cleaned and oiled-up. Listen to Radio Clash, 
America. It's even got something for you. 
Sing along and rock the Casbah. It's 
revolutionary kosher, the dark side of nice 
London boys. Strummer, Jones, Simonon, 
and Chimes may not have the chiselled 
features of the Flytes or the heartthrobs in 
Chariots of Fire, but they, too are-England.

Take "punk" or "new wave" fashion:

Slash-and-burn style is 
straitjacketed, or sta-pressed into designer 
duds. 

No fun. 

The trick is to do your own recycling, dig 
back into an earlier era to reassign meaning 
to forgotten or vaguely nostalgic threads. 
Think Post-War, Eisenhower chic vs. 
"Dobie GilHs" and you'll begin to get the 
idea. Strip Grandad's look from its socio- 
cultural anchor, its signifying time and place, 
and lend style some new vdues. 

And I don't mean subverting prep. 
Ripping the gator from an Izod, or doing a 
Jackson Pollock on painter pants is hep, as is 
skinning your scalp for a new-fangled 
Mohawk. That won't really cut it at a dorm 
mixer. 

Ward Cleaver clones, however, would do 
just fine. 

But where do you begin to find 50s non- 
chic suburban garb in the post-chie IDs? 
Maas Bros.? Sears? The Surf Shop ? 

Nyet. Take a cruise to the dusty receptacles 
of society's ancient refuse, where perfectly 
divine clothes are abandoned, banished, 
buried like shiny chunks of gold for intrepid 
prospectors to retrieve and parade. 

Yep. The Salvation 3irmy Store, or the 
Goodwill Store, or any number of small- 
town second-hand shops where the cost is 
cheap and the supply abundant. 
_ Tallahassee has both a Salvation Army (on 



S. Adams St.) and a Goodwill Store (on 
Mabry) loaded with a typical assortment of 
work shirts, khaki slacks, weird hats and 
shirts with op, day-glo bright, pleasantly dull 
and wickedly active patterns and schemes.

What if the movies 
came out like this?

Summer's over, cinematically, and it's 
almost call for joy. For the movie tycoons of 
Tinseltown, it was, indeed, joyous. Films like 
£.7., Poltergeist, Star Trek II, and whatnot 
raked in jiUions, sent lines around the block, 
and caused tons of innocent corn-kernels to 
commit hari-kari in popcorn poppers all 
around America. 

But these cinematic blockbusters weren't 
thrown together overnight. Their creation 
required teams of nodding yes-men, reams of 
note-paper, thousands of blackboards, 
millions of chalk-sticks. It took time, sweat 
and money to mold the filmmakers' fledgling 
ideas into something that would sell in 
Peoria. 

And, to be frank (which I ought to be darn 
good at), their initial ideas were scnnewhat 
less then perfect. How do I know? My 
Hollywood contact recently unearthed reams 

of coffee-stained notes from the waste-cans 
of America's movie mavens. These giddy 
scraps show clearly that modern movies need 
a bit of work before they hit the movie 
houses. 

From my confidential file, straight out of 
Mbvieland*s secret Dempster Dumpmaster, I 
present these excerpts of original concepts 
for the films that were to become this 

summer's blockbusters. 

Conceptual-Type Ideas 
1 . The Road Runner. This Warner Brothers 
film would have combined two of their 
summer hits. The Road Warrior and Blade- 



runner. From the notes: "Have Harrison 
Ford play Wile E. Coyote, Mel Gibson the 
Road-Runner. They chase each other 
through an apocalyptic desert landscape, 
armed with Acme products. Lots of violent 
explosions, break-neck chases, falls off steep 
cliffs." 

Chuck Jones was originally set to direct. 

2. D.T. Steven Spielberg's original concept 
for his four-hanky sci-fi winner was rather 
odd. From the director's discarded notes: "A 
neato sci-fi remake of The Lost Weekend. 
Get Ray MiUand (is he still alive? check) to 
play alcoholic profe^r who is visited by cute 
little alien guy from outer space. Ray isn't 
surprised, thinks it's just another of his 
alcoholic hallucinations, ignores it 
completely. Little alien guy feels dejected 
until he meets and falls in love with a broken 
Pac-man machine. Ought to really make 'em 
weep." 

3. Toon, the Dbney Studios needed a big 
hit this summer, and this early idea for Tron 
would have ju^ been too esoteric for most 

audiences. 

"Jeff Bridges as a young Disney animator 
who is cosmically pulled into the very cartoon 
he's working on, chased by Mickey Mouse, 
Donald and Goofy for all the beatings 
they've taken, over the years, in other films. 
Ought to be a winner." 

4. The Sthing. John Carpenter's original 
idea for his remake of The Thing is too odd 
to comment on. Let the notes suffice: "Set in 
Roaring '20s. Gangsters Rocky Skwirl and 
"Bull" Winkel discover an alien being in

their Chicago speakeasy. The creature, it 
turns out, is an excellent bartender, but his 
impressions of Rudy Vallee sends chills down 
the spine of every flapper. " 

5. Po*hrygeist Spielberg's initial concept 
for this sununer's big horror hit (you know 
what) needed a bit of revision. 

"A suburban family is haunted by the 
angry ghost of Col. Sanders, who's after 
them for only eating at Pizza Hut for the last 
three years.

Television is the Labor Day Sale grab-bag of 
entertainment mediums. It*s a wasteland, to be sure, but 
one populated by peculiarly appealing scavengers and 
carrion. The key, always, is ncvtr to expect too much, and

Herewith are listed an off-the-cuff top ten of available 
video treats, ranging from real quality to utter garbage but 
all— in one way or anothcT'-perversely amusing.

2. The YoMMg and tke Muttkss: Sex and sex and sex and 
sex and blood and money and spinning circles of deceit 
that'll leave you dizzy. A truly wonderful, hour-long soap 
that seethes with lust and contempt and rancid schemes for 
power. 1 mean, can you afford to not know what ex- 
stripper Nicky will do next? Plenty of action, cheap 
melodrama and exaggerated plot developments. What 
more could you want? (My All My Children compares. 

3. Another Ltfe: The Christian version of TY&TR. 
Sanitized and wiped-out, this product of the Christian 
Broadcasting Network is appealing purely for that fact. 
Also, it's the only soap you can tune in at 1 i:30 p.m. Keep 
tuned at midnight and you can watch the Burns and Allen 
show— -30 minutes of SOs dumbness rescued only by Gracie 
AHen's inspired lunacy. 

4. Bymaty. Fve only seen this once, but it was worth it. 
Linda Evan's cheekbones and Joan Collins' icy bitchiness 
are infinitely more compelling than the flabbed-out 
intrigues of the boring Dallas. Mostly, it's about tainted 
love, twisted bloodlines and feminine oneupmanship. What 
more could prime time aspire to but a gilded, slicked-up 
soap? 

5. Green Acres: To quote F/am/ieatf critic Frank Young: 
**This |s like Luis Bunuel in Hooterville. The show deincts 

an environment where anything and everything is 
maddeningly possible." And the scary thing is, the foibles 
and surreal pitfalls that plague Eddie Albert bear eerie 
parallels to real life, Albert's agrarian populism is 
contrasted by wife Zsa Zsa's consumerist elitism, and 
thwarted by everyone else. 

6. Mike Dougha and Peopk Tonight. Since Cable News 
Network canned L^ Leonard, the aging and formerly 
syndicated talk show host has held the late-night chat spot 
on the News Channel. Made-up to appear in his early SOs, 
Douglas is much older than that and, in fact, seems to be 
faltering. The show is only on in the wee hours, which 
makes it doubly eerie: stumbling home drunk, you can 
switch on the tube and watch a man's slow decline. 
Horrifying, actually, but then there's littie else on at 3 a.m. 

7. USA fihtwofk: Except this. Tune in cable 3 about 2 
a.m. on Saturday morning for Take Off, a video package 
that has great visuals but mediocre reportage.

This Skinnerian conditioning, designed to 
eliminate his desire ifor the *'old ultra- violence, " left him 
with no more choice in his moral actions than in the selection 
of the films that he was watching. 

Leaving aside the question of what watching eyeballs fly at 
us in 3-D does to our proclivities for violence, we are left with 
very little choice as to the films that we can see in 
lallahassee. 

"Seen any good movies lately?" is almost an ironic 
question in the Panhandle. Our best bet, Moore Auditorium, 
has suffered from declining box office recdpts, and o^r 
options like the classics series at the Miracle Theatres have 



met with mixed success. It's all very well to sniffle through 

ET or cringe at severed heads that sprout spider legs, but 
cinema has historically offered sights and sounds that 
coalesce into art that change the wi^ we see Kality rather 
than just bury us in latex gore. 

A group of local theater buffs are plotting the formation 
of an FSU Fihn Society to promote quality films. That might 
mean anything from Empire of the Senses to Wrestling 
Women vs. the Aztec Mummy; regardless, the idea is that we 
need to exert more influence on what is brought to 
Tallahassee. 

Film and video are special in ways that older forms of art 
are not. The Archigram group summed it up with their 
concept of the "Instant City." A dirigible, they suggested, 
could float to a provincial center and bring with it modern 
culture etectronioBtUy miniaturized. 
- You have to go to Italy to see Mich^mgelo's Pieta. IVs 
worth the trip, but you can't do it every Friday night. Films 
(and their creators) are portable, however, and a little 
organization and crafty financing can help bring them to 
Tallahassee. 

Look for the first organization meeting of the FSU Film 
Society during the second or third week of classes.

Of land and Lord

What do smooth kinship networks in the South Carolina 
Sealslands have in common with ideology in a Kentucky 
mountain community? And how do those case studies 
relate to the Primitive Baptist experience of Grace and 
landlord/tenant relations in an agrarian-based North 
Carolina community? 

All illustrate a crucial point: namely, that public policy in 
the United States is essentially urban policy. In a rich 
collection of essays, Robert Hall, an FSU history instructor 
and doctoral candidate and Carol Stack, a professor of 
public policy and anthropology at Duke University, 
examine the tension between landownership, kinship, 
cultural resources and economic development. If a single 
conclusion can be drawn, and Vm not sure one can be, it 
would have to do with survival patterm outsicte of the 
mainstream of American life. Specifically, within the rural 
South. 

/ The book is organized into three parts. Part One, entitled 
"Kinship in a Political Context," contains four essays. All 

explore the various ways in which kinship networks and 
kinship politics function within several different 
geographical and ethnic contexts. 

One of Part One's most interesting essays is Yvonne 
Jones' "Black Leadership patterns and Political Change in 
the South.'* Jones' essay uniquely captures the tension 
between historical and present day black/white 
lirticulation in a small rural community. 

For instance, while the master/servant relationship, 
which usually involves blacks working as domestic workers 
of some kind, has almost disappeared, relationships 
between whites who were former masters or mistresses and 
blacks who were former servants still persist— most vividly 
during holiday season— in the form of gift-giving from 
whites to blacks. These gifts are said to be tokens of 
appreciation and esteem. N&t surprisingly, Jones says, 
blacks are not expected to reciprocate. These relationships 
may span several generations; for example, the grandson of 
one former servant in Jones' field spot, Montgomery 
County, N.C., could enter college only because the son-in- 
law of the former employer intruded on his behalf. 

On the other hand, other relationships in Montgomery 
County are relatively recent: borrowing and exchanging of 
farm implements now occurs interracially; occasionally 
black farmers employ white farmhands, though usually 
these whites are drifters or ** alternative-lifestyle" people, 
Jones reveals. 

Life changed for blacks in Montgomery County with 

legal changes brought on by the sixties, Jones explains. 
Elderly black "brokers" and younger black 
"entrepreneurs" have affected positive changes in the 
black community. 

The "brokers, "persons who are called upon to act as 
spokespersons ana representatives of county blacks by 
serving various governmental bodies, have been sanctioned 
by federal and state enactments. These recent enactments 
require black representation on formerly all-white citizen 
advisory commissions, according to Jones. The brokers' 
political power depends entirely on the cuUivation of those 
persona and networks nearly always white— involved 
directly or indirectly in political decision making. 

The "entrepreneurs" are newly ascribed and generally 
young, Jones says. Their link to various federal and state 
agencies which provide numerous social services enable 
these entrepreneurs to serve an important informational 
and liaison function. Local residents can now obtain the 
information necessary to challenge the county government 
system. 

Allen Batteau's discussion concerning an Appalachian 
community corrects two perspectives which have 
dominated most literature about .Appalachia: first, that of 
the "particularists" who perceive the region as an ethnic 
entity with a unique culture, and second, that of the 
developers who project a suburban future as a desirable

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goal for Southern mountain people. 

Batteau argues that overt politicization 
has idealized local statements concerning 
the region's frame of mind about itself, 
such as "We're aU kin around here.*' 
According to Batteau, the modem world's 
view of Appalachia has distorted a kinship 
system which, far from being unified, 
embodies numerous contradictions. 

For example, Batteau points out, great 
inequalities of wealth occur in the area. In 
the district he surveyed, the top fifth of all 
households held 4S percent of the districts 
taxable wealth-^ white the bottom quintile 
controlled only 4.5 percent. 

Disavowal of kinship is A second 
phenomenon at odds with the notion of 
"We're all kin." For instance, Batteau 
discovered two sets of Shifletts in the 
county he studied. Both sets are descended 
from a common ancntor, Bill Shiflett, 
and are named after two of his sons, but 
claim no kinship to each other. One set is 
often stigmatized as having a disruptive life 
style, while the other includes some of the 
more prominent citizens in the county. 

Part Two, entitled, "The Dynamics of 
Ritual and Conversion" contains four 
essays which vary in approadi and thematic 
emphasis. Unlike Pait One, Part Two does 
not consist of solely conununity studies, 
nor of studies pertaining to social 
organization. Part Two offers a glimpse 
into the varieties of the Southern religious 
experience — touching on sectarian groups 
such as the Primitive Baptists and even on 
the rote of aesthetics aad symboBsm in 
typically small, rural chtirdies. 

FSU anthropology professor Bruce 
Grindal's look at Midway, yes, one and the 
same, that is, that tiny place just west of 
Tallahassee — is especially interesting. 

Grindal examines the concepts of God 
and the Devil as symbolic manifestations of 
opposed principles and relates those 
concepts to racism and the experiential 
world of blacks. 

Grindal conjectures that Midway blacks 



see evil— and hence, the Devil— as manifest 
everywhere in the real world. Human 
existence provides little occasion for moral 
piety or pretense, in this view. Salvation is 
not so much a release from sin as a release 
from suffering in an inherently sinful 
world. Thus in contrast to the white 
Southerner's world view, which is "dirt- 
rejecting," the Southern black world view 
is "dirt affirming," says Grindal. 

The final three essays in Part Three, 
"Land Tenure and Social Policies," are 
perceptive, interesting, and underline the 
main theme of this book: namely, that 
while a common tendency is to think of 
rural communities as isolated from the 
twentieth century, in fact, the traditional 
values of these Southern communities are 
eroded by divisive public policies and the 
competitive industrial economy the rest of 
the world takes for granted. 

Stephen Petrow's discussion of the three 
basic types of tenant farming in the New 
South— cash-tenancy, cash-share farming 
and sharecropping— -illuminates class issues 
within this weakening agricukural system. 

Petrow finds that the South is geared to 
white mobility and perpetuates black 
stability. While tenancy remains a collecting 
ground for poor blacks, it has become a 
system of upward mobility for lower and 
middle-class whites, Petrow says. 

These are just a few salient essays: those 
which struck me as especially vivid or 
encompassing of major themes in each 
category. There are an array on other topics 
that are equally illustrative. 

Looking beyond the anthropological- 
textbook approach, it is possible to read 
this book as a mere collection of insightful, 
humanist essays. The fiekl folk are certainly 
as diverse in their coping mechanisms as 
they are alike in determining to hold on to 
traditional ways of life. 

It's a short book, but it takes a while to 
read. To their credit, the editors chose to 
emphasize the human, the personal, and the 
Ae human, the personal, and the unusual. 
The result ^ worth the extra time yon may 
spend mtilling over your cbUective 
impressions.

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Swami V: cutting loose the self image

A washerman found a lion cub and raised him with the 
donkeys that carried the laundry. As the lion learned to bray 
and eat straw, he grew up convinced that he was a donkey. 
Another lion walked up one day when they were all down at 
the river washing clothes. The cub panicked and started to 
run off with the frantic donkeys. The puzzled lion called out 
and asked him what he was doing. The younger lion paused 
and replied that he was afraid of being eaten. 

This was too much. The older lion told the cub to do down 
10 the stream and look into the water. The victim of 
repressive conditioning finally figured out that he was a lion. 
"All it look was coming into contact with a lion who knew 
who he was." '*^*'«^; r i- 

Swami Vasudevananda's story paraMels revision^pll^ has 
made in the way he views himself. As Richard Ltvy, he was 
drawn to the excitement of communicating with an audience 
and became an actor on the New York stage. While tension 
and ambition did erode his initial idealism to a degree, his 
transition to a swami was more of an evolution and less of a 
drastic conversion than one might expect. Man's 
fundamental activity, he says, is to create. 

"Everybody creates in one form or another," he told an 
audience at Diffenbaugh last month. •*We cr^e 
melodramas in our life. There is this creative function going 
on in our life all the time. It is our nature to create. " 

This parsimonious statement is consistent with many 
contemporary Western attitudes. Think of Sartre's 

vertiginous freedom, Gestalt perception, or structural 
linguistics. Our language and very perceptual apparatus seem 
to do as much to creaie the world as objectively describe it. 
Society offers us very few models of reality from which to 
choose and they are like relatives who come to visit and never 
leave. 

A traveler in India, said Swami Vswudevananda, heard 
about a delicious local variety of pepper. He bought a 
bushel, sat down under a tree, and popped some into his 
mouth as if they were popcorn. Peppers being 
what they are, his head exploded with fire. He was 
undaunted, however, and took a second bite, and then a 
third. A passer-by pointed out that sane people normally use 
peppers sparingly in cooking. He asked the man why he kept 
eating the peppers when the effects were so obviously 
excruciating.

Siddha practitioners use a chant, 
Om Namah Shivaya,.as a tool to help the mind view the 

mind. 

Oni is the primal sound according to Hindu metaphysics. 
The intonation of Om is like sliding into an aural hot tub. 
Like the simple melodies of Brian Eno's ambient music, it 
(ic^ not demand your attention. 

Bven after you have cut out most aural and all visual 
input, you discover that your mind continues to rattle on like 
Molly Bloom on amphetamines. Anxieties, erotic thoughts, 
and sleeping limbs all compete with one another for your 
attention. Slowly they begin to drift away. Your mind is 
gradually weaned from objects. 

"Ego in the Buddhist perspective refers to an activity," 
wrote John Welwood and Ken Wilbur, *'a tendency that 
keeps recurring at every levd of experience. It is the activity of 
identifying with the objects of consciousness (i.e., thoughts, 
feelings, perceptions) and gnsping anything that maintains 
that identity." 

Get it straight, said the Buddha, life is pain. We suffer 
because we become attached to things which rot, die, warp, 
or are repossessed. The worst pain comes when we conjure a 
nwntal image of our **self." thpn hangop for deaf life.

The Siddha chant does more than set a mood; it indicates a 
direction. Namah Shivaya means "I bow to "Shiva." The 
student of Hindu mythology learns that Shiva is a bag of 
mercurial contradictions. He is the "ithyphallic yogi'* or 
priapic ascetic who is symbolized by the linga or phallus. He 
is the creator/destroyer who dances on the pyre at tlie end of 
the world. Even more to the point, suggests Swami V,5hiva 
is the great creative force that animates reality. 

The "play of this Supreme Consciousness is to become the 
individual ego. ..like an actor putting on different 
costumes," he says. "This Consciousness when it contracts 
takes the form of a human mind. We can see that just as in its 
expanded form it creates universes, in its contracted form in 
the mind, it creates universes within us. We live in those 
limited creations. 

"The whole idea behind Siddha yoga is to expand our 
awareness from that limited, individualized consciousness. 
What we are talking about here isn't just those moments 
when we're sitting down, close our eyes, and go inside (for a

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little privacy)." 

Shiva is an artist on a lark. He assumes 
human form so that he can pump gas, hang 
dog corpses on gallery walls, or write obtuse 
semiological tracts oti Bruce Dern fitans to 
acquire tenure. 

In "Shiva: The Armed Vision," Eleanor 
Munroe wrote: "Doesn't this concept of a 
'god' in process, clarifying himself and 
becoming progressively more complex and 
powerful through the very sequences of his 
manifestations, parallel our idea of the 
modern creative person as one who finds his 
or her 'image' and so identity — through 
the process of working with materials?" 

In the Shaivite view, our egos are Shiva's 
works of art. They are useful for a while, 
then tossed onto the studio floor to later fmd 
their way into a new montage. Shiva 
produces nothing that is substantial enough 
to hoard; he is, aftf.rall, a dancer. A solitary 
dancer who has no external observer to 
judge him and cause him to miss a step. 
"Where there is other," says the 
Upanishads, "there is fear.** 

"It*s not so important the way things come 
out," says Vasudevananda. "It's interesting 
when you watch the way things get created 
through you. When you think that you are 
doing all this, you become attached to 
results, and it can produce nothing but 
anxiety and stress for you. 



•'There is this element of detachment, of 
knowing that whatever is happening is okay. 
We're not going to mess it up, and we're not 
going to make it good either. Because who 
you are is not that body, that limited 
consciousness stranded in this world." 

The modern artist has not pampered his 
products. He might not even produce an 
object, as in conceptual art, or, if he wants 
good media coverage, he might follow Jen 
Tinguely's example and create something just 
so he could blcm it up. 

"Instead of working to chip away at the 
ego and try to break it — with what? With 
what awareness are you going to break the 
ego? You're stuck because it's the same ego 
that is trying to break the ego. All you end up 
feeling is bad about how bound you are. 

"Something comes alive from inside which 
is your own knowledge^ your own strength, 
your own potential. Not something th^t 
anyone can give you but scnething that 
kindles inside you. That knowledge burns 
through all the false conceptualizations and 
that — what was the word you used? 
/gnarled'? — that strange, convoluted 
insanity just gets burnt up until finally you're 
just blazing in that light." 

Swami Vasudevananda suggests that the 
project of enlightenment is something that we 
are all cooking up for ourselves. Sometimes we 
simply need someone to stir the soup.

The Changing Image of Women Athletes

Ten years ago, women's intercollegiate athletics was littlt 
more than an organized intramural activity between teams 
from competing schools. 

Scholarships were virtually nonexistent and a mere 15 
percent of college athletes were women. 

Today, there are more than 10,000 college scholarships for 
women and over 30 percent of cdlege athletes hi this country 
are women. 

But women's athletics may have corne too far, too fast, 
according to Florida State coaches, players and 
administrators interviewed by the Flambeau. While all were 
pleased by the meteoric rise of women's intercollegiate 
athletics, their conunents were tempered with warnings. 

"The potential for abuse** was one phrase used frequently 
^en talking about the new monetary support for women's 
Sithletics and the stunning successes FSU's women's teams 
have experienced. The possible psychological problems an 
increased emphasis on winning could cause was another area 
of concern. 

"Our biggest challenge is to keep it all in perspective," 



explained FSU Women's Athletic Director Barbara Palmer. 
"Academics is first; the women are here for an education. 
They're not just meat in your market." 

Coming from anyone else, the words might ring hollow, 
but Palmer's record would seem to back up her claim. She 
was a staunch supporter of the former governing body of 
women's athletics, the Association of Intercollegiate 
Athletics for Women, and its education-Hrst principles. Now

that the NCAA hks taken oyer as the governing body for 
women's sports. Palmer vows to continue FSU's 
commitment to "student athletes" and to work towards 

changing some of the NCAA's rules. 

"We can't get in the posture of helping kids get through to 
a point where they don't do any work themselves," she said. 

Palmer said that's a trend she has seen developing in men's 
athletics over the year. 

"Boys are treated differently when they are athletes; they 
are passed along because they are athletes," she said. "We 
want to maintain the philosophy of the AIAW— the student 
athlete." 

"Our philosophy has always been education first," 
concurred Cecile Reynaud, FSU's volleyball coach. "We're 
definitely not after a national championship at any cost." 

Reynaud admitted she has already heard of minor violations 
occurring in women's athletic programs, mostly in the area of 
recruiting, where coaches have illegally met with 
players— sometimes accidentally, sometimes not. She was 
quick to point out, however, that she "hadn't heard of

Mistakes give coaches ulcers

Slumped in his office chair, body exhausted, hair wet and 
frazzled from another solid day of planning, coaches' 
meetings, and practice sessions, Florida State head football 
coach Bobby Bowden made room for yet another link in a 
chain of unscheduled interviews. 

"I don't suppose you'd want one of these," joked 
Bowden while pulling a fresh cigar out of his desk drawer; 

Looking at the Seminoles' disappointing 6-5 record of 
last year, ycu might not think Bowden would have much to 
kid about in preparing for his seventh season as the 
Seminoles' gridiron mentor. 

But as Bowden put it, "It's all in a day's work." 

The FSU football success story, authored by Bowden, is 
no secret throughout the college football world. VirtuaUy a 
living legend and household name in Tallahassee, Bowden 
turned a hapless Seminole squad, which had won only four 
games in three years, into a national contender. Taking the 
Seminoles to a Tangerine Bowl victory and two straight 
Orange Bowl appearances, Bowden was proclaimed 
everything from saint to miracle worker in compiling a 50- 
19 record at the helm of tile Seminoles. 

But last year the bottom fell out. More over, the miracles 
began to run out amidst the most bruising schedule in FSU 
history. The Seminoles faced the stiff challenge of playing 
Nebraska, Ohio State, Notre Dame, Pittsburgh, and 
Louisiana State all in a row and all on the road. 

*'Last season sure didn't happen like I thought it 
would," Bowden said. "I thought we'd get destroyed early 
but we didn't. When you're 6-2 coming home, you're 
'thinking *My God we're going to finish 9-2 or at least 8-3.' 
But we got Idlled at the end. 

"We just ran out of gas and couldn't get our fight 
back." 

Couldn't get their fight back was indeed the phrase as the 
Seminoles dropped their last three ball games to Miami, 
(27-19), Southern Mississippi (58-14) and arch rival, 
University of Florida (35-3). 

This season the Seminoles again face fierce opponents, 
but their schedule won't be nearly as demanding. 



"No matter what our schedule looks like our goal is to 
get to a bowl game," Bowden said. "Right now we are just 
like Southern Cal or anybody— we are undefeated. We are 
just going to go out and do the best that we can do. The 
talent to win is out there, it's just not proven yet." 

The Seminoles will be seeking adequate talent to fill ten 
positions vacated by graduation. In the process of filling 
those spots, Bowden ranked those Seminole shortcomings 
needing the most improvemem. 

■ "1 hope we get some questions answered before practice 
is over," he said. "We're looking for a punter, a defensive 
Hne and a big play man in the secondary. Also we'll be 
going into the season with an unproven quarterback." 

Presently, senior Blair Williams is listed as the Seminoles' 
starting quarterback on the team depth charts. Williams, a 
dropback passer with a strong arm, appeared in seven 
games last year— all in the backup role to graduated Rick 
Stockstill. Williams completed 31 of 61 passes for 158 yards 
and one touchdown last season; he is being pushed by 
sophomore Eric Thomas and junior Kelly Lowery. 

It is conceivable that FSU will be loaded offensively, 
especially if Williams' arm fits previous billing. Williams' 
starting backfield companions will most likely be last year's 
freshman sensation Greg Allen at the tailback position and 
senior fullback Ken Burnett. In the last five games, Allen, 
now a sophomore, ran for 888 yards with a 6.4 rushing 
average per carry. 

After exploding for 202 yards in his first collegiate game 
against LSU, Allen came back the following week to rush 
for 322 yards in 32 carries— breaking the NCAA record for 
freshman running backs, Burnett, a spunky S-foot-11 2(X) 
pounder, is noted for his blocking abilities; he gained 109 
yards on 2 1 carries in spot duty last year. 

FSU's receiving corps features returning speedsters 
Dennis McKinnon, Tony Johnson, Weegie Thompson, and 
Jessie Hester. McKinnon, a senior, has seen the most action 
among the four, catching 28 passes for 377 yards and four 
touchdowns last year. Johnson, a junior, caught 13 passes 
for 207 yards. Thompson and Hester are both vying for the 
split end position with Thompson, a 6-foot-6 215-pound

The '82 Rattlers: Experience should make the difference

Florida A&M University's football team 
might be headed for their best season since 
winning the Division 1-AA national 
championship four years ago, but if you talk 
to FAMU head coach Rudy Hubbard you 
might not even know it. 

Last year the Rattlers missed a post-season 
playoff opportunity by the hairs on a billiacd 
ball. Even though they whipped their last five 
opponents and finished second in the Mid- 
Eastern Athletic Conference with a 7-4 
record, the Rattlers did not receive a playoff 
bkl. This year with practically the entire team 
returning, oddsmakers place the Rattlers' 
chances of claiming championship glory at 
better than even money. Hubbard, however, 
won't hazzard a guess. 

••1 jdon't want to get into talking 
numbers," he said. **Thitt*s for fSuis and 
sports writers. I'm interested in executing 
plays, not predicting records, because the 
goal is to be as good as we can possibly be 
and that covers a lot of territory." 

Offensively, the Rattlers should be more 
than adequate in potential scoring ability. 
Led by senior quarterback Nathaniel 
Koonce, who topped the MEAC charts in 
passing with 1,320 yards and finished second 
in total offense with 1,299 yards, the Rattlers 
will have the mark of experience at the helm. 

"Koonce is a super quarterback," 
Hubbard said. "I'm confident of his 
leadership and his on-the-field abilities. He 
has the ability of an ^11- American

quarterback but he does not get the 
recognition he deserves." 

Also returning in ^the Rattler offensive 
backfield are senior tailbacks Frank **Choo- 
Choo" Middleton and Emory Collier. 
Middleton, noted for his train-like power and 
running style, played only nine games but 
rushed for 731 yards on 131 carries and 
scored four touchdowns last season. ColUer, 
who stood in for Middleton in the Rattlers' 
last tAKTo games, should see a lot of action 
after rushing for almost 300 of his season 
total 391 yards in those two contests. 

At the fullback position the Rattlers 
appear to be stacked. Seniors Willie Daniels 
and Dwayne Webb, who saw considerable 
action last year, are the top contenders for 
the fullback slot. Sophomores Curtis Burns 
and Charles Bevel are listed as dark horses to 



watch. 

**One of our weaknesses last year was our 
offensive line," said Hubbard. "But 1 feel 
good about the talent that we have there. 
They finished the year very strong and had a 
pretty good spring." 

If the Rattler offensive line proves 
Hubbard a prophet, Koonce should have 
almost no problem finding a trio of receivers 
branded with game experience. Junior All- 
MEAC Ray Alexander, who caught 3& passes 
for 535 yards last year, stands out as the 
Rattlers' prime receiver. Also, senior James 
Simpkins and junior Willie Harper are 
expected to shine. Simpkins caught 10 passes 
for 187 yards and scored one touchdown 
while Harper made seven grabs for 112 yards 
last year. 



"Defensively we've got a lot of experience 
coming back," Hubbard said. "Last year the 
defense played very well and they also had a 
very good spring. This year we most 
definitely will be very effective." 

The. Rattler defense, which gave up a 
stingy ten points per game last year, is led by 
three All-American candidates — defensive 
ends Tony Hayes and Alonzo Johnson, and 
noseguard R.C. Eason. 

Hayes and Johnson claimed second team 
All-American honors last year, combining 
for 78 tackles, 19 quarterback sacks, and an 
interception for a touchdown. Not to be out- 
done, Eason was a regular one-man wrecking 
ballon opponents last year. Winning first- 
team All-MEAC honors, he tallied 48 
tackles, 13 quarterback sacks, and recovered 
four fumbles. Eason injured his finger while 
working at a meat factory this summer, but 
should be at full throttle by the Rattlers' first 
game against Morris Brown College. 

The Rattlers' defensive secondary, which 
recorded a national high of 35 interceptions, 
will return their top two pigskin thieves of 
last year. Seniors Dorsey Hutchinson and 
Billy RoUe had six and five interceptions, 
respectively, last year and are both expected 
to lead the Rattlers' pass defense this season. 

"We have the potential to be a better team 
than last year because of our experience," 
Hubbard said. "But it depends a lot on the 
young people that I've not seen yet for back- 
up use. I think that this has also been a very 
good recruiting year. I just hope that the 
players prove me right . "

As a student at Florida State University, 
Wayne Hogan worked in the Sports 
Information Department. Now the 1979 
graduate is the new sports information 
director and finds himself busily gearing up 
for the '82-'83 Seminole football s«Bon. 

Hogan, who feels he got his new job 
because he happened to be in the right place 
at the right time, was home visiting relatives 
in Tallahassee when he heard of plans by 
former Sports Information Director Mark 
Carlson to resign. Carlson resigned to 
become associate director of college 
sports information with ABC Sports. 
Hogan applied for the job. 

"One of the biggest things 1 had going 
for me was my knowledge of FSU. The 
plajpers' faces have changed, but other staff 
remain basically the same. Familiarity was 
a real asset/' said Hogan. 

Prior to becoming FSU's sports 
information director, Hogan served two 
years in the same position at the University 
of New Mexico. For Hogan, the primary 
difference between performing the same 
job in Florida is the media. 

"The media in Florida is the biggest part 
of the job. In terms of coverage of coUege 
ball, the media here is the more populous. 
There is a large number of major 
newspapers in Florida. Each player sends 
out a beat writer, and then there are the 
column writers, all with an interest in FSU. 
W]|cn you're dealing with so many people 
and papers and other nedki, k all adds 
up." 

The Sports Information Department, 
however, works with more than just the 
press. If a fan wants to find out the status 
of a favorite player, or if someone just 
waots to know whatever happened to..., 
sports information perscmnel receive a call. 

All told, sports information is 
responsible for generating publicity and co- 
ordinating media interests for 18 of FSU's 
athletic teams. Some are revenue generating 
while others— golf, tennis, swimming— are 
non-revenue sports. The school year kicks 
off with the biggest money maker of them

all— football. 

"Football season is the toughest time of 
the year. We really need the summer to 
prepare the football media guide, to update 
our mailing lists and to generally organize. 
Preparation for a gaiiie begins the Sunday 
morning after the last game/' said Hogan. 

On Sunday mornings, 20-30 sports 
writers sit down at 8 a.m. for breakfast with 
head coach Bobby Bowden to get his 
reflections on the game played the previous 
night. The sports information staff uses 
Sunday mornings to prepare their weekly 
newsletter. -Put together in one day, the 
newsletter contains updated stats, injury 
reports, depth charts, quotes from players 
and coaches and upcoming game notes. The 
newsletter is in the mail by Sunday night, 
going out all over the country to assist state 
and national media with their coverage of 
Florida State football. 

Florida State football involves more than 
simple hype andp.r., Hogan said. Every 
university receives negative publicity, but 
not all are skilled in the handhng of bad 
news. Hogan seems to have a philosophy 
that doesn't rely on the white washing 
of adverse news. 

*'Things are going to happen that aren't 
great, but you can't hide it and you can't 
make it seem as if it isn't important. You 
have to be honest about what happened. I 
think this is the challenging part of the job 
and it makes my job fun and interesting."

Brown, the 
tallest player on the team at 6-foot- 1 and 
Cross from Indianapolis, Ind., combined for 
648 kills last season on their way to earning 
all-state and all-region honors. 

FSU is loaded at the outMde hitter spot. 
Returning starters are sophomores Karyn 
Palgut and Carol Forsten. Palgut, a former 
Lady Seminole basketball player, played for 
the East squad at the National Sports Festival 
while Forsten, a native of Australia, toured 
overseas with Athletes in Action this 
' summer. Freshman Shelly Birkholz, frpni 
Chicago, will provide backup at outside 
hitter. 

Sally Summer, a co-captain last year, also 
returns. Summer, a junior, can play a variety 
of positions. 

Camy Davies is the other returning starter. 
The senior from Coral Springs is a defensive 
specialist. 



The team has been following a rigorous 
training regimen for the past two weeks. 
Monday through Friday, the women practice 
from nine td eleven, swim from 11:15 to 
12:15 and then return to the gym to practice 
from three to six in the afternoon. Team 
members lift weights for one hour three times 
a week. 

"Needless to say, th<^ are anxious for 
classes to start,'* joked Reynaud. 

The season kicks off September 17-18 with 
the LSU Tournament in Baton Rouge, La.

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anything drastic, like money or cars.*' 

But, she added, "When they start putting millions of 
dollars into the programs it will happen. 

'Tm sure(violations)wiU increase as the pressure to win 
increases. There's more of a chance of being fired if you 
doa*t produce." 

But while Reynaud sees the pressure for success increasing, 
she is quick to point out that shedoesn't feel tempted to bend the 
rules. 

"Personally, I'm not willing to put my reputation on the 
line," she said. "No player is that good." 

Besides, Florida State's women's programs are doing 
exceptionally well with nary a whisper of indiscretion being 
bandied about. 

All eight women's intercollegiate teams went to national 
tournaments last year; Reynaud's volleyball squad finished 
fourth in the AlAW championship. The Lady Seminole 
basketball team was 28-10 and earned a berth in the National 
Women's Invitational Tournament. The FSU softball team 
finished first in the nation, while the swim team finished 
second. 

The Lady 'Nole track team Hnished fourth during the 
indoor season and third outdoors, while the tennis team 
placed sixth. The Tribe golf team finished tenth and the cross 
country squad placed 11 th. 

"Our women's program is one of the top ten overall in the 
' nation, mainly because of a commitment by the state and the 
university," Pabner said. 

Four years ago, the state of Florida made an 
unprecedented commitment to women's athletics, primarily 
because of efforts by Palmer. During the 1978-79 session, the 
Legislature appropriated $2.8 million for women's athletics 
programs at the nine state universities. FSU received 
$460,480 for capital improvements in 1979, along with 
$480,000 to upgrade the women's athletic program. Each 
year since then, FSU's Women's Athletic Department has 
received approximately $480,000 from the state; it also 
receives almost $600,000 per year from student fees and 
another $100,000 or so from sales tax revenue from student 
tickets annually. 

But while the monetary support was greatly needed and 
appreciated by women's coaches and athletes, it has also 
brought some potential problems. 

* '(Women's athletics) is big business; it affects the 
university whether you do well or poorly," Palmer said.

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pressure to produce,'* said Janice Dykehouse, who is 
beginning her fourth yen* at the helm of the Lady Seminole 

basketball team. 

Dykehouse, like Reynaud, said she wasn't willing to bend 
the rules to form a winning program. She said she thought 
the possibilities for illegal excesses within the women's 
basketball program at FSU were slim, unlike at other 
universities. 

•*Thc possibility exists when women's basketball is the 
primary sport, such as at Old Dominion or at Louisiana 
Tech," she said. "We haven't got a 'primary' program." 

But still, with the success of the past year staring the 
women's coaches in the face, they readily admit the pressure 
is on. And it may not be something they can easily handle. 

**I think many of the women— both coaches and 
athletes— are not yet ready for the pressures success entails," 
said Bob Singer, the former head of the Sports Psychology 
Division of the U.S. Olympic Committee and current 
director of the FSU Motor Behavior Resource Center. 
"Women's sports is having many difficulties dealing with the 
intense pressure to have winners and yet still remaining pure 
to its original ideals.** ' •

Singer, who frequently counsels female athletes, is well 
aware of the pressure and the problems involvement in sports 
can, and does, cause. 

"It's difficult for them to stay pure and model themselves 
after the intensely competitive men's programs," he said. 
"I've watched the development (of FSU*s women's athletic 
program). In its initial inception there was an attmpt to 
learn from the problems the men's program had." 

While Singer concedes the women have learned from the 
men's mistakes, he's not sure they'll remember what they've 
learned. 

"What's necessary is a constant monitoring of growth and 
direction, as well as how people respond,** he said. "As long 
as it's positive, it*s fine.** 

But frequently, athletics is not a positive experience for 
women. Singer said, adding that he has counselled a number 
of female athletes to help them reconcile the time and energy 
sports took with their other interests. Added to that is the 
psychological burden women athletes often must bear. 

"There are still some tremendous difficulties for women 
athletes— they still suffer from hangups over what is 
masculine and wliat is femit^ne,** he explained. "Women are 
labelled for their involvement in sports, which has caused 
many of them not to go out (for a s port) or to feej^ ashamed 



about what they*re doing." 

"Some people get the wrong first impression," said Karyn 
Palgut, a former Lady Semin<^^ketball player who is 
now a member of the FSU volleyball team. "And first 

impressions are hard to change. 

"It's kind of frustrating to be tagged, without even giving 
the person a chance as a person," she said. "A lot of 
guys — male athletes or just guys on campus — think that with 
sports you lose your femininity. * * 

Palgut may have hit upon the crux of the problem — on one 

hand, society pressures women to be non-aggressive and 
"lady-like"; on the other, in sports women are taught to be 
aggressive and "act more like a man." it's iipl^ieasy to strike 
a balance between the two. 

And, Palgut added, while some people get the wrong 
impressions of fen»le athletes in general, perceptions vary 
from sport to sport. 

"It isn't too bad for volleyball (players); they think 
volleyball is feminine,** she said. "Basketball (players) they 
picture as less feminine." 

That difference in perception seems to be reflected among 
the players themselves, she said. 

"Volleyball players are very self-conscious of their 
feminine images,** Palgut said. "Basketball players are much 
less so. I think it*s because there is more competition for 
them (with the male basketbaB team) than there is for the 
volleyball team.** 

"Stereotyping is something we have to deal with every 
day," added Julie Brown. 

But the stereotyping didn't seem to bother the senior 
volleyball player. 

"I know who I am,** she explained. 

"Women athletes are stereotyped,** said Glenda Stokes, 
who will be returning this fall for her final season on the 
Lady Seminole basketball team. "People are always saying 
'You can't do this' or 'You can't do that.' We have to prove 
ourselves to men and to ourselves. 

"A lot of people think we shouldn't be out there, that it's 
a waste of time, but we do well on our own level." 

Stokes agreed with Singer*s as^sment that some women 
have trouble adjusting to being athletes— but said some of 
the problems are brought on by the female athletes 
themselves. 

"Some women take it too far," the 6-foot center said. 
"They think you have to dress masculine or act rough and 
tough off the court to be a good athlete, but you don't. 

"You don't have to dress or act like a man to play like 
one,** she said. 

That, according to Palmer, is one of the most important 
things people need to realize about athletics in general. 

"People have to begin perceiving athletic excellence as a 
talent, and not as a male talent," she said. "They need to 
realize it's not a male trait, it's an athletic trait that they are 
admiring.*' 

Singer wants to do just that; and he wants to start with the 
athletes* perceptions of themselves. He recently received a 
pamphlet from a group at the University of Florida that was 
created primarily to help first-year and female athletes adjust 
to college life and the special pressures "big-time*' athletics 
entails. 

He said he had already contacted Assistant Athletic 
Director Larry Pendleton about the possibilities of setting up 
a similar program at FSU. Singer said it*s definitely 
something FSU athletes— particularly women athletes— need 
and could benefit from. 

"Everything about athletics is growing so quickly," he 
said. "There arc still a lot of things we don't know."

junior, currently ahead on the team depth chart. Senior 

Zcke Mowatt will return as starting tight end. 

Joining the Seminoles' blistering retrieving quartet is 
highly heralded freshman wideout Hassan Jones. Jones, a 
6-foot-2 195-pounder from Clearwater High School, was a 
consensus All- American including Parade Magazine and 
Scholastic Magnine honors. Running the 40-yard dash in 
4.5 seconds, Jones caught over 33 career touchdowns while 
at Clearwater High. 

Asked how he is handling the rash of garnet and gold, as 
well as the media attention, Jones replied like a veteran. 

"I'm not letting publicity and its pressures get in the 
way," he said. "At practice I don't feel the pressure at all. 
Vm having a good time and the practices are going well. 
When it conies time to do it, you have to go out there and 
do what you are supposed to do.** 

Jones could fit into Bowden's offensive plans almost 
immediately. 

"Offensively, we will stay with our same game plan as 
before. We will take just what they give us. If teams drop 
back and give us the pass, then we'll pass," Bowden said. 
**If they give us the run we*ll just run at them until they 
stop it. That's our style, but some teama filer OklahoBsa wUl 
run at you all day and don't care what you do.** 

On the other side of the line of scrimmage the Seminoles 
are not nearly as loaded with proven talent. Taking job 
applications for six vacant defensive positons, the 
Seminoles could very well tote a swiss-cheese defense 
throughout the year if suitable replacements are not found. 
Last year's defense gave up a generous 286 points— 46 more 
points than FSU scored and more than double the amount 
the defensive squad gave up two years ago. 

"We are definitely behind in defense. Usually at this time 
of year it's the other way around. But we'll have a defense 
dominated by sophomores and juniors, which will be good 
in the long run," explained Bowden. "We'll probably be 
fighting a battle every game scratchin' and clawin' for our 
lives defensively until we get these guys some experience.'* 

'Offensively, we will stay with oar same 
game plan as before. We wUI take Just what 

they give as/ —Bobby Bowden 

Defensive line positions are virtually up in the air. 
Probable starters on the defensive line are returning 
lettermen Alphonso Carreker and David Ponder at the 
defensive tackle positions and juniors Allen Efaie Campbell 
and J<^n McLean at the end spots. Lenny Chavers, a 5- 
foot-U 240-pound soph<Mnore, is Usted at the number 
one noseguard slot. A converted Hnebacker, Chavers is 
getting stiff competition from freshman Gerald Nichdb, a 
6-foot-three 240-pound blue chip recruit from St. Louis. Con- 
sidered by many as one of the top two down linemen in the 
Midwest, Nichols leads a herd of freshman linemen whose 
weights span from 230 to 270 pounds. 

**We have a lot of talent in our freshmen Unemen. I just 
hope that our returning players don't come back and let the 
freshmen Jump above them," said Bowden. 

Once past the Seminoles' defensive line, the starting 
position picture is a lot less muddled. Junior linebacker Ken 
Roe and senior Tommy Young should hold down the 
starting middle spots. Starting cornerbacks on the Seminole 
depth charts are seniors Harvey Clayton and Warren 
Hanna. Clayton, at S-foot-9 and 170 pounds, is the only 
four-year senior oh the entire defense. Recording 39 
tackles, 1 1 assists, and five interceptions last year, Clayton 
is the prime candidate to fill Bowden's big-play-man-in-the- 
secondary gap. Also at the safety positions, junior Larry 
Harris should return as starting strong safety with 
sophomore Brian McCrary and senior Gary Henry battling 
for top weak safety position. 

Rohn Stark, last year's most valuable Seminole defensive 
weapon, will certainly be missed this year. Stark, now a 
Baltimore Colt, averaged over 46 yards per punt durhig his 
four years at FSU. 

**Yep, Stark really spoiled us. We'll either have to use 
(Mike) Rendina (FSU's place kicker) or a freshman walk- 
on," said Bowden. 

Though Qptimiitic in finding pleasing answers to the 
team's many (|aestion marks, Bowden still seeks a missing 
entity not yet seen on depth charts or recruiting reports. 

"We've got the potential, but we have to show that 
something is deep inside ourselves that wants to win hke the 
'80 crew. We're looking for aggressiveness and aggressive 
ball players. We're looking for people who'll look the other 
team nnack in the eye and go after them."

Linkster s gearing up for the ' 82 season

After outstanding 1980 campaigns, the Florida State 
men's and women's golf teams slipped a bit last season but 
hope to rebound this year. 

In *80-*Sl the men won four tournaments and fmished 
15th at the NCAA Tournament. Last season's squad 
performed just as well during the regular season— again 
winning four tournaments— but collapsed at the NCAA 
Championships and failed to make the 16 team cut. 

Head coach Don Veiier likened his team's play to the 
performance of the '81 football team, a sport he coached in 
the early '50s. The golfers did well earlier in the year (their 
Okt(^erfest) finishing second at the International 
Intercollegiate in Monterey, Mexico and winning the 
Seminole Classic in Tallahassee, the Southern Junior-Senior 
in Dadeville, Alabama, and the Southeastern 
Intercollegiate Invitational the next weekend in 
Montgomery. But the Tribe linksmen then faded, losing 
badly at the Chris Schenkel Invitational in Statesboro, 
Georgia, and failing to make the cut at the NCAA 
Tournament. The Semkioles did win their sixth Metro title 
in a row last season. 

Just two golfers are missing from last season's top five. 
They are David Blakeman, a former English amateur 
champion who went home to qualify for the British Walker 
Cup team, and ^avid Boeff, a former New York State 
junior champion. 

Returners are, Britishers Steve Keppler and Jon Morrow 
as well as Mike Keymont. Keppler, a third team Ail- 
American last season as a junior, qualified for the '81 
British Open, finished second in the International 
Intercollegiate in Monterey and is a good bet to make the 
British Walker Cup team, Veller said. Morrow, a junior 
next season and former fourth place finisher in the 
European Amateur Championship won the SE Invitational 
and broke the course record witii an incredible 63 in the 
process. Keymont, a senior from Orlando, is a former 
junior college Ail-American . 

Keith Kulzer, a junior from Ormond Beach should earn 
considerable playing time this season. A two time letter 
winner, Kulzer recently qualified for the finals of the 
prestigious Western Amateur in Michigan. 

Two senior letter winners who could break into the top 
five are Brian Kamm and Buck Blanton. V' 
Three of the best prospects among the non-letter

returnees are Greg Garde, Steve Greek, and Jeff Stewart, 

said Veller. 

Veller also plucked three promising recruits fron the high 
school and junior college ranks to strengthen the lineup. 

He had to go only as far as Jacksonville to get 1982 
Future Masters' Champion Tom Krystyn. Southwest 
Florida Men's Amateur Champion Nolan Henke from Ft. 
Myers will also be joining the team for the first time this 
year. Greg Fleischer will come to FSU with some college 
seasoning, having played for Lake City Junior College last 
year. Fleischer, from Elberton, Georgia, will be a junior. 

Like the men, the women golfers peaked too early in the 
season and were not in top form when national 
championship time rolled around. 

The '81 AIAW National Champs dropped to tenth place 
in the national tournament last season. 

Women's coach Verlyn Giles, entering his fifth year at 
the helm offered few excuses for his team's ^wing at the 
tournament. 

"It was just one of those weeks where we did not have a 
good tournament and we couldn't do anything about it," 
he said. "The only thing I can attribute us not having a 
good tournament to is that school was out sU weeks 
beforehand, so we weren't ready for competitive gdf at 
that time." 

Still, the Lady Seminoles won two tourneys and finished 
second in another last year. The women won their own 
Lady Seminole Invitational as well as the South Florida 
Invitational in Tampa and finished second at the Women's 
Southern Intercollegiate Championship in Athens, 
Georgia. 

It doesn't take a genius to figure out that this will be a 
rebuilding season for the women. 

No less than three Ail-Americans are missing from last 
year's squad. Gone are Lisa Young, Barbara Bunkowski, 
and Michele Guilbault. Making Giles' headache worse was 
the decision of junior Jane Geddes to turn professional. An 
unexpected boost for the team would be the return of 
Guilbault for another year. Guilbault injured her back last 
season and Giles hopes thatliis request for larid^p status 
for the Ail-American comes through. 

If not, the only returning starters he has to rely on are 
Maria Anderson and Julie Kintz. Anderson, a senior from 
Jacksonville, is the Lou Gehrig of Lady Seminole golf. 
Since joining the team as a freshman in 1979 she has played 
in every tournament in which the team has competed. 
Kintz, the '81 National Junior College champion at Palm 
Beach Junior College, will be a senior this season. Last year 
she moved from the sixth spot on the team to third, a 
considerable improvement said Giles. Other returnees are 
Judy Johnson, Leslie Dennard, and Lorrine Elder. 

Two freshman who could play a big part next year are 
Debbie Moss and Debbie Zahend. Moss, from West Palm 
Beach, won the Florida PGA Juniors' and Zahend, from 
Vienna, Virginia, a suburb of Washington D.C. won five 
tournaments in regional competition last year. 

Tallahasseans can fmd out in a month what kind of team 
the golfers have when the women host the Lady Seminole 
Golf Invitational September 26-28 at the Seminole Golf 
Course. The slate for this season is the same as for last with 
the possible exception that out of town trips to 
Albuquerque, New Mexico for the Dick McGuire 
Invitational and to Monterey, CaKfomta for the Lady 
Spartan Invitational may be cancelled due to budget

Optimism abounds in rebuilding year

Both the women's and men's cross country teams will have 
some big shoes to fill this year. 

The women lose perhaps the best female cross country 
nimier ever at Florida State, Darien Andreau. Andreau's 
20th place finish at nationals last year earned her AH- 
America status. She lettered in cross country each of the four 
years she ran for FSU and set school recOTds in the 3,000, 
5,000, and 10,000 meters. 

Bev Cox is another runner coach Gary Winckler would like 
to have back. Cox was a steady four-year performer and 
qualified for the NCAA Championships last year. 

Last year the women finished eleventh at the AIAW 
Nationals, won the regional'meet for the second year in a 
row, and came away from the FSU and Alabama 
\ Invitationals with first place honors. 

If the women are to match last year's record, a lot will 
hinge on how well returnees Margaret Coomber, Janet 
Bassford, and Susan Eble perform. Coomber, a junior from 
London, England, will be the most heavily counted-on of the 
group. The 1980 team MVP, the 31-year-old Coomber is a 
seasoned international runner. She was a Great Bntidn 
World Cup team member and a member of two international 



teams before coming to FSU. Bassford was the top 10,000- 
meter runner for FSU last year after transferring from 

Marshall University as a junior. Eble walked on the team two 
years ago and was the sixth runner for the team last season. 

Winckler said that he will have to depend heavily on a corps 
of new runners this year. Leading the group is a prize recruit 
from Leeds, England; Sandra Arthurton. Arthurton is the 
most tCBted^Df the newcomers having been a member of the 
English International Cross Country team. Colleen Curan, a 
freshman from Dayton, Ohio, finished second at the 
National Track and Field Association USA meet in the 5000 
meters and Winckler feels that she is a promising cross 
country prospect. A third newcomer is Kelly Hackler, the 
Florida State 800-meter champ in high school. Although she 
hant't any cross country experience, Winckler hopes that he 
can groom her this year for a leading r<4e hi the years aliead. 

Even with two top runners gone, Winckle^^M not about to 
write off the season. 

"We're an unknown quantity right now," he said. "I'm 
excited about the possibilities — it's just too early to say too 
much. I'm cautiously optimistic at this point.**

Senior starting center Glenda Stokes will also 
return. She is, "the glue that holds things 
together," said McNelis. A defensive specialist, 
Stokes said this could be a good year for the team, 
but '*the pressure is on us to do as well as last year 
or better; the pressure is on us to be contenders." 

Joining Galkantas at forward will be last year's 
second starting forward LeeVayn Oliver. The 5- 
foot-10 junior finished third in scoring and 
rebounding for the team and was named to the 
NWIT ALL Tournament team. 

Three players who started at some point last 
wetaon will compete for the other guard spot. They 
are seniors Lynn Marnie and Siinnie O'Neal and 



sophomore Joye Burroughs. 

Also returning to add depth to the lineup are 
senior center Nancy Galkantas and junior Jill 
Baker. Nancy Galkantas stepped in for injured 
sister Sue at the NWIT Tournament and scored 
more points in the three games of tourney action 
than she had the entire season. Galkantas' 
performance merited her selection to the All- 
Tournament team. 

The '82''83 team will be much quicker with the 
addition of recruits Lahna Wood and Bremla 
Cliette. Wood averaged 22 points at South 
Plantation High in Plantation, Florida last year. 
She was an All-State selection and could see a lot of 
time at point guard this season, McNelis said. 

Cliette, from Northeast Macon High School 
in Macon, Georgia, is probably the best athlete the 
Lady Seminole coaches have ever recruited, said 
McNelis. The 5-foot-8 forward was named 4A 



Player of the Year in Georgia last season and made 
both the Converse and Coaches Association All- 
America teams. In addition to being a fine 
basketball player, Cliette is a national class sprinter 
and will run track for FSU next year. 

The Seminoles also recruited Kim Hinote from 
Melbourne, Florida. The 5-foot-ll freshman is 
expected to back up Sue Galkantas at forward. 

This season the women's basketball team will be 
vying for a spot in the NCAA Nationals for the first 
time. The AIAW, ih which FSU did compete, is 
folding. What that means for the women is that 
instead of having to win state and regional 
tournaments to go to nationals they must now win 
the Metro Conference Tournament to advance 
to the national championship. 

McNelis wouldn't speculate on that possibility 
but with all their startersback and three promising 
recruits coming in it looks like a good possibility.

A rebuilding year, right? Wrong* says John Brogle, 

returning for his fifth season as head cross country coach. 

"We lost a good portion of our nucleus last year, but we 
have quality coming in," he said. "We're not going to 
resign ourselves to a rebuilding year.

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FSU men's basketball: 
Out of the clouds, on to the hoop

Now that the cloud that 
hung over Florida State 
basketball when James 
Bozeman and others 
brought charges of 
improper medical treatment 
and academic irreRularities 
has lifted, head coaches Joe 
Williams and his staff can 
look more clearly at what 
happened and what lies 

ahead. 

Lookteg It the II- 
17 season, Williams 
conceded that it was 
disappointing, especially 
since the allegations 
surfaced at a time when his 
tMi was riding the crest of 
a %kree game winning streak and had just 
beaten powerful Metro foe Virginia Tech 
on its home court. 

"In light of everything that happened 
(the season) was disappointing to all of the 
players and coaches," said Williams. "We 
had gotten off to a shaky start and then in 
January we were just coming off one of our 
biggest games. . .the players had done so well 
yet there was a doud over the team. We had 
to come home and nobody appreciated that 
we had played good basketball." 

But, said Williams, the fact that the 
players banded together to ride out the 
storm might make next season's team 
stronger. 

"I don*t think any athletic program in 

the country has gone through the kind of 
personal scrutiny ours went through. For us 
to come out of it with the players behind 
(the program) drew us closer together. 




Coming out this year we 
will be much stronger 
because we weathered it." 

Most of Williams' 
thoughts recently have been 
directed at turning the 
program around «nd 
making it a winning one 
again. To that end he has 
recruited three outstanding 
prospects from the junior 
college and high school 
ranks. These three recruits 
will join a nucleus of 
«>e¥«s playiTs tt&m the 
team that had wins over 
Florida, South Carolina, 
NCAA final four 
participant Louisville, and 
Tulane (in the opening 
round of the Metro 
tournament). 

Heading the list of returning players is 
Mr. Everything, Mitchell Wiggins. The 
senior guard-forward from Grifton, North 
Carolina last season led the team and 
conference in scoring (23.8), and the 
Seminoles in rebounding (9.7). Because of 
this, he earned selection on the All-Metro 
team. 

Currently Wiggins is touring South 
America on the Amateur Basketball 

Associations' National Team and was the 
leading scorer on the team at preliminary 
competition at the World's Fair in 
Knoxville, Tennessee. Wiggins can either 
i^y small forward or the second guard 
spot. 

Tony Williams returns at point guard for 
the Seminoles.

Florida State (6^5): Finding FSU's name 
(HI anybody's top 20 list is as common as 
seeing a gift under your Christmas tree 
from Ebenezer Scrooge. Their absence in 
the polls is strictly due to having another 
difficult schedule. Faced with a schedule 
more frightening than Leon Spinks' face 
(Nebraska, Ohio State, Notre Dame, 
Pittsburgh, and Louisiana State all on the 
road) FSU returned home 6-2 only to lose 
their bowl hopes along with their last three 
games last season. 

This year's schedule isn't nearly as 
grueling as in the past, but it is difficult to 
say the least. The so-called experts pick the 
f ribe to finish no higher than their 6-5 
margin of last year, predicting possible 
losses against Pittsburgh, Southern Miss, 
Miami, Ohio State, and Florida.

Anonymous complaints spur arrests at local club

The manager and 13 dancers and waitresses of Fannies 
Restaurant and Lounge were arrested late Saturday night 
through a joint effort betwM%ebn County Sheriff s 
Deputies and state bevonge gf^ts. . 

All of the women arrested were charged with violating 
Leon County ordinance 82-32 according to Dick Simpson, 
Leon County Sheriffs Department spokesperson. Ordinance 
82-32 prohibits the exposure of the breast area below the 
areola, anal cleavage, and the exposure of the buttocks. 

The establishment's manager, Richard Fillingim, 28, of 
1370 Ocala Road» was charged with knowingly permitting 
nude entertainnent in violation of ordinance 82-32. 



According to Simpson, the Sheriffs deparment had been 
conducting an undercover mvestigation of the club for some 
time because of some anonymous complaint calls. The 
sheriffs department had warned club management to stay 
within compliance of the ordinance, Simpson said. 

Saturday, four undercover sheriff's deputies entered 
Fannies at about 10 p.m. to observe the show. At 1 1 p.m. the 
deputies and beverage agents made their arrests. 

Those arrested were takoi to Leon County Jail for booking 
and were later released with notices to ^n>«u' in court. No 
date has been set for the court appearances. 

The Leon County Commission drafted ordinance 82-32 in 
late May, after Sheriff Eddie Boone told the cprnmission tlmt 



the broad focus of Florida statutes made it necessary for 
individual counties to pass laws relating to nudity ^ laws 
which in effect, ' 'reflect community standards. ' ' 

*'What the county can do,'* said Boone at the late May 
commission meeting, "is make and maintain guidelines so 
that if anyone asks me how I feel about it personally, 1 won't 
have to say. There will be clear cut guidelines spelling out 
just what we will allow and what we won't." 

At the time, Boone said he proposed the ordinance in 
response to a number of citizens complaints about the 
opening of the self-styled La^ Vegas-type club. The Leon 
County Commission approved the' of finance to ban nude 
oitertainment in Leon County on JuniB 22.

Victor Robinson, a former Florida A&M 
University student convicted of kidnapping 
and sexual battery in July, 1981 after a 
controversial trial, will not receive is new trisd 
that was granted to him by circuit Judge J. 
Lewis Hall. 

The First District Court of Appeals on 
Wednesday of last week refused to reconsider 
its earlier decision, based on a legal 
technicality, to reverse Hall's order for a new 
trial. The order for retrial, while not 
unprecedented, was unconunon and sparked 
protests from State Attorney Don Modesitt. 

The court has ruled on July 23 that Hall 
exceeded jurisdiction in ordering the new 



trial. The court contended Robinson's 
attorney, Roosevelt Randolph, had filed his 
motion for retrial a week too late. 

Following that decision, Randolph filed a 
motion for a rehearing that would have 
allowed him to present to that court briefs 
and arguments on the case. In the seven-page 
motion Randolph argued that he had made a 
timely, oral motion for retrial immediately 
following the verdict and that the narrow, 
technical holding of the court was a 
* 'triumph of fcwm over substance. " 

It was this latest motion that was denied by 
the appeals court last week. 

Vowing to take the case "as far as I can," 
a disappointed Randolph said, "All 
remaining available legal alternatives will be 



reviewed and pursued." 

Robinson now faces a possible life 
sentence for convictions of kidnapping and 
sexual battery— -crimes physical evidence 
indicate he could not have committed. 

Robinson, now in tbe custody of his 
parents in Pompano, was convicted Of 
kidnapping and raping a Florida State 
University student he had picked up near 
Campbell Stadium on Halloween night 1980. 
The woman had apparently become lost and 
had taken a wrong turn, ending up driving on 
the railroad tracks just west of the stadium. 
After stopping the car, she got out and began 
to wander around until she stopped the rental 
car driven by Robinson. According to police 
reports, he agreed to drop her off at a friend's 



house, but instead sexually assaulted her in 
the front and then back seats of the compact 
car. He then dropped her off at the Howard 
Johnson's motel on West Tennessee Street, 
according to the woman. 

That testimony was backed up in court by 
a single caucasion pubic hair, similar to 
Robinson's which was found on the woman's 
clothing; by one of her earrings, found on the 
floor of Robinson's car; and by a 
gynecological test that confirmed she had 
recently had sexual intercourse. The 
woman's fingerprints had also been found on 
the passenger window of the car.

Where did the free bus passes go?

Angry residents of Florida State University's Alumni 
Village apartment complex have been flooding Student Body 
President Jill McConnell's office with complaints because 
of her recent decision to reduce "promised" free bus 
service to and from campus. 

Located two miles from FSU, Alumni Village is 
comprised of many non-traditional and foreign students. In 

1972, to lure students to Alumni Village, FSU offered free 
bus service from the Alumni Village to campus. But if 
McConnell has her way, that unlimited bus service will be 
reduced to two time slots; 6:30 to 9 in the morning, and 4 to 

6:30 in the afternoon. 

The Director of Alumni Village, Richard Brooks, 
refused to comment, however a former resident manager 
who asked that his name not be mentioned said, "I think 
it's a breech of contract. The Village hands out literature 
that says full bus service will be provided. That's one of the 
inviting things about the place." 

"We're still providing our commitment," contends 
McConnell. "It's not like we're trying to alienate the non- 
traditional students. Alumni Village is the only off-campus 
apartment that recieves any kind of free bus service from 
Student Government." 

McConnell says the budget just isn't large enough to 
offer free "full-tline" bus service. 

"Last year, the bus service to Alumni Village cost 
$21,000," McConnell said. "This year it would have been 
$28,000, and the only way to meet this cost would be to 
increase tuition, and I don't think the students want that." 

A free monthly bus pass worth $9.50 will

be provided to 300 Alumni Village residents this semester 
according to McConnell. 

"The other pass we could have purchased from Taltran 
was a $12.00 monthly pass," McConnell said. "But that 
pass gave residents unlimited ridership seven days a week, 
and that would bis unfair to students in other off-campus 
apartments. 

may not have 
money in our 
budget to continue the bus 
service in spring," 
McConnell added. 

'We might ask the 
Alumni Village residents to 
pay half in the Spring 
semester," said McConnell. 
"But for now we're hoping 
that things go well in the 
first month." 

However, a problem 
McConnell failed to realize 
in her decision to reduce the 
bus hours, critics charge, 
was that many Village 

residents have children in grade school. 

"These kids get out of school between 2:30 and 3 p.m.," 
saidd the resident manager, "and the bus doesn't start until 
4. You just can't give the keys to five and six-year-olds with 

the security problem we have." 

A meeting has been set between McConnell and Alumni 
Village residents to air their grievances September 7 at 
12:15p.m. in the Florida Room of the Union.

Strozier gets tough on security

If you've ev«- searched the shelves of 
Florida State Univeraty Strozier Library 

for that crucial journal or reference book 
only to find that it's been ripped off, take 
heart. A new detection system, similar to 
the kind used in airports, has recently been 
installed to reduce the number of pilfered 
periodicals and other materials. Included in 
the efforts to tighten security at the library 
was a new alarm system for aU of the 
building's doors. 

The detection system was a response to 
the large number of complaints from 
students and faculty alike, disgruntled at 
the loss of valuable and sometimes 
irreplaceable research tools, according to 
Charles Miller, director of University 
Libraries. While there are no Hgures 
available on the amount of money or 
materials lost as a result of theft. Miller 
estimated the amount to be in excess of 
$5,000 a year. A complete inventory would 
have taken a full month and would have 
required that all outstanding materials be 
returned with no materials allowed to be 
checked-out for the len^ of the Inventory, 
Miller said. 



The new system, which features a gate 
and sensors through which persons leaving 
the library must pass, was installed at an 
initial cost to FSU of $13,500, Miller said. 
It is a 3M Tattletape system, considered to 
be the most effective system available, 
according to Miller. Maintenance and 
operation will run at $3,000 a year. In 
addition to the gate and door alarms, the 
new security system also includes new 
equipment for the checkhig out of library 
materials. **The system will pay off through 
the elimination of loss and complaints,** 
Miller said. 

So far, the entire operation has been well 
received. There have been no complaints, 
and in fact the efforts have been applauded 
by most library users. Miller said. "This 
(detection system) is something for which 
we have had a great deal of demand and 
support for.** 

Information bookmarks telling about 
the system are being passed out in the 
library and it is being made clear that the 
new system isn't just for show. 

Says Miller: **We plan to be very 
aggressive about prosecuting anyone who 
walks away with library materials without 
pr<H)erly checking them out."

Just two years ago, North Florida editorial • writers noted the 
scarcity of possible candidates to oppose incumbent Don Fuqua in his 
latest bid for re-election to Florida's second Congressional district. 
Those few opponents who did emerge offered little to induce voters to 
dump a man with nearly 20 years seniority, and Fuqua was handily re- 
elected. 

This year the situation is much different. Challenger Allen Cox 
offers a combination of insight, intelligence and experience attractive 
enough to justify nominating him, rather than Fuqua, to run against 
Republican Ron McNeil in the November general election. 

Dismissing a 20-year incumbent from office is not a move uoters 
should take lightly, but we question how well Fuqua has used his 
seniority. In his congressional career, Fuqua has managed to rise to 
the chair of the House Science and Technology conmiittee, but that's 
about it. Granted, that chair gives Fuqua the occasional opportunity 

to push for programs to help Florida 
State University, and FAMU, the only 
universities remaining in his 
reapportioned district. But we wonder 
how relevant the Science and 
Techndogy committee is to the interests 
of the Gadsden County unemployed, 
Apalachicola Bay oyster men or 
Tallahassee's minoriti^. 

Like most candidates for office in 
these troubled times. Cox places 
y economic issues at the top of his priority 
list. Unlike most candidates. Cox 
ll already has a list of specific moves he 
would take to help the district's 
' economy. Moves like providing a long- 
needed and never built breakwater for 
fishermen in East Point; ideas like adding 
underdeveloped rural areas to Jack Kemp's Enterprize Zone Bill, thus 
providing much-needed federal money to rural counties like those in 
North Florida. The ideas are not necessarily new — East Point has 
needed a breakwater all through the 20 years Fuqua has been in office. 
Fuqua has not used his power to get that breakwater, or to provide 
federal help to other local projects. It's time we gave someone else 
chance to do so. 

Cox's common sense attitude does not stop with the economy. 
He is a vocal opponent of costly and often unneeded high-tech 
military weapons systems. He advocates building up our conventional 
military strength, and pulling back from the headlong rush to 
bankruptcy and oblivion the nuclear arms race has become. He 
opposes unwanted American military intervention in countries like El 
Salvador. 

Cox has taken strong stands on human issues, issues like preserving 
our social security system at all costs. He is strongly pro-educational, 
and sees the presently in-vogue style of reducing the budget by 
slashing social services as a damaging, simplistic solution. Though he 
sees it as a dead issue, Cox has said that he supports the concept of the 
Equal Rights Amendment, and has promised to vote against any 
attempt to limit individual freedoms, including the freedom to choose 
an abortion. 

Cox is, most importantly, an intelligent, committed candidate who 
sees a need for change in Washington, and the need for an able active 
representative in the 2nd Congressional District. 

Allen Cox is the man most likely to fill those needs. We urge you to 
support him on Sq[>tember 7.

The great Haben v. Lewis debate: 
What didn't happen at Tiger Bay

It seems like such a 

marvelous opportunity for 
a blood bath. Look at the 
situation: you've got the 
terrible Twins up in the 
public hot seal, Gerald 
Lewis and Ralph Haben, 
together again for the first 
time. The boys are battling 
it out to see who'll be the 
Comptroller of Florida next 
year, and hold a 
complimentary seat on the 
Florida Cabinet. The early 
rounds have been hot and 
heavy. 

Lewis, of course, has got 
to be the favorite. Two- 
term incumbent, well established, he's been raking in 
contributions for months now, and has saturated the air- 
waves with a media image of good-man-and-a-job-well- 
done. Haben is no lightweight, though, and you can't write 
him off. He*s a golden boy, fresh from the FUnida House 
of Representatives where he earned a reimtation both as a 
get-tough Speaker of the House and as a :sharp-witted 
stand-up comedian. Haben started the race as a distant 
challenger, but the latest poll shows him closing the gap 
fast. 

Haben had known he was a long-shot when the fight 
began, and he came out swinging. Early in the campaign, he 
pointed out that Lewis had taken contributions from bank 
directors, in spke of a Lewis promise not to accept cash 

from bank officers. 

That faux pas might have hurt, but Lewis bounced back 
with an election year coup. His investigation into alleged 
misuse of Florida vehicles and aircraft caught fire when 
Col. Eldrige Beach, chief of the Florida Highway Patrol, 
resigned. Lewis* investigation has since pointed 
incriminating fingers at a bevy of state government biggies, 
and guaranteed Lewis headline exposure statewide. 

Haben, of course, is too consummate a pobtician to let that 
sort of free publicity go unchallenged for long. He has 
repeatedly charged Lewis is using the investigation as a 
political ploy. That charge was quickly seconded, by of all 
people. State Attorney Don Modesitt. Modesitt said Lewis 
had stuck his nose into a criminal investigation, and was 
threatening to foul up Modesitt's case. 

Lewis' reply: "The law does not say the Comptroller 
should investigate misuse of funds except during elections. 
The law says the Comptroller should investigate possible 
misuse of funds, and 1 shall continue doing that." End 
quote. 

The fight did not stop there. Lewis' Comptroller's office 
began checkmg into an old bank loan made to Haben. 
Someone made mysterious phone calls to Haben's ex-wife. 
('That number has been changed, by the way," Haben 

told his audiences). 

Lewis lost ground when a former campaign worker 
announced Lewis had ordered her to pressure a Tampa 
bank for campaign contributions. Lewis called that charge 
untrue. When the campaign worker took and passed a lie 
detector test, Haben challenged Lewis to take one himself. 

In an election year where nobody's running for president 
and the governor's race looks more and more like a 
Cakewalk, this is heady stuff. The whole world is watching. 




as the saying goes. 

And so the Great Debate. Haben has been challenging 
Lewis to a public debate all along. Lewis saw the gap 
closing, and agreed to take a stand. The 
arena—Tallahassee's Capital Tiger Bay Club. Oh boy. 

Tiger Bay is an institution unto itself. It is the club for the 
political elite in North Florida, one of those chibs that you 
ain't nobody if you ain't a member. They meet once a 
month for lunch and a sideshow at the Silver Slipper 
restaraunt. Today the room is packed with scores of 
big name politicos, some in office, some running for office, 
some out of office but not out of the picture. There's also a 
bevy of big-bucks business types, a handful of upper levei 
journalists past and present, and enough lawyers to fill a 
bar. All of them dressed in their fmery, ducussing the state 
of the state and munching fried chicken. 

Nor is the audience for today's battle limited to the 
diners. The state's media has sensed blood in the water, and 
they're out in force. TV, press, radio. Most of them did not 
spring $7.50 for the buffet dinner, so they don't get a seat 
at the table. Instead, the media's finest stand in a pack off 
to one side, passing on the latest campaign gossip and 
filching chicken from the buffet table. 

Tiger Bay President (outgoing) Richard McFarlain 
finishes off his lunch, sips tea, and steps to the podium. He 
conducts some club business, tells a few policical ha-has (Q: 
Why don't Congressmen use bookmarks? A: Because 
they'd rather bend over the pages ) and gets down to 
business. The rules are stmple---questions Utm Tiger Bay 
members only, (an unruly rumble ensues from the press 
ghetto at this), each candidate will have a few minutes 
(timed) to reply. 

McFarlain, though, is not letting the dynamic duo off 
easy. He sticks them with a touchy assignment — the 
competing candidates, each covered with a healthy dose of 
mud tossed by the opponent, is going to be asked to 
introduce that opponent.

BEIRUT — Some of the last of Yasser 
Arafat's Palestinian guerrillas left west 
Beirut for Syria by land and sea yesterday 
amid mounting signs the guerrilla chieftain 
himself was preparing to depart. 

The total number of evacuated 
Palestinians pushed past the 9,000 mark as 
1,300 men from the Palestine Liberation 
Army travelled overland to Syria and 446 
guerrillas from Arafat's Palestine 
Liberation Organization sailed for the 
Syrian port of Tartous. 

About 1,500 regular Syrian troops also 
were assembling their tanks and armor in 
preparation for beginning the overland trek 
through Israeli lines to their native land 
today. 

CASTEAU, Belgium ^ More than a 
quarter million troops from NATO nations 
this week launch a major series of 
wargames to be conducted ovw two months 

from Norway to Turkey. 

Officials at Supreme Headquarters Allied 
Powers Europe said between 250,000 and 
300,000 troops will be mvolved in the 1982 
exercises.

SAN ANTONIO. Texas - Predictions 
that 100,000 megal alien chUdren would 
flood across the Mexican border to take 
advantage of an American education this 
year did not come true in cities where 
classes opened last week. 

Most school districts along the Texas- 
Mexico border say only a few more illegal 
alien children than last year showed up in 
early enroUmoit figures. But some school 
ofFicials, especially those in the Rio Grande 
Valley, say they cannot afford even a few 
more undocumented children. 

"At this point it's like the straw that 
breaks the camel's back," said Manuel 
Gomez Jr^ administrative assistant to the 
superintendent in Harlingen. "If it's a child 



that does not bring a command of the 
English language, it makes the problem 
even worse." 

REDWOOD CITY, Calif. - A heart 
catheterization procedure that could end 
the need for up to 10 percent of all open- 
heart surgeries will be shown to 2,150 
doctors from Japan, Europe and the United 
States this week. 

During a three-day session beginning 
today at Sequoia Hospital, Dr. John 
Sfanpson will exhibit a method of opening 
narrowed vessels to the heart that reduces a 
hospital stay for open heart surgery from 10 
days to three. Cardiologists will view the 
procedure on closed circuit television. 

"It requires only a local anesthesia, and 
the patient goes home the third day," 
Simpson said. "We don't operate on the 
heart and don't open the chest."

CLEARWATER - A Clearwater 
teenager who fell off the roof of his house 
trying to grab a roll of film and impaled 
hunself on a metal stake was listed in 
guarded but stable condition yesterday m a 
city hospital. 

But Timothy Lane, 13, whose accident 
spurred hundreds of people to donate blook 
to help him, was alert, talking and "doing 
better than anyone ever expected," a 
hospital spokesperson said. 

His doctors and nurses at Clearwater 
Community Hospital said the younpter is 
doing "quite well" and is likely to survive 
the ordeal, a nursing supervisor said. 

MIAMI — Tropical storm Beryl, the 
hurricane season's second tropical 
disturbance, continued moving west 
yesterday but is not expected to reach the 
Caribbean Sea for at least a week, 
forecasters said. 

With sustained winds of 45 miles an 
hour. Beryl was some 3,400 miles off the 
Florida coast at 6 p.m. yesterday, the 
National Hurricane Center reported.

Bargain hunting is only the beginning

New in town and need to know where the 
grocery bargains are? Even if you've gone to 
the same store for years, you may be 

surprised by the diffa'oice in prices among 
the many supermarkets in Tallahassee. 

To help you decide, the Florida Public 
Interest Research Group has compared and 
ranked the prices of eight major grocery 
stores in Tallahassee. The survey was taktn 
on August 12, 13 and 14, 1962, and prices 
of 1 30 grocery items were chedced. 

Warehouse Foods on Thomasville Road 
was rated the least exjjensive, while Pantry 
Pride on Thomasville Road was next, 
followed by Publix at Westwood Shopping 
Center, Albertson's on North Monroe 
Street, Wimi Dixie on Jackson Bhiff Road, 
and the AftP at Tallahassee Mall. 

While Warehouse Foods was rated the 
least exr)ensive overall, other stores offer 
lower prices in individual categories. You 
should examine each store's prices for the 
categories that most reflect your food 
consumption patterns. For exairiple, if you 
really like fresh vegetables you might want 
to shop at the Westwood Publix rather than 
the Winn Dixie on Jackson Bluff Road, but 
canned ravioli you crave Jewel T 
might be better than the A&P at 
Tallahassee Mali. 

Checking the chart below, you will find an array of 
confusing numbers, but do not despair. The figuies in each 
category of food represent the percentage of that item to 
the average household's total food budget. 

As the overall least expensive store. Warehouse Foods 
was given a base figure of 100.00. To use the survey, 
compare all the other stores listed to that base figure. 

For example, if you spent $100 for groceries at 
Warehouse Foods, the same items would cost $104.41 at 
Publix Westwood. This means that, on the average, 
Publh prices are 4.41 percent higher than Warehouse 
Foods, but if your food budget cmitains a different 
percentage of a particular item, thus would affect the 
composite rating of the store. 

Although Jewel T on Apalachee Parkway was the least 
expensive in every category surveyed, the store does noi 
oury all kems in eadi sample because only canned goods 
and other items that do not require refrigeration are 
available there. Therefore a composite rating was not given 
for that store. The Leon County Food Co-op was rated for 
produce only because a complete sample in the other 
categories could not be obtained.

The single asterisk on the chart below uidicates an 
mooinplete sample at that store. At the Food Co-Op, the 
double asterisk indicates a markup of 1 1 percent because 
this unique store has a system of marking up food 
according to whether or not you are a member of the co-op 
and if you work at the store as a volunteer. For example, if 
you pay a $5 membership fee and work four hours per 
month, you would be entitled to the prices indicated on the 
chart. OOaet working arrangements result in different 
markups. 

You shcHild note that this survey was conducted on the 
baas of inioe cHily, and other imp<ntant variables, such as 
quality, service and ^we atmosphere were not considered. In 
any case, thore are other ways to cut food expenses, such as 
bargain shopping, coupon clipping, joining and working at 
food co-ops and organizing neighborhood buying clubs.

as she walked along the railroad tracks and 
that he dropped her off at the motel. His 
testimony is consistent with the discovery of 
the earring and her fingerprints in his car. 
There were no fingerprints found anywhere 
else on or in the car. According to. Robinson, 
the woman leaned on the window as she asked 
him for a ride. He also testified that she was 
visibly upset and confused. 

Joe Aloi, a private investigator hired by 
Randolph to work on the case suggested the 
fa^ that the victim drove her car along 
railroad tracks without noticing it 
immediately indicated she had been drinking. 
Aloi, also noted that the story the victim told 
the police differed from what she told the 
people at the motel the night of the incident. 
A test done on the woman to determine 
sobriety became contaminated and was 
useless. 

Defense witnesses offered testimony that 
constructed a seemingly convincing argument 

for acquittal. 

The most crucial testimony was that of 
Ralph Daugherty, a biology professor at 
FSU. Daugherty, who in recent years has 
done research on male fertility, had studied 
samples both of seminal fluid taken from 
vaginal scrapings of the victim and from 
Robinson. According to his testimony and 
report, the sperm count of the rapist was 
almost zero while that of Robinson was 
abnormally high. In Daugherty's 
professional opinion, he told the court, this 
evidence positively excluded Robinson as a 
suspect. 

After the verdict, Daugherty sent a 
detailed letter to Modesitt explaining his 
findings and the weight they should have 
carried. Daugherty went on to describe what 
he called the "injustice" done to Robinson 
and to say he planned to write about the case 
in a scientific journal. In an interview with 
the Flambeau, Daugherty said he believed 
prosecutor Willie Meggs had appealed to 
racial prejudice to try and sway the all-white 
jury. Robinson, the defendant, is black. The 
victim is white. Meggs could not be reached 
for comment. 

Another piece of evidence both sides 
claimed to prove their oise was the pubic hi^ 
found on the victim's clothing. The hair, 
although similar to Robinson's was that of a 
caucasion. The state alleged that Robinson 
had Caucasian pubic hair, although a medical 
expert testified that claim was 
;fiprecedented in his field of knowledge. 

Also, while it was not admissablein court, 
Robinson had taken and passed a polygraph 
test. 

Following the guilty verdict, one of the 
jurors, Michael Doherty, expressed to the 
press some doubts about the investigation 
and presentation of the facts at the trial. 
This, phis a demonstration held by FAMU 
students outside of the courtroom, may have 
led to HaU*s decision to "let sbt more people 
hear the case." Saying the verdict was 
"contrary to the weight of evidence," Hall 
issued an order for retrial dated October 20, 
1981. 

Following HaU*s order, Modesitt called a 
press conference to announce the state would 

challenge the action, saying "the trial court 
abused its descretion." Assistant Attorney 
General Wallace AUbritton submitted a 
position paper to the court citing the new rule

on timely motions. 

The appeals court's July 23 decision to 
strike the order for a new trial hinged on a 
recent change in the state's judicial 
proceedings. 

Prior to January 1981, a motion for retrial 
could be nied within four days or, by leave of 
the trial court, within 15 days. That meant 
the trial court could grant extensions. 
However, under rule 3.590 of the Florida 
Criminal Code — the current rule — motions 
must be filed within 10 days of the verdict. 
The rule says nothing about extensions. 

Immediately after the trial court jury's 
verdict was announced Randolph and 
prosecutor Meggs aproached the bench. 
According to the official court transcript, 
Randolph indicated to the judge he had 
reason to believe one of the jurors had made 
an unauthorized visit to the crime scene. He 
wanted to poll the jury on the matter because 
a visit would be grounds for declaration 
of a mistrial. Hall rephed sucb an inquiiy 
could be made at a later date and that "all 
motions that you present will be deemed to 
have been presented timely at this time." 
Meggs had no objections. 

Randolph, believing he had made a proper 
and timely oral motion, did not file t)ie 
Written modon until «f ter the initial fen-day 
period. Both Randolph and Hall, while 
aware of the new rule, believed that while it 
did not provide for extensions , it did not 
prohibit them either and would not be 
interpreted as doing so. 

The Attorney General's office and the 
First District Court of Appeals saw it 
differently however, and the new trial order 
was reversed exactly one year after the verdict 
came down. 

Randolph, in his motion for a rehearing, 
asked the court not to decide the case on 
"narrow, technical grounds.'* 

"If I have made a mistake, punish me not 
my client,** he said. . 

Victor Robinson and his attorney now 
await the written mandate from the court. 
They will then have 30 days to appeal.

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Dole urges SS action 

WASHINGTON — Congress should return to work 
after the November elections to deal with problems facing 
the Social Security System, Senate Finance Chairperson 
Robert Dole said yesterday. 

"I believe we could do it in two or three weeks if we put 
our minds to it." said the Kansas Republican during an 
appearance on Cable News Network's 
Newsmaker -Sunday program. 

But Dole said the likelihood of a lame-duck session of 
Congress wffl depend largely on the outcome of the 
November election. 

"If, in fact, there is a major Republican loss in the 
House, 1 would guess House Speaker Thomas Tip O'Neill 
wouldn't come back for a special session," Dole said, 
indicating O'Neill would prefer to wait until he has a 
stronger Democratic majority next year. 

&ut if Republicans do not substantially lose groiind in the 
House or Senate *'then I believe you ought to come badt 
for that one purpose and that's to deal with Social Security. 
Otherwise, we'll have to wait until next Juuiary," Dole 
said.

every rule of the game. His first comments are humorous, 
but quickly degenerate into campaign-style attacks on the 
startled Haben. He launches into a futt ^Mech, never 
introduces Haben, and then sits. NfcFarlam b not happy 
with this. He stands, announces that, "Gerald Lewis will 
now introduce Ralph Haben," and sits back down. Lewis 
rises, not particularly sure what he's done wrong, and 
proceeds to stick his foot even farther down his throat. 

Lewis is playing candidate by the rules, speechifying at 
every opportunity. Again, he passes the chance to intro 
Haben and launches into a second go-Lewis speech. Tiger 
Bay folks are too poUticafly savvy to let this slip. The hisses 
start in the back of the room, and quickly build. By the 
time Lewis draws his speech to a hasty close, he has 
managed to alienate the vast majority of his audience. 

Then came the questions. One question about Lewis' 
headline-making investigation, a second about 
environmental issues. Both candidates milk their alloted 
response time for the maximum usage — Haben flaunts his 
record as a House speaker and slams Lewis once again on 
bank contributions and using the investigation as a political 
ploy. Lewis jumps to the defense, slaps Haben for raising 
"prefabricated issues," and brags on his own top-notch 
environmental record. The timer goes off, Lewis sits back 
down. 

McFarlain rises and asks for the next question. Silence. 
"Well I'm glad to know that the members of Tiger Bay 
know all there is to know about the comptroller's race," 
McFarlain says. Embarrassed laughter. Then more silence. 
One Tiger Bay member, a former journalist, suggests 
McFarlain open it up to questions from the press. Florida's 
media elite tense, claws at the ready, but McFarlain shakes 
hk head. "Seeing no more questions," he says, "I declare 
this meeting of the Ca|Htal ti^ Bay Club closed." 

Haben and Lewis look suprised, like they'd been doused 
with cold water in the midst of an adrenalin high. The press 
stop, pens poised and tape recorders running, caught off 
balance. What is this — Ali and Frasier called in the first 
round because the referee was tired? Blood in the water has 
suddenly turned to a cold shower, their dreams of hot copy 
Ranged to nightmares of filling space with non-stories. 
They surge each candidate, and start the real intenogaUdn. 
Lewis waves commendations from the Federal Reserve and 
the FDIC, Haben buddies it up with press people he spoBi 
last year avoiding.

The cheaply dyed bhie*bhick hair of 
Stevens a .4 bassist Phil Feit, contrast greatly with the 
bleached jlonde locks of Idol and his keyboard player. The 
band's brief but detailed clothing and gypsy jewelry fell just 
short of being gaudy and made a colorful picture without 
being tacky. A stylistic art only a few bands can claim. 

And of course, the scene was topped off by the variety of 
people at the 688, most of which are wonderfully blase 
about such phenomenal concerts.

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FSU swimmer loses life in sinkhole

Ken Alan Eric Spence, an FSU swim 
team member, drowned in Gopher 
Hole Sink last Tuesday afternoon. 

Spence, a 19-year-old sophomore 
from Piano Texas, and eight other 
students were on an outing at the sink, 
located in Leon County about one- 
fourth of a mile from the Wakulla 
County line, when the drowning 
occurred. 

The spot is a popular one for FSU 
swim team members, a few of whom 
were with Spence. 

**At the sinkhole, two ponds of 
water about 25 yards apart are 
connected by an underground water 
cave," said Dick Simpson, Leon 
County Sheriff's Department 
spokesman. 

Swim team members have made a 
practice of disappearing into a small 
hole about three feet in diameter and 
then reappearing on the other side. 

According to Simpson, Spence and 
another swimmer, Clarke Morris, did 
this twice. Then, said Simpson, a third 
swimmer, Victor Creighton, who had 
never made the swim before, joined 
them. 

"Clarke Morris went first and he 
nuuie it,** said Simpson. "Creighton 
hadn't done it before so he held on to

his (Spence's) trunks till about 20-25 
seconds into the dive. Then Spence 
sped up and Creighton lost grasp of his 
trunks so he (Creighton) headed 
hack.'* 

Spence was not seen again until 
Sheriffs Department divers found the 
body after searching nine minutes, 60 



feet back into the tunnel, said 
Simpson. 

Simpson interjected a word of 
caution about sinkholes. 

"They are very dangerous," he said. 
Here's an example that there can be 
problems even for the best of 
swinunm.** 

Bill Shults, interim FSU swim 
coach, was in California on a 
recruiting trip when he heard the news. 

"He was a real dedicated and hard 
working kid," said Shults in a 
statement to the Sports Information 
OffiM. **He was just beginning to 
reach his potential as a sprint freestyler 
at the Division I level . He contributed 
a lot of team spirit and was 
instrumental in creating an atmosphere 
conducive to winning." 

Spence was also a member of Pi 
Kappa Alpha fraternity. 

A Pike brother speaking for the 
brotherhood said that members were 
both angered and saddened by the loss 
of their brother. 

"Everybody was pretty pissed off as 
well as depressed," he said... pissed off 
because he had to go. "Ken was one of 
the most dedicated brothers in the 
house. He did a lot of work around the 
house an the time.** 

Funeral services for Spence were held 
Friday at noon in Ridgeview, Texas.

Since retunuBg to coach the team for the third time in 
*74 Veller has guided the program to national 

respectability. The Seminoles have won six straight Metro 
Conference titles, competed at the NCAA Championships 

numerous times, and produced Ail-Americans such as 
former U.S. Open winner Hubert Green, Kenny Knox and 
most recently British Walker Cup team member Steve

Mickey Clayton: Coaching isn't all he does

Ever since the inception of Florida 
A&M Rattlerette Basketball in 1977, 
Mickey Clayton has handled head 
coaching responsibilities. After going 
4-15 his first season, Clayton begins his 
siJwth season coming off three 
consecutive 18-11 finished. 

Figuring that this year his team will 
face the toughest schedule in its 
conference doesn't deter the young 
coach. Instead, Clayton hints at 
^something surprising. ''This year's 
fteam is hoping to do something in a 
positive way'* about the 18-11 record 
|t has siipported since the '79^'80 
season. 

' *With seven of nine starters returning 
and a couple of promising recruits, 
the '82-'83 Rattlerettes should be 
poised and in the running for the best 
record in the state. They accomplished 
this feat their first year in Division I . 
j The Rattlerettes are returning only 
I two guards — Thursa Burton and 
Evonnie Williams. The ability to step 
in and provide leadership as well as 
sound game playing judgement will required of these two 
veterans because former starting guard Brenda Fogle has 
n to give up basketball. 
The graduation of Pam Reilty leaves sophomore Mania 
the.sole possessor of the postposition. Mack is said 
o have, "improved tremendously over the summer." 

Vera Crawford, Sybil Rivers,^ Rosa Hudgins, and 
Cynthia Lee return at the forward position. This quartet 
Ihould give FAMU depth and experience — Crawford and 
Rivers are seniors, while Hudgins and Lee look forward to 
jbieir sophomore year. 

\ "I am pleased «^ our forwards, we are oompetetive at 

this spot, but we may be hurt a little by height.'* 
c The recruiting of 6-foot-3 Valerie Euerette and 6-foot 
Laura Johnson may tip the height scale in FAMU's favor 
and increase their scoring ability. Burette was Dade 
County's Player of the Year averaging a whopping 28 
points, 20 rebounds and nine blocked shots per game. 
Johnson, a Santa Fe Junior College transfer led her team to 
a National tournament, and was a Second Team All- 
American. 

Despite being able to afford only one recruiting trip for 
the season, Clayton has confidence in the talent he was 
J. able to bring to FAMU. He sees Florida players as both 
Iviable and economical. 

**Mo8t schools in Florida look outside the state. I dofi't 
mind that at all, as a nutter of fact I hope they keep doing 
that." 

While Clayton has little to complain about, he is upset 
that the only way his team will see championship 
tournament play is if they recieve an at large bid which he 
feels is, "difficult and political." 
I The demise of the AIAW and the take over by the 
i NCAA has cost FAMU the opportunity for an automatic 
I bid for championship play. It is highly probably that a 
school like FAMU, good credentials, but not a known 
powerhouse will be overlooked by the NCAA when 
'^National tournament time rolls around. Clayton made an 
appeal to the NCAA and is waiting to hear from them. 
% Clayton is not a man to take his responsibilities lightly. 
% "There are serious aspects of this |ob that require dealing 
with individual personalities^ My background in 



Psychology (he holds a Masters in Guidance and 
Counseling) has been an invaluable asset to me. " 

Whra he began his role as head coach, the job was onfy 
open on a part-time basis. He continued to act as a 
counselor at FAMU and only a year and a half ago did the 
position take on the status of being a full time job. 

As a full time coach, Clayton is sometimes a hard-nosed 
coach, sometimes a counselor, and a surrogate brother. 

"I'm strict, a real disciplinarian. I tell them all the time 
they should be concerned with their image, because they 
represent the University. I bdieve in appropriate dress. 
When we travel, (the layers) don't wear jeans and tennis 
shoes, or rollers in their hair." 

Some would argue that female athletes should have 
female coaches who will (theoretically) be more 
understanding of women's needs and capabilities. Clayton 
does not feel hindered or handicapped in his role. 

"When I took on this job, I went ahead with my 
philosophy of coaching and teaching. I felt girls could do 
the same things guys could, they just needed someone to 
show them the correct way to do things. Take dunking for 
example. Guys take a lob pass and slam it in the hoop. I 
showed them how to take that same lob pass and score." 

Academics are stressed equally with scoring at FAMU. 
Clayton serves as the Academic aduisor for the entire 
Women's Athletics program. He places all freshman 
basketball players in the Special Services program. He does 
this he says, "because we realize that the freshman year can 
be difficult. They are making a transition from high school 
to college and there is a lot they have to get used to. 

The Florida State-FAMU rivalry is so important that the 
Rattlerettes imoved to Division! I in order to keep playing 
FSU. 

The very first time FSU played FAMU, Clayton says his 
team was beaten by 55 points. The following year FAMU 
beat FSU twice. Currently FSU leads the series 6-4. 

FAMU's fans have accounted for several of those 4 wins. 
"Last year against FSU, it really pumped our girls up to 
stand up and see all of the orange and green and hear I'm so 
glad I'm from FAMU. If you don't get goose bumps and 
feel ready to play for a crowd like ours, you're not ever 
going to be ready to play."

U.S. increased arms sales 
to Israel before inyasion

WASHINGTON, D.C. — Widespread 
speculation about U.S. foreknowledge and 
active coUaboration in the Inaeli invasion of 
Lebauon has gahied new credence with the 
release of Pentagon documents which reveal 
a massive surge of U.S. military supplies to 
Israel in the months preceding the invasion. 

The documents, released in response to a 
Freedom of Information request by this 
correspondent, contradict earlier Pentagon 
assertions that there had been no dramatic 
increase in U.S. arras to Israei in the first 
quarter of this year. 

The arms »ipply figures also support 
Israeli Defense Minister Ariel Sharon's Aug. 
14 statement, broadcast over IsraeH Radio, 
suggesting that U.S. Secretary of Defense 
Caspar Weinberg^ and fonder Secf^ary of 
State Alexander Haig had advance 
knowiedpe of Oie Lebanese invasion plans 
and ap|>roved them. 

The arms supply figures, compiled by the 
Defense Security Assistance Agency, show 
that in the first quarter of 1982 Israel took 
deUvery of $217,695,000 worth of military 
equipmem from the United Stales. Thtf is 
ncaify to tines the vahie of U.S. taStefy 



goods delivered to Israel in the same period 
of 1980 and roughly 40 percent more than in 
the first quarter of 1981 . 

The weapons accounting for most of the 
surge are 10 P-IS i^craft— considena>ly more 
costly than the 14 F-16A aircraft deihrercd hi 
1981—14 tank recovery vehicles, 19 self- 
propelled 155-mm. howitzers and over $6 
million in bombs and ammunition, compared 
to just over $1 million in early 1981. 

The tank recovery vehicles have been 
extensively used in the fighting hi Lebanon, 
and the 155-nmi. howitzer shipped from the 
United States early this year have been the 
main source of the artiU^ fire niuung ilown 
on Beirut. 

Although the Pentagon has not yet 
released delivery figures for the second 
quarter of this year (Apri^June), a Defense 
Department spokesperson has confirmed 
Aat 2$ tanks were handed over to 
Israel in the month of May and thia anothor 
15 were shipped in June. 

The Defense Security Assistance Agency, 
which administers U.S. foreign military sales, 
compiles detailed delivery figures for weapon 
types for each quarter. In the figures just

The university had not received either of three 
applications he sent iftd as a result — Sawyer was not 
accepted. 

Well, after speaking with some administrators Sawyer 
was accepted instantly and now a lot more people have 
heard ol him or soon will. 

Sawyer is the new President of Student Government 
Association at FAMU for 1982-83. 



knowledge into organizing and accomplishing the task at 
hand. 

"To borrow a quote from some famous individual, 
variety is the spice of life," Sawyer concluded. 

He said that since coming to FAMU three years ago, he 
has had to make many adjustments. Coming to school in a 
new country caused many problems for the Freeport native, 
he said. 

**No one understood what I said, the ctjilture was 
somewhat different and the attitudes were definitely 

different," he said. 

Sawyer said the "carefree spirit," of students here was 
quite a change from the more disciplined attitudes of 
students at home. 

But he said he had never regretted coming to FAMU. 
Although he has heard all of the negative cries about

He is a tall young man with a pleasant face, an easy smile 
and a politician's way of talking. 

*M consider myself not so much a politician as a student 
leader," said Sawyer. "I am a politician, but by saying I am 
a student leader 1 state my interest in student affairs only." 

During the spring of 1982 Sawyer was elected amid 
allegations that malfunctioning voting machines may have 
caused many students to be denied the right to vote as they 
wanted. Sawyer himself spotted the discrepancy and fUed a 
petition for a new presidential election. 
. The first election was declared invalid by the FAMU 
Supreme Court and a second election was held. Sawyer and 
another candidate, Tim Chiles, tied in that election, 
resulting in a runoff. Sawyer won the runoff. 

Sawyer said he likes to think his ntotivatjon to run for 
office was different than that of any previotis FAMU SOA 
president. 

"I'm from the Bahamas so 1 have a diverse cuhure," 
said Sawyer. "I've seen a lot of political structure. I've had 
a chance to observe the Bahamian method of government, 
the British method of government and the American 
method. 

"It*^s like three roads. I've been down all three roads, 
where as the other presidents have only been down 
one— the American way. 1 have an opportunity to combine 
the things Tve learned from each ctilture and, channel this 



FAMU from students and the community, he said he has 
always tried to rebut them. 

**In this community, FAMU is considered the underdog 
and it was the same in high school. I always tried to dispel 
that image then and 1 definitely plan to continue as student 
body president , ' ' Sawyer said . 

Since becoming more oriented with the campus over the 
years. Sawyer said he has found that underdog label to be 
unfounded, and he plans to do something about it. 

"It will be a pet project of mine to try to promote a 
positive image of FAMU," said Sawyer. "People criticize 
our academic standing, our living conditions or our faculty 
and I have to rebut these people.*' 

When asked how he planned to counteract those negative 
feelings Sawyer said he would do so by inf6rming or 
explaining to those people the truth of the circum^ances, 
and by giving them past and present accomplishments and 
future plans. 

Sawyer partly blames the press for some of the 
misconceptions or lack of information people receive about 
FAMU. 

•'Many times the press does not give FAMU a fair 
shake," he says. "There is a history of overstepping FAMU 
news— they let our good accomplishments fall by the 
wayside." 

Sawyer is firm in his beliefs concerning FAMU's lack of 



media attention. However, the probable cause of this 
problem has yet to be pinpointed . 

"1 don't know why this happens," sighed the SGA 
president, "It may be remnants of the 60's racial 
undertones, and it may be an oversight. 1 can only attest; 
to the fact that it does happen." 

Because the problem exists and because it is a pnoruy 
item. Sawyer plans immediate action. 

Since it is the job of SGA to advertise and promote a 
positive image, Sawyer says his administration will address 
the ineffectiveness of the communication system to remedy 
the problem. 

Sawyer plans to establish a working relationship between 
student government at Florida State University and 
FAMU. Ahhough both schools are members of the Florida 
Students Association, the FSA only gets involved in 
statewide issues. Sawyer feels there are issues of mutual 
importance between the schools that are not covered by the^ 
FSA. 

"Students contribute an enormous amount of money to 
Tallahassee's economy and wejet nothing back," Sawyer 
said. "It's time to change that, espedaUy in light of the 
current federal cutbacks . " 

Sawyer says he would lik^ to discuss with FSU's student 
government the feasibility of receiving more financial 
support from private industries in Tallahassee. 

Establishing better relationships with other black 
institutions across the country will be another one of 
Sawyer's projects. He said that by joining other schools in 
quests for one cause, the group could lobby for such things 
as making Martin Luthet King's birthday a holiday, or 
lobby against the Reagan budget cuts. 

"By having that link with the other universities, we will 
have a lot of support behind us." 

Also included in Sawyer's plans are steps to dispel the 
general air of apathy on FAMU's campus. Sawyer says this 
may be due to poor conununications between the student 
body and student government or boredom, and he says this 
generally causes disunification among the students. He 
proposed to solve this problem by reaching the small 
organizations on campus tlirough their individual 
presidents. 

"We'll have a channel going from the SGA through a 
liaison to the individual and yice versa. We'll also 
concentrate BKirc on using the mass media. " 

Sawyer said he should have no problems carrying out his 
plans, because he thinks he is qualified for the position of 
president —that's why he ran for the office. 

"I felt that with my experience, with my skills and with 
'my background, I could make a positive impact on the 
institution." he said. 

Sawyer completed college in three years and is now a 
candidate for a Masters in Business Administration. 

He said that completing a four-year data processing 
program in three years was strenuous at tim.es and left him 
little time for extra-curricular activities. 

"1 was either working with the computer, studying, or 
working in student government." - '-^ -' * 

Sawyer said he rushed through college because he wants 
to "accomplish a lot and I don't like idle time." He is 
preparing himself for a management position in data 
processing. He plans to obtain a graduate iniernsliip in 
Japan next summer working in robotics. 

It is with this type of motivation that Sawyer said he 
plans to accomplish many things as SGA president. 

"Student Government, as planned in our administration, 
will need a lot of support to get a lot accomplished," he 
said. "So, we encourage the participation from all areas 
of the campus and all facets of student concern including 
administration, faculty, alumni and friends."

Lambs or wolves? 

Editor: 

As an FSU graduate, I would like to assure all 
new students to this campus that they are in store 
for a rewarding experience. Academically and 
socially, FSU and Tallahassee have a lot to offer. 

However, this community is not without its 
dangers — one of which, unfortunately, 1 know all 
too well. I commend the Flambeau for the 
"watchdog" stance it has taken towards rape in this 
city, but more needs to be said about the mental 
rape and anguish inflicted upon many by the 
University Church of Christ. 

I was a member of this so called "church" for 
nearly two years. It is in fact a cult. They preyed 
upon my loneliness as a freshman here and easily 
won a convert, even though I had been an atheist.

I was told what to wear, who and when 
to date, how long to pray, how much to sleep, when 
I could go hmnc for a visit, where to live, etc. I left 
the church one night when they got all the

brothers'* together and told them to call and ask 
the "sisters'* out only after 10 Saturday mornings 
for the following Saturday night. Breaking any of 
these rules meant that you were selfish, arrogant 

and unspiritual. 

1 never realized how brainwashed 1 had been until 
leaving the church. I no longer could cope with the 
real world. 1 became an alcoholic. My biggest 
problem was that I thought the problem was with 
myself, that I had been selfish and unspiritual. 
Luckily I found some friends who proved to me 
otherwise and now for the first time since joining 
that church I can genuinely say I am proud of the 
man that 1 am. 

This letter is not written out of resentment but 
rather concern. The fall semester brings a lot of new 
people to this campus and this church realizes that 
many will be looldng for new friends. Please be 
very cautious towards this group, or any other that 
is similar. Be particularly suspicious of Bible studies 
or "soul talks" held in dormitories.

Thoughts on Biblical literalism

i believe these people are being intentionally 
misinformed and misled by their religious leaders 
for personal causes. Historians, archeologists, 
Bible scholars, all of the modern churches, and 
even most Jewish Rabbi scholars and historians 
agree that the Jewish Bible (Old Testament) is not 
literal truth or the direct word of God and that it is 
partly based on andent myths and tales. For 
example, the walled cities of Jericho and Ai 
supposedly defeated by Joshua are known from 
archeology and history to have been destroyed and 
the walls torn down more than a thousand years 
prior to the movement of the nomadic tribes that 
became the Isradis into the area. 

Events prior to Joshua have similar legendary 
history. The stories of the Creation and.Noah came 
from earlier Sunierian/ Babylonian epic tales that 
were picked up during their suy in Babylonia.

Engineering courses offered

Over the next five years the State 
University System will supply only 11 
percent of the 23,000 electronic, computer, 
and mechanical eagineers needed 
statewide, according to a 1982 Florida 
Department of Commerce study.

In an effort to eradicate this deficit in 
engineers and expand educational 
opportunities for students, the Florida 
Board of Regents has approved of and 
instructed Florida A&M University to 
establish a cooperative institute for 
engineering with Florida State University 
beginning this fp. 

' **The significance of a jointly supported 
engineering school is of national 

importance," said Charles C. Kidd, co- 
director of the institute. "Never before has 
there been another joint engineering 
program which continues to reflect the 
parent institution and their broad 
resources." ^ 
Studoits may register at FSU or FAMU . 
According to FSU co-director Joseph E. 
Lannutti roughly 50 to 60 percent of the 
freshman and sophomore engineering 
classes are presently offered on both 
campuses. He said during the students' first 
two years standard physical science and 
math classes will be offered with a 
"sprinkle of engineering courses." 
Presently, there is a total of 130 students 
split evenly between the two campus^ who 
are majoring in engineering. 



"The institute is currently borrowing 
faculty," said Lannutti, "and no 
permanent faculty will be appointed until 
January 1, 1983. We have been authorized 
to hire 11 faculty members and a dean if 
sufficiently qualified people are found.** 

Initially there were 300 applicants for 
teaching positions when it was thought FSU 
would be the sole university offering 
engineering degrees, however, this number 
dropped to 130 re-applicants after the 
decision to combine efforts between FSU 
and FAMU. 

Several justifications for the joint effort 
were presented before the BOR. With 
approximately one-fourth of the entire 
state's students residing in Tallahassee, 
Lannutti said, "Students should have the 
highest opportunity to get what courses of 
study they want.** He said, it was 
deplorable that no engineering school exists 
in a city that coataiiis two major 
universities. 

The formation of a school of engineering 
is consistent with the state's objective to 
attract high technology industry. Lannutti 
said that with the rapid rate of growth 
Tallahassee is experiencing, it is imperative 
to produce engineers to meet the expansion . 

"High technotogy industry wants such a 
school because engineering changes and 
advances rapidly," he said. Growth could 
depend on the number of engineers to 
accommodate it, Lannutti added. 

Lannutti said Florida government 
officials have expressed a wish to hire dvic 
and industrial engineers to work in 
departments such as the Department of 
Transportation and the Department of 
Environmental Regulation but have no 
local students to choose from. 

A significant ramification stemming 
from the BOll decision is that the state will 
be increasing the number of minorities 
represented in en^eering. 

"We will be producing more black 
engineers by working together in a spirit of 
cooperation," Lannutti said. 

FAMU has had an engineering 
technology program since 1974 and is 
accredited by the Accrediting Board of 
Engineering and Technology. This, 
combined with the national reputation FSU 
has gained in the area of the physical 
sciences, greatly enhances success of the

Bus controversy continues

More than 130 bitter residents of Alumni

M.A.R.S. President Barbara Barton has 
been swamped with calls and visits from 
Alumni Village residents the last few days. 

•"People just keep asking me what to 
do, and who to talk to," said Barton. "I 
decided that a petition would be the best 
way for everyone to have a chance to speak 
up. Each resident wrote down the reasons 
why they felt Jill's decision was unfair. 

"This is sort of a grass-roots movement 
against the decision," Barton continued. "I 
have no idea if the petition will be effective, 
but I hope Jill will give it some 
consideration." 

Although no other off-campus 
apartment complex offers a free bus 
service, Barton contends that is the reason 
so many people live in Alumni Village. 

"Most of the people in Alumni Village 
are here because they offered free bus 
service,** Barton explained. "The people 
here expect the bus service, and want it.** 

Barton says M.A.R.S. has no plans to 
lobby or march against the decision yet.

RED BAY — An 80-acre field of marijuana, wilted from 
the nation's first official use of paraquat on pot, was 
destroyed by fire yesterday and another man was arrested 
in connection with the case. 

Officials of the Florida Department of Law Eaf oicement 
declared the initial use of the herbicide a success. They 
planned to study its costs, method of application and other 
factors before deciding how often it will be used to 
eradicate domestic marijuana in the future. 

U.S. financed paraquat has been used to destroy 
marijuana fields in Mexico since 1972 but the controversial 
cheniical had never before been used by authorities in this 
country until Saturday's spraying in the isolated field two 
miles from the nearest paved road in the Florida 
Panhandle. 

"It worked very fast and very effectively," said FDLE 
spokesperson JimHarley. 

The field was guarded by teams of FDLE agents and 
Walton County sheriff s deputies around the clock to make 
certain the sprayed marijuana would not reach the illicit 
. marketplace. 

Potsmokers' fear of inhaling paraquat-tainted marijuana 
has been the chief criticism against the use of paraquat on 
pot in this country. 



poison in the United States. Marijuana fields in 
Mexico have been sprayed with paraquat using U.S. 
funds since 1972. And it happened right here in the 
Florida Panhandle.

The paraquat, which destroys weeds by dehydrating 
them, had sufficiently wilted the crop by yesterday morning 
that authorities decided to destroy the residue by fwe. In 
two hours, the entire 80 acres was blackened. 

Sheriff Quhm McMiOitti estimated the marijuana would 
have been worth $21 million on the streets. 

Harley said the Red Bay spraying would be analyzed this 
week as to it effectiveness in saving law enforcement 
agencies the manpower and funds that would habe been 
required to clear the field and burn the crops. 

**I definitely believe that, depending upon the location 
and size of the field, there can be a time and cost savings,*' 
Harley said. 

Because it was the first official spraying, security at *the 
sight was very strict to keep the curious away. 

"We exercised extremely stringent control in this 
operation," Harley said. 

FDLE officials confirmed that George Fazekas was 
arrested in West Hill, Pa. early yesterday and charged in 
comiection with the pot field. 

Fazekas was involved in a traffic accident. Officers 
investigating the mishap ran a criminal check on him and 
found he was wanted by Florida authorities. 

Three other people were arrested over the weekend, 
following a raid on the pot field Friday morning.

Pre-trial proceedings 
closed in Falling case

Calhoun County Circuit Court Judge 
W.L. Bailey ruled yesterday that pre-trial 
deposition proceedings that could involve a 
confession by accused child-killer Christine 
Falling should be closed. 

Attorneys for Falling, who is accused of 
strangling two Blountstown, Fla. children, 
argued Friday that opening the deposition 
proceedings could deny Falling her 
constitutional right to a fair trial. 




Bailey's ruling concerns only that 
testimony to come from employees at 
Goodwood Manor, the mental health unit 
at Tallahassee Regional Memorial Medical 
Center. 

Falling a 19-year-old baby sitter, 
allegedly confessed to killing the two 
Blountstown children and three others 
while voluntarily undergoing psychiatric 
evaluation last month. 



The five deaths have focused nationwide 
attention on Falling, a heavy-set seventh 
grade dropout who has spent most of her 
life inimproverishedconditions. 

Falling is charged with first degree 
murder in the death of Cassidy "Muffin" 
Johnson, 2, in February 1980, the first of 
the five deaths: and Travis DeWayne 
Coleman, 2 months, on July 3. 

No charges have been filed in the deaths 
of two boys in Lakeland, Fla., in February 
1981 or the death of an 8-month-old girl in 
Perry, Fla., in July 1981. 

Philip Padovano, one of three attorneys 
representing Falling, said to leave the 
deposition proceedings open would be to 
violate the confidentiality of the doctor- 
client relationship. 

Because of the anticipated widespread 
publicity, open deposition proceedings 
would also nuke a future cj^sion by Bailey 
to rule the alleged confession inadmissible 
in court "ineffectual" he said. 

Gregg Thomas, an attorney for the 
Tampa Tribune, said the proceedings 
should remain open. The confession, he 
said, is "well known... well publicized," but 
the media has a valid interest in the details. 

"There is a taint and that taint is that 
something is wrong with tl» confession," 
he said. 

Falling pleaded innocent Friday and 
Bailey set a trial date of Nov. 8 The trial is 
expected to last more than a week. A pre- 
trial hearing is scheduled for 9 a.m. Sept. 
17. 

Baya Harrison, another of Falling's 
attorneys, said he had no intention of using 
an insanity defense but did not rule out the 

possibility. 

Falling has been held without bond at the 
Calhoun County Jail since her arrest last 
month.

Fannies Restaurant and Lounge will continue to offw 
adult entertainment to its customers, according to manager 
Richard Fillingim. The announcement was made at a press 
conference yesterday following Fillingim's and 13 female 
dancers and waitresses' arrests Saturday night. 

The arrests culminated an investigation by the Leon 
County Sheriffs Department and state beverage agents 
because of some anonymous complaint phone calls. 

The women arrested were charged with violating Leon 
County ordinance 82-32, which among other things 
prohibits the exposure of the breast below the areola, anal 
cleavage, and exposure of the buttocks. • 

Fillingim was charged with knowingly permitting nude 
entertainment in violation of the same Leon County 
ordinance. 

Fillingim also added "the ordinance is so vague any 
female customer who is slightly clad could be arrested." 

The attorney representing the manager and employees of 
Fannies, James Banks, said they will file a notice of 
appearance and waive their right to an arraignment hearing 
If the charges against those arrested are not dropped and 
they are found guilty Banks expects to file a motion to 
appeal, all the way to the Supreme Court if necessary, 
according to Banks. 

"I expect the biggest motion we will file is its (the 
ordinance's) unconstitutionality," Banks said. 

"According to Fillingim. the dancers' costumes will be only 
slightly changed and the waitresses' costumes will not be 
changed at ail. He added these changes will be 
inconspicuous. 
"It seems to me if we were in violation of the Ordinance it

Engels spent the summer swimming 
and working on merit badges toward 
an Eagle Scout rank while he pondered 
what a perfect 1,600 score on his 
Scholastic Aptitude Test will mean for 
his future. 

Engels is one of four in 1 milliion 
students who achieved a perfect score 
on the 1982 SAT test. 



School administrators said he was 
the first Fairfax County student to do 
so. 

"I'm enjoying the. attention." 
Engels said. "With a good score you 
can get into a good school. I could 
have gotten a 1,590. It would have 
done the same thing but the media 
wouldn't have noticed." 

The SAT, compiled by the 
Educational Testing Service of 
Princeton, N.l., is used by colleges 



and universities to test students 
entering their senior high school year. 

The test has sections for math and 
verbal skills. Engels scored a perfect 
800 in each. The average Fairfax 
County student scored 457 on the 
verbal and S07 on the math in 1981, 
school statfetics showed. 

"I consider myself an average kid 
who happens to do well in school." he 
said, trying to suppress a grin.

released, going back to 1980, there is nothing comparable 
to this rate of tank shipments. 

Another highly unusual item in the arms inventory 
delivered to Israel just before the war began is listed as

The release of the details two months later indicates that, 
at the very least, an extraordinary coincidence has occurred 
between U.S. weapons delivery schedules and Israeli 



military plans for Lebanon. Starting at least three months 
before the invasion of Lebanon commenced, the Pentagon 
clearly knew that Israel was stockpiling weapons at, a 
massive and costly rate. 

Nonetheless, Weinberger's office has labeled as 
"untrue" Sharon's claim that Weinberger and Haig were 
^ aware of the invasion plans. "At no time did the Israeli 
defense minister say or allude to the fact that Israel had 
planned to invade Lebanon" when Sharon was in 
Washington in May, said the statement. 

Weinberger's statement only denies that Sharon 
personally spoke of the plans; it does not deny that 
Weinberger or Haig knew of them. 

In fact, on May 20, as ^Hfuon lieft Israel for Washington, 
a spokesperson for the defehse minister told the Tel Aviv 
newspaper Na'ariv that, regarding Israel's plans in 
Lebanon, "Jerusalem wants to maintain complete freedom 
of action." 

Sharon's aide, Arye Ganger, met with Secretary 
Weinberger's aides several days before the defense 
minister's visit, during which the invasion plans may have 
been discussed.

raised only $920. 

The six will face off in the wide open contest to represent 
people in ten North Florida counties, including three- 
quarters of Leon County, in the newly reapportioned state 
senate. The race opened up when Pete Skinner, a Lake City 
Democrat decided to challenge U.S. Rep. Don Fuqua, D- 
Althi. That left no incumbent in the District 5 seat, wliicfa 
prompted the large number of challengers. 

District S stretches from Tallahassee to MacClenny, 
taking in a largely rural, agrarian population along 
Florida's border with Georgia. The two candidates who 
make it to the runoff will have to draw votes from both 
urban Tallahassee and Lake City and the many rural towns 
and hamlets that dot the rest of the district. 

With the largest bankrotts, Sutton and Orant have been 
seeking name recognition by bombarding television viewers 
in the district with a seemingly endless barrage of 
commercials that will probably reach a frenzied pitch as the 
election nears. Crews has eschewed TV and concentrated 
on a door-to-door populist approach that won him two 
terms on the Leon County Commission. Crews is also the 
only one in the race with any experience as an eteqted 
official. 

Sutton, Crews and Bell all live in Tallahassee, and 
predictably will have the edge on the urban vote here.

A brief profile of each candidate follows: 

Jane Bell, a Tallahassee homemaker and mother of two, 
is a political newcomer. She has pledged to increase 
communication with constituents if elected and work for 
more money for education and health pirograms. Other 
major concerns inchide crime prevention, the environment 
and helping the agricultural industry m the district out of 
economic doldrums. Her largest contributor was Prescott, 
Ariz, auto broker Jack Goldsmith, who gave $SNX). She 
spent the bulk of her contributions on posters. 

Doyle Conner Jr., quit his job as industry development 
representative with the state Department of Conunerce to 
run for the senate seat. He sees agribusiness as the Itfeblood 
of the district and says his experience as a farmer and 
rancher helps him understand the problems f«Ged by the 
district's rural residents. 

Conner received his largest contributions from 
Tallahassee lawyers WiUon Miller and Robert Olive ($500), 
Ocala motor parts manager James Owings ($350), and 
Starke farmer J.D. Odum ($250). He stuck nuiinly to 
new^per ads and one radio ad on Tallahassee's WLVW. 

Jim Crewf, an urban planner by trade, describes himself 
as the only progressive in the race, meaning he has no 
special interest backing and speaks toward the common 
good. He feels jobs are the number one issue and promises 



to bring clean industry to North Florida. Crews also favors 
saving the environment and helping minorities and senior 
citizens, as well as voicing a concern for public education, 
health and human services, crime prevention and 
agriculture. 

Crew's largest contributors were the Florida Teaching 
Profession PAC ($750), executive director of Coastal 
Interstate Alliance W.L. Norred and president of Lake 
aty's K&B Aircraft Robert Bennett ($500 each), NOW in 
Florida PAC ($450) and Tallahassee attorney Tom Pelham 
($300). He received eight more contributions of ($100) or 
more. He bought no television ads, spent $45 for a radio 
ad on a Lake City station, and spent the rest on newspaper 
ads and mailouts. He paid political consultant John Ryan 
$2,000. 

B9 Grnat is the founder and 11-year president of the 
Bank .of Madison County. He favors crime control, 
improved public education, protection for agriculture and 
the environment, and would promote economic growth 
and fiscal responsibility. 

Grant's largest backers are Perry video game distributor 
Wayne Jones, Perry forester J.E. Loughridge, Jasper tree 
farmer J.T. Bridges, Madison fanner John Ugaste, Dade 
City banker H.B. Johnson, Lakeland campaign jingle 
composers Robert and Carol Boulware ($1,000 each); Mr. 
and Ms. George Taff of Tallahassee ($800 in food and 
cash); SouthEast Banks PAC ($750); and Perry timber 
dealer M.A. Rigoni ($600). 

Grant spent a lot of money on television ads, including

Jim Senterfitt is a realtor/forester from Live Oak. He is 
also a political newcomer who currently runs a tree farm in 
Gilchrist County, and is a former conservationist for the 
Suwannee County Soil Conservation District. 

Senterfitt received $15,280 in contributions as of last 
week, and his largest contributor was himself. He kicked in 
almost $14,000 of the total. 

Jim SnttOM is president of Lewis State Bank in 
Tallahassee and stresses his business background as a 
valuable asset that will allow him to bring new industry to 
the district and expand existing industry to provide jobs. 
He sees agribusiness as the most important business in the 
district and favors less gobernment intervention. Sutton 
also wants to eradicate waste in state government and 
increase funding for public education.

^ Sex Comedy almost seems like a fllra 
made in another era. Its very gentleness of 

character and spirit is winning and 
charming. The story it tells is both slight 
and complex, breezy and dramatic. 

A stuffy professor, Leopold (Jose 
Ferrer), and his bride-to-be, Ariel (Mia 
Farrow), accompany live-for-the-moment 
Maxwell (Tony Roberts), a physidan, and 
his companion, nurse Dulcy (Julie 
Hagerty), on a weekend trip to the country 
^home of mutual acquaintances Adrian 
(Mary Steenburgen) and Andrew (Allen). 

The intent of this visit is to perform a 
"simple country wedding" for Leopold and 
Ariel. But things get changed slightly; 
relationships are reversed, feelings 
irrevocably altered. 

Now, this partner-swapping bit could 
occur in any mediocre Neil Simon comedy. 
The difference here is the characters' depth.

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Space dilemma for students over TuUy

^Getting an open basketball court at TuUy 
Gym these days is about as easy as finding a 

parking space on campus. 

Over 21,000 FSU students have to fight 
for the limited use of only one indoor 
basketball facility. The problem is made 
worse by the fact that students from TCC 
and FAMU as well as non-students in the 
community are also vying for court time. 
This has angered many students at FSU 
who feel that Tuily should be theirs to use 
since they pay student fees. 

"The space dilemma at Tully has been 
recognized since 1973 when a task force was 
set up to survey the recreational facilities on 
campus," said Paul Dirks, Director of 
Campus Recreation. That committee 
recommended to then President Stanley 
Marshall that Tully be expanded. But

"While the Civic Center is a nice place to watch.a concert 
or a basketball game it has not rdieved the everyday 

congestion at Tully. Everyone thought the pie in the sky 
was the Civic Center," said Dirks, "but it didn't address 
the problem of on-campus recreational facilities for 

students." 

Although the men's and women's basketball teams played 
their games at the arena last year, both still practiced in 
Tully. The basketball courts are also' used for dasses and 
intramurals. So there are few hours hi the day when 
students can come over for a pickup game. 
^ Help is on the way, however, in the form of a switch in 
responsibility for the assignment and use of Tully from the 
Physical Recreation department to the Division of Student 
Affairs. 

Janet Wells, who just stepped down as chairperson of the 
P.E. department and served on the committee that 
suggested the transfer, welcomes the change. 

"We're being relieved of the responsibility, 
fortunately," she said. "I value their taking it over. A small 
academic group with a small budget can't run a building 
the way Student Affairs can. The switch should take place 
in about a year, until that time the P.E. department will 
Iceep the burden of running the gym.** 

Bemie Waxman, director of University Intramurals is 
already thinking about what can be done to free up Tully 
for use by students when Student Affairs • assumes 
responsibility for the building. "The first thing that must 
be done to make the gym more accessible to students," said 
Waxman, "is to limit the number of entrances into the 



basketball courts. The problem,** said Waxman, "is that 
there are at least 28 doors mto the gym and the State Fire 
Marshall prohibits the chainmg of any of the these doors. 
So a non -student can come in and hold the door open for 
his buddies and no one will know." Waxman is looking 
into the possibility of putting electronic locks on the doors 
to alleviate this problem. Waxman would also like to leave 
one door open and have someone stationed there to check 
ID*s as weH as check out equiimient to students. "What is 
now the gymnastics area in the gym could be converted into 
another basketball court , ' ' said Dirks, "and the gymnastics 
equipment moved over to Montgomery Gym." 

Although Montgomery also has a basketball court that is 
utilized for intramural games, it is not presently available 
for students to use for free time play. "It is not open for 
students because they have broken down the doors and 
damaged the goals,*' said Wells. As soon as Student Affairs 
has the money to police the facility it could also be used by 
students. 

"The completion of the fieldhouse next to the stadium 
should ease some of the strain on Tully," said Dirks. 

The fieldhouse will be used as a practice facility by the 
men's basketball team. Student Affairs and other women's 
athletic offices presently located elsewhere on campus will 
make their new homes in TuUy. 

"It looks like we're stuck with Tully," said Dirks, "so 
we better learn to live with it . 

"Even the most optimistic people are not thinking that 
there will be a new recreational facility, so if we want to 
upgrade the program we will have to work with our existing 
facilities," he said. 



Negotiations stall may force NFL strike date

CHICAGO — Unionized National Football League 
players remain determined to win a guaranteed percentage 
of league revenue and may set a strike date to force 
management's hand hi stalled negotiations, union officials 
said Monday. 

Members of the NFL Players Association executive 
committee and the negotiating committee met Monday 
morning and were to confer with player representatives 
from all 28 teams Monday afternoon. 

A strike as early as this weekend's final round of 
exhibition games was considered a possibility. Negotiations 
over the players' demand for 55 percent of gross NFL 
ftvenues have been recessed smce last Wednesday . 

The union has also considered striking after the 
beginning of the season, which opens Sept. 12. The players' 
old contract expired July 15. 

"The only option we have is to get the percentage of the 
gross," union president Gene Upshaw of the Los Angeles 
Raiders said after the morning sessions. 

"The main thing I want to stress here is that we habe a 
; players' union. We have solidarity. The reason we are 
BMat^ is th&liltlMn more step in our gams viift*!' I 



Upshaw said the players might decide not to repeal any 
decisions made in the closed door afternoon meetings. A 
briefing was tentatively set for 4 p.m. CDT. 
Executive director Steve Qarvey said befoife the executive 
committee meeting several options were open to players 
beyond the symbolic solidarity handshakes that have 
preceded many exhibition games. 

"One of the options is to decide whether to strike now or 
wait until the regular season." Garbey said. "They have to 
decide whether they are going to do anything different or 
stick to the game plan." 

Qarvey said the association also wiU decide whether to 
set a strike d^dline. 

"That's one of the things on the agenda," said Garbey, 
who reiterated his feeling that having a federal mediator 
enter the talks now would be useless. 

The talks broke off last Wednesday, but Garbey said 
"sourca" have told hun the owners planned a new 
proposal for the players. 

"I was told they have a new proposal, but I don't know 
what they're waiting for about presenting it," Garvey said. 
Garvey has been pessimistic about the chances for a 
negotiated settlement.

In the early days of American 
Idistance racing, when Frank 
shorter, Jack Bachelor, and Steve 
*refontaine were kings of the hill, 
I Tallahassee was boasting the likes of 
Ken Misner and Jeff Galloway. 
* Galloway was a member of the 
1972 American contingent at 10,000 
meters in the Munich Olympiad. 
Misner attained international status 
by winning the 1980 Orange Bowl 
Marathon. Since then, these two 
have left Leon County. Misner is in 
California, and \ Galloway: 
somewhere USA. 

What's been happening on the 
Southern racing circuit in the 
meantime? In 1978, with plenty of 
men's teams in the Florida-Georgia 
area, there was nothing to speak of 
for women. Ken Misner had started 
the Racing South men's team, with 
himself as the lead, and for the most 
part sole member. 

It was about this time that a group 
of women known as the Tallahassee 
Lassies were becoming more and 
more competitive against each other 
4n area races. They had an idea that 
one day that it would be more fun to 
compete together as a team than 
• against each other. 

Sisters Laura and Pam Ledbetter 
united with fellow competitors 
I Shirley Silsby and Janice Gage to 
found the women's chapter of the 
Racing South Team. Mike Caldwell, 
I a recent Gainesville transplant and 
■ runner-racer, found himself in the 
position of coach, a position he holds 
•still. 

Allison Reeves is easily the fastest 



on the team with a PR of 34:40 at 
lOK, followed by Jeanine Crane with 
34:46; FSU track alumni Laura 
Ledbetter in 35:01; twelve-year-old 
Stacy Dolly in 36:52; and Debbie 
Dixon and Pam Ledbetter in 37:30. 
The women compete f€»r RS as a team 
at such prestigious events as the Lady 
Nike lOK, the National Women's 
Championship held in Jacksonville 
Beach, the Maggie Valley Twilite Run 
in North Carolina, and the July 4 
Pcachtree Classic. 

The Racing South men's team 
started out slow but has picked up 
over the years. From one key 
runtter— Ken Misner, the tean) has 
blossomed. Current members include 
Benji Durden, second place finisher 
in the 1980 Olympic trials marathon 
and Lee Fidler, a 2:16 marathoner 
who has competed at three Olympic 
trials marathons. Recently, the RS 
men have welcomed FSU standouts 
at lOK Herb WiUs,(28:56)and Larry 
Greene (30:09) Kent McDonald, last 
year's Grand Prix road racing 
champ, is also on the team. 
Competition is held mainly in the 
southern states. 

The Racing South women have 
welcomed Darien Andreu to their 
ranks. Andreu, a recent graduate of 
FSU, competed for RS, when not 
racing for FSU. Now in grad school, 
she will be turning her a^ttention to 
team races such as the Lady Nike 
lOK. She is recovering from an injury 
at this time but is expected to be at 
full strength in October. Her time of 
16:39 at 5K is still the women's record 
at Mike Long Track and is among the 
fastest in the south. 



This season the women are out to 
avenge their loss to the Deer Creek 
team at the 1982 National Women's 
Championship. 

"This year they ran real good and we 
ran real bad," said Laura Ledbetter, 
**but you can't be 100 percent all the 
time. This spring in 83 we feel we'll 
be at our best." 

August has been an eventful 
month for both Racing South men's 
and women's teams. During the first 
part of the month, Durden held his 
annual running camp in North 
Carolina. The week-long affair 
culminated on the eighth in the 
Maggie Valley Moonlite Five Miler. 

The RS men and women won the 
team championships. Craig Virgin, of 
Front Runners, was the overall 
winner in 22:47. The women bunched 
together placing ninth, 11th, 12th, 
14th, and 15th. Laura Ledbetter was 
first across the wire for the RS 
women in 29:12. WiUs was first for 
the" men, placing eighth overall in 
23:36. The weekend of Aug. 22 
Durden was again in the limelight 
taking first overall at the Jacksonville 
Summer Beaches Run. Durden 
covered the course in 24:09; four 
seconds ahead of Jacksonville's John 
Rogerson. Laura Ledbetter was first 
for the women in 28:49. This bettered 
the former women's record, held by 
Ledbetter, of 29:53. 

At this time, the Racing South 
men's and women's teams are getting 
ready for their season opener on 
Labor Day in Nashville, Tennessee. 
This is the annual Great Race lOK 
which is also the first race of the 
Grand Prix season.
